J  shall  soon  follow  her  to  the  tomb,  the  house  ap- 
])ointed  foi-  all  living.  1  would  not  live  always,  but  I 
must  stay  till  my  change  comes,  and  I  think  it  is  not  far 
off.     M.\-  health  is  poor  and  has  been  all  this  spring. 

My  old  complaint  is  troubling  me  very  inuch.  I  feel 
that  I  am  not  far  from  that  spirit  land.  O,  that  all  my 
d(!ar  friends  may  meet  me  there  and  be  hap]>y  forever. 
I  hope  we  shall  all  live  so  as  to  be  ready  when  death 
comes  and  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  die  and  cheerfully 
I'esine  our  spirits  to  God  that  gave  them. 
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I  had  calculated  to  have  written  to  you  before  this 
time,  but  put  off  from  one  time  to  another  till  I  concluded 
I  would  try  today  and  see  if  I  could  write,  but  it  is  with 
much  difficulty  that  I  write.  This  may  be  the  last  letter 
I  shall  ever  write,  but  I  hope  my  friends  will  write  to  me, 
and  Nancy  will  answer  them.  I  want  you  to  tell  Mrs. 
Ottley  I  want  her  to  pardon  me  for  not  answering  her 
kind  letter.  I  have  given  up  writing,  my  hand  trembles 
so  and  my  pen  and  ink  is  very  poor.  I  fear  you  will 
hardly  read  what  I  have  written. 

Give  my  respects  to  Flavel  M.  and  his  wife  and  tell 
them  I  expect  to  see  them  here  this  fall.  I  long  to  see 
somebody  from  Phelps.  Remember  me  to  Elisha  Peck 
and  his  wife ;  how  I  should  like  to  see  them  in  their  new 
home.  Give  my  respects  to  Mr.  Ottley  and  his  wife,  Mr. 
Stewart  and  his  wife,  Ira  Peck  and  his  wife,  Horace  Peck 
and  his  wife,  and  Mrs.  Bigalo  and  all  the  children. 

Writing  and  thinking  of  you  all  makes  me  homesick. 
I  want  to  see  you  all,  but  that  cannot  be,  but  I  hope 
through  grace  we  shall  all  meet  in  a  better  world  than  this, 
where  parting  is  not  known.  I  would  not  forget  to  give 
my  love  to  George  and  Sally  and  the  children.  0,  if  I 
could  see  you  I  could  tell  you  many  things  that  I  cannot 
write.  Nancy  sends  her  love  to  you  and  Sally,  and  says 
you  and  Sally  must  come  out  here.  I  wish  you  could.  We 
expect  William  Church  here  next  month.  Sarah  is  in  St. 
Louis.  James  is  in  Oregon.  We  expect  Ben  is  on  his 
way  there.     Helen  is  in  Springville  on  a  visit. 

Do  not  forget  to  write  to  me,  for  I  Want  to  hear  from 
Phelps  often.

The  front  yard  was  beautifully  laid  out  in  old 
fashioned  flower  beds  bordered  with  box,  and  the  house 
was  exquisitely  neat.  "Aunt  Sarah"  was  a  beautiful 
lady,  my  ideal  of  old  age.  She  was  a  teacher  before  she 
married  and  i)ossessed  such  fine,  gentle  manners,  the  out- 
ward expression  of  a  beautiful  Christian  spirit  and  a  cul- 
tivated mind.

He  was  a  venerable  gentle- 
man and  the  later  >'ears  of  his  life  he  and  his  wife  spent 
the  winters  in  Cliarleston,  S.  C.  His  wife,  'Aunt  Seba, ' 
was  medium  size  liut  could  endure  the  most  extraordinary 
amount  of  work  even  in  old  age."  Mrs.  Peck  lived  under 
ri'pry  Pie-sid<^)it  (^xcept  P'rcs.  McKiidey—a  very  reuKtrJ;- 
(d)le  fdd.  She  was  101  yrs.  old.  The  following  has 
been  contributed  l)y  a  relative  : 

"REMINISCENCES  OP  SEBA  PECK,  JANY.  20, 1881. 
Seba  Chapman  was  born  in  the  town  of  Shelburne, 
Hami)shite  Co.,  iMass.,  10th  Jany.,  1794,  consequently  now 
87  years  of  age.  Her  health  is  good,  her  hearing  and 
eyesight  is  good,  speaking  rapidly  and  distinctly  in  con- 
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versation,  her  physical  power  being  wonderfully  pre- 
served'. With  the  exception  of  a  slight  attack  of  chills 
and  fever  about  40  years  ago,  she  has  never  been  sicl<;. 
During  the  active  portion  of  her  life  it  was  a  common 
thing  for  her  to  labor  18  hours  out  of  the  24.  She  arrived 
in  the  town  of  Phelps  Jany.  2,  1801.  Her  father  had  the 
preceding  year  taken  up  a  tract  of  land  containing  about 
400  acres,  embracing  the  farms  now  occupied  by  James 
Lester,  the  Van  Vrauken  farms  and  land  lately  owned  by 
the  Macks,  the  Donnelly  farm  and  the  Luther"  Root  farm. 
A  log  house  had  been  finished  for  the  reception  of  the 
family  near  the  south  end  of  the  Van  Vrauken  orchard. 
This  orchard  was  planted  the  same  month,  Jany.,  1801, 
by  Mr.  Chapman,  the  trees  being  procured  from  Old 
Castle,  near  Geneva.  The  family  came  with  their  effects, 
with  two  yokes  of  oxen  and  a  span  of  horses  with  sleds. 
At  the  time  of  their  arrival  John  Decker  Robinson  lived 
where  'Mr.  Hammond  now  lives  (east  of  Phelps  by  R.  R. 
Bridge),  and  Setli  Deane  lived  where  Mr.  Hobby  how 
lives  (side  hill  west  of  stone  bridge.  Main  Street,  right 
hand  going  west),  ilr.  Deane  had  a  grist  mill  north  of 
his  home  and  a  saw  mill  south.  She  remenrbers  Mr.  Rob- 
inson being  a  very  passionate  man.  She  recollects  a 
family  by  the  name  of  Stearns  and  WoodhuU,  whose  sons, 
married  Robinson's  daughters.  Seba  Chapman  was  at 
school  in  1806,  the  time  of  the  great  eclipse,  which  oc- 
curred about  the  middle  of  the  day.  Mr.  Chapman  had 
twelve  children  that  grew  to  maturity,  seven  boys  and 
five  girls,  the  brothers  alljived  to  be  old  except  one- 
some  reaching  nearly  ninety  years.  The  first  tavern  was 
kept  by  Joel  Severns  (name  doubtful).  She  remembers 
Orrin  Redfield  as  the  first  merchant,  Taylor  as  the  first 
physician,  who  wore  short  breeches  with  buckles  and  long 
stockings,  his  breeches  being  well  protected  with  deerskin 
to  avoid  wearing  on  the  saddle. 

The  frame  house  lately  burned  on  Van  Vrauken  farm 
was  built  by  her  father  about  1804.     The  first  meeting  she 
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attended  was  at  the  school  house  in  Phelps.  She  recol- 
lects the  text,  but  not  the  preacher,  "0  Lord,  I  will  praise 
thee,  Thou  wast  angry  with  me,  but  thine  anger  is  turned 
away  and  thou  comfortest  me."  The  church  at  Mel- 
vin  Hill  was  built  about  1818.  Elder  Egards  was 
succeeded  by  Goodale  Wisner  and  Thomas  Brown. 
Sarah  Dean  married  Philetus  Swift,  Mercy  mar- 
ried Wells  Whitmore.  Isaac  Dean  married  Abigail 
Chapman,  Rebecca  Dean  married  Michael  Mussulman, 
Eobinson's  oldest  daughters  married  Sanford  and  Spoor. 
One  married  Joseph  Woodhull,  Mary  married  Abram 
Vosburgh.  She  remembers  that  her  husband,  Horace 
Peck,  and  her  father-in-law,  Darius  Peck,  before  her  mar- 
riage took  a  load  of  flour  to  Conn,  with  two  yokes  of  oxen, 
sold  all  and  returned  on  foot.  This  Darius  Peck  was 
^nxious  to  be  in  good  repute  among  his  new  neighbors 
financially  and  said  to  Mr.  Eice,  who  brought  him  and 
family  to  Phelps  from  Conway,  Mass.,  in  Sept.,  1805, 
"How  much  is  Elisha  worth,  Mr.  Eice?"  Mr.  Eice  hesi- 
tated.    ' '  Is  he  worth  anything  ! ' ' 

"Oh,  yes,"  answered  Mr.  Rice.  "I  should  think  he 
would  be  worth  a  good  deal  if  he  were  my  boy. ' ' 

"Is  he  worth  one  thousand  dollars?"  asked  Mr.  Peck. 
' '  Oh,  yes, ' '  said  Eice ;  "  he  is  worth  a  thousand.  ' '  Then, ' ' 
said  Peck,  "Horace- is  worth  a  thousand  and  Darius  is 
worth  five  hundred.  Well,  you  can  tell  the  people  where 
I  am  going  I  am  worth  twenty-five  hundred  dollars." 

She  remembers  that  a  bear  came  to  the  residence  of 
Mr.  Dean  and  feasted  on  a  cheese  which  he  pulled  out 
of  the  press.  A  man  known  as  "Little  Oliver"  brought 
the  mail  around  on  horseback.  When  the  people  became 
in  arrears  he  issued  a  dunning  letter  in  poetry  with 
charges : 

' '  Pay  me  up  and  let  me  go, 
Your  humble  servant,  little  O. " 
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Flax  was  a  staple  crop.  Mrs.  Peck  spent  a  good  deal 
of  time  pulling  flax  and  i)reparing  it  for  the  spinning 
wheel  and  loom.  Woollen  cloth  was  also  manufactured 
by  each  family.  They  made  their  own  sugar.  Then 
their  wants  were  few.  Thus  we  have  a  faint  glimpse 
from  a  living  witness  of  the  earliest  history  of  our  town 
as  it  was  at  her  advent  on  our  virgin  soil  eighty  years 
ago.  Then  our  hills  and  vales  were  covered  with  prim- 
eval forests.  The  deer  roamed  with  glad  freedom  the 
intricate  aisles  formed  by  nature's  columns,  the  redman 
glided  along  our  powerful  streams  canopied  by  the  but- 
tonwood  and  elm.  The  summer  air  resonant  with  the 
notes  of  feathered  songsters,  the  snowy  carpet  of  winter 
lay  white  and  undisturbed  by  the  winds  of  winter,  fit 
emblem  of  the  contentment  and  happiness  of  a  generation 
past.  As  I  look  into  the  face  of  our  venerable  friend  I 
think  of  a  bridge  that  spans  the  stream  between  us  and 
the  long  ago.  The  planks  are  gone,  stringer  after  string- 
er has  loosened  its  hold  and  gone  down  the  surging 
stream.  Only  a  slight  link  remains  connecting  us  with 
the  pioneers.  Let  us  tenderly  cherish  the  memory  of  our 
fathers.  The  world  today  may  speak  of  its  ambitions 
and  glory  and  grandeur,  but  the  heroic  virtues  displayed 
by  the  men  and  women  who  planted  their  log  cabins  in 
the  wilderness  and  with  matchless  patience  and  persever- 
ance, common  sense  and  faith  in  God,  spent  their  lives 
that  their  descendants  might  have  a  great  heritage,  have, 
I  must  confess,  a  great  charm  for  me.  May  the  memory 
of  the  pioneer  be  kept  ever  green  in  our  hearts,  and  to 
those  that  are  living,  may  God  grant  that  at ' '  evening  time 
there  may  be  light. ' '

Reminiscences  of  Lydia  Peck  Ottley  written  in  1875  at 
her  homestead,  Phelps,  N.  Y. :  Her  father's  name  was 
Darius  Peck,  and  her  mother's  maiden  name  was  Lydia 
Mack  and  native  place  Lyme,  Conn.  Her  grandfather 
was  Josiah  Mack  and  it  is  said  he  assisted  in  defending 
his  native  place  from  an  attack  of  the  British  and  was  in 
the  service  seven  years,  suffering  the  privations  and 
hardships  incident  to  that  period.  Her  father  and  moth- 
er removed  from  Conn,  to  the  town  of  Conway,  }*Iass.,  in 
the  year  1788,  where  they  engaged  in  farming,  but  h-ear- 
ing  glowing  accounts  of  the  rich  soil  in  Western  New 
York,  in  the  Sju-ing  of  1805  her  father  started  in  search 
of  a  home  and  located  two  miles  south  of  what  is  now  the 
village  of  Phelps,  N.  Y.,  purchased  100  acres,  chopped 
the  timber  off  four  acres,  sold  a  watch  for  a  fat  hog  to  be 
deli\-ered  in  the  Fall,  when  his  family  should  arrive.  He 
reached  home  in  Conway  about  the  first  of  August,  made 
prejiarations  immediately  to  start  with  his  family  for  his 
new  home,  where  he  arrived  Sept.  23,  1805.  He  with  his 
family  were  very  kindly  received  by  Mr.  Jonathan  Mel- 
vin,  grandfather  of  Mr.  Almon  iMelvin,  now  resident  of 
this  town.  During  tlicir  early  struggles  for  a  homestead 
.Mrs.  Ottley  recalls  some  incidents  connected  therewith. 
They  we)'e  Inouglit  into  this  country  by  one  JMr.  Rice  with 
four  horses  and  one  of  the  very  large  wagons  peculiar  to 
those  times.  She  remembers  that  as  long  as  they  were  in 
the  State  of  Mass.  they  wei'c  very  careful  as  to  their  be- 
havior, but  when  they  got  into  York  State  Mr.  Rice  told 
the  children  they  could  have  all  the  ai)ples  they  wanted- 
also  Mr.  Rice  told  them  that  they  would  not  hear  any 
swearing  until  they  got  into  York  State. 

They  were  ferried  over  C^ayuga  Lake,  N.  Y.,  the  brido-e 
undergoing  repairs,   and  after  twenty-one  days'  travel 
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they  arrived  as  stated,  Lydia  being  about  tliirteen  years 
of  age. 

Of  the  families  residing  in  Phelps  at  the  time  of  her 
arrival,  she  recalls  Tliaddeus  Oaks,  Glover  Northam,  Cap- 
tain Bannister,  Hall,  John  Taylor,  Dr.  Prescott,  Bela  and 
Wells  Whitmore,.  Taber,  Swan,  Simmons,  Boyd,  Jona- 
than ]Melvin,  John  and  Stephen  Salislmry.  Hosea  Marsh, 
Crittenden,  John  Darling  Sherman,  Deacon  Rice,  Elder 
Goodell,  Henry  Jones,  .lohn  Warner  Bigelow,  Squire 
Stevens,  Woodhull,  Root,  Dr.  Taylor,  Isaac  Dean,  Dexter 
Robinson,  John  R.  Green,  Redtield,  General  Swift,  Oliver 
Hum})hrey,  John  Van  Auken,  Van  De  Mark,  Charles 
Joslyn,  Aaron  Gates. 

The  first  night  was  passed  in  a  school  house  on  Melvin 
Hill,  and  they  were  provided  for  l)y  JMr.  Melvin,  whose 
heart  and  hand  were  ojjen  to  bestow  favors.  The}'  re- 
mained in  the  school  house  seven  weeks.  Alb  the  neigh- 
bors in  the  ^'icinity  were  very  kind  during  this  period.  A 
sheep  was  purchased.  A  beef  and  the  ]Jork  in  exchange  for 
the  watch  gave  a  good  supply  of  meat,  showing  a  pecu- 
liar trait  of  the  elder  Peck,  which  is  true  of  his  descend- 
ants, to  have  a  well  stored  larder. 

From  the  school  house  they  moved  into  a  house  of  their 
own  near  the  center  of  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Hon. 
Lewis  Peck,  who,  l)y  the  way,  is  almost  an  exact  type  of 
the  "Pioneer"  Peck,  a  s])lendid  physique. 

Four  acres  of  wheat  were  sown  the  first  year.  Horace 
and  p]lisha  Peck  threshed  grain  for  Mr.  Melvin,  earning 
sufficient  quantity  to  su])ply  the  family  for  the  year;  then 
cho])ped  seA'f-n  acres  (with  the  assistance  of  their  father) 
the  first  winter,  and  in  the  spring  burned  the  timber  and 
planted  corn.  Mrs.  Ottley  remembers  si>inning  tow  for  a 
family  by  the  name  of  Ames  who  lived  on  the  Lane  farm 
and  received  in  payment  two  pigs  the  first  year.  She  and 
her  brother,  Horace,  cariied  the  pigs  home  in  a  bag,  so 
proud  to  earn  them.  After  the  first  season  the  familj' 
were  abundantly  supplied  by  their  own  industry. 
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Mrs.  Van  De  Mark  (whose  maiden  name  was  Lydia 
Cobb),  widow  of  Frederic  Van  De  Mark  was  a  school- 
mate of  L^^dia  Peck  Ottley.  They  attended  meetings  at 
Oaks  Corners  (being  the  only  house  of  worship  at  that 
time)  with  no  fire,  sitting  upon  boards  laid  across  logs. 
The  minister's  name  was  Powell.  Lydia  P.  Ottley  was 
married  at  the  age  of  sixteen  to  William  Ottley,  who  emi- 
grated to  this  town  in  1806  from  Yorkshire,  England. 
She  has  lived  to  see  Western  New  York,  then  a  wilder- 
ness, covered  with  a  dense  and  thrifty  population,  lived  to 
see  the  steamboat,  locomotive,  telegraph,  and  in  a  word,  to 
see  the  world  revolutionized.  She  has  always  been  a  con- 
sistent member  of  the  Ba]itist  Church,  and  at  83  years  of 
age  with  faith  strong  is  waiting  the  Master's  call.

He  settled 
in  Phelps,  N.  Y.,  in  1806,  embraced  hope  in  Christ  in  1807 
during  an  extensive  revival  in  which  Elders  Irish,  Wis- 
nor  and  Solomon  Goodale  were  occasional  laborers,  and 
was  baptized  and  joined  the  First  Baptist  Church  at 
Phelps,  N.  Y.,  which  he  with  others  formed  in  1843,  and 
continued  an  active  and  useful  member  until  his  death. 
For  over  half  a  century  he  occu])ied  a  prominent  position 
as  a  business  man— prompt  and  far  seeing  with  sound 
practical  judgment.  Possessed  of  wealth,  he  held  it  as 
from  God  and  was  always  a  steadfast  friend  to  those  in- 
stitutions connected  with  Christian  effort  for  spreading 
the  knowledge  of  Christ.  His  name  stands  among  the 
early  friends  of  Hamilton  College  (now  Colgate),  amono- 
the  founders  of  the  Rochester  Seminary,  as  well  as  in  the 
hearts  of  individuals  whom  he  remembered  in  their  ef- 
forts to  acquire  an  education.  For  many  years  he  was  a 
Director  in  the  Board  of  the  State  Convention,  but  in  the 
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cliui-cli  of  Phel]is  liis  memory  will  long  be  cherished.  His 
name  stands  connected  with  its  entire  history.  Of  his 
wife  a  grandchild  writes :  ' '  My  grandmother  was  a 
woman  of  great  executive  ability.  She  was  married  in 
the  school  house  at  Melvin  Hill.  One  Sunday  night  in 
1809  the  minister  said,  "William  Ottley,  produce  the 
bride,"  and  William  took  Lydia  by  the  hand  and  they 
walked  to  the  minister,  who  married  them  amidst  much 
suri)rise.  Grandmother  wore  a  calico  dress  and  had  a 
pair  of  black  silk  stockings  of  which  she  was  proud. 

Tlie  first  time  the  bride  saw  her  bridegroom  was  at  the 
raising  of  a  barn  on  her  father 's  farm.  She  was  passing 
the  food  around.  A  young  Englishman  who  had  just 
landed  was  i^resent.  He  could  hardly  walk  straight  from 
the  long  six  weeks'  voyage  over  the  Atlantic.  He  rolled 
from  side  to  side  as  if  on  shipboard. 

He  said,  "Who  is  that  lassie!  I  am  going  to  marry 
her." 

The  prophecy  came  true,  and  although  as  a  bride  she 
came  to  him  in  a  calico  dress,  she  brought  him  New  Eng- 
land thrift,  common  sense,  and  a  strong  Christian  charac- 
ter, firm  of  jirinciple  as  the  rock  bound  coast  where  her 
forefathers  landed  in  New  England.  Mrs.  Ottley  became 
a  iiower  in  the  community.  She  was  open  handed  in 
charity,  her  husband  her  helper  in  every  good  word  and 
woik.  She  told  the  story  that  when  first  married  her 
husband  ordered  her  to  bring  him  a  mug  of  whiskey.  She 
refused:  He  was  "English,  you  know,"  and  used  force 
to  break  her  in.  He  took  his  wife  in  his  arms  and  car- 
ried her  to  the  barrel,  but  she  ivould  not  draw  the  draught 
for  him,  and  he  gave  it  up.  Once  when  he  was  in  Wash- 
ington she  had  a  wing  built  on  the  house.  When  he  came 
home  she  said : 

"Father  come  and  wash  your  hands,"  and  she  took  him 
out  into  the  new  kitchen,  and  all  he  said  was : 

"Well,  mother,  what  have  you  been  up  to  now?"

He  was  a  cheerful  happy  man,  interested  in  staging 
from  Albany  to  Buffalo.  He  kept  splendid  horses,  and 
once  drove  to  Buffalo  from  Phelps  in  about  twelve  hours 
—  a  hundred  miles.  The  portraits  of  my  grandmother 
and  grandfather  mark  them  as  a  handsome  couiale.  She 
educated  her  daugliters,  sending  them  all  away  to  board- 
ing schools. 

In  her  religion  she  was  strict;  a  Puritan.  She  hated 
laziness.  She  hated  novel  reading.  The  first  novel  I 
read  was  "The  Scottish  Chiefs."  I  didn't  let  her  know 
it.  I  stole  away  up  stairs  in  the  cold,  wrapped  in  a  shawl. 
I  read  until  I  was  nearlj^  frozen,  but  oh  how  fascinated  I 
was!  Grandmother  became  less  prejudicial  toward  the 
last  of  her  life.  We  were  Presbyterians,  she  was  a  Bap- 
tist, but  there  was  no  friction.  I  used  to  go  sometimes  to 
her  church.  She  jiut  on  her  black  silk.  I  sat  beside  her 
as  prim  as  possible  in  the  big  single  buggy.  I  liked  to 
drive  her  horse  Bob.  Bob  was  lazy  and  sometimes  I  got 
tired  of  his  slow  trot.  He  tipped  us  over  once  in  winter 
when  we  were  going  to  a  party  at  Mrs.  Charles  Van  De 
Mark 's.  I  never  will  forget  how  grandmother 's  cap,  gold 
spectacles  and  all  her  finery  tumbled  out  into  the  snow 
and  slush.  I  ran  and  caught  Bob  (I  think  he  laughed,  if 
a  horse  ever  laughed  inside,  he  did),  and  we  went  on  to 
the  ])eautiful  i)arty  in  a  most  sorry  ])]ight. 

Dancing,  card  inlaying  and  theatre  going  all  came  in  the 
same  category  as  novel  reading. 

My  grandmother's  precei)t  and  example  have  kept  me 
steady  in  ])urpose  and  created  a  desire  for  the  best  things, 
ilie  things  that  are  worth  while.  I  read  novels,  it  is  true, 
but  I  made  it  a  rule  early  in  life  to  offset  them  by  stand- 
ard and  classic  literature.  My  taste  was  guided  a  good 
deal  by  hei-  stern  taste. 

With  great  equanimity  she  faced  death.  She  said  the 
last  ^Monday  morning  to  her  daughter,  "Sophia,  have  you 
told  Theron  I  am  going  to  die?"  She  passed  peacefully 
away  like  her  own  mother,  who  said  as  she  entered  the 
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gates  of  immortality, ' '  Jesus  can  make  a  dying  bed  as  soft 

as  downy  pillows  are."     There  were  eight  children.

^Vhen  he  was  a  child  his  parents  removed  to  Brooklyn, 
Pa.  When  he  grew  to  manhood  he  studied  medicine  with 
his  uncle,  Dr.  Eoscoe,  at  Carlisle,  N.  Y.  Taking  his  title 
of  M.  D.,  he  after  his  marriage  commenced  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  Tunkhannock,  Pa.,  and  later  he  removed 
to  "Wyoming,  Pa. 

He  became  very  active  in  the  temperance  and  anti- 
slavery  causes,  and  in  the  bleak  December  of  1833  he 
mounted  his  horse  and  rode  through  the  wilds  of  north- 
ern Pennsylvania  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  united  with 
William  Lloyd  Garrison,  John  G.  Whittier  and  others  in 
the  organization  of  the  American  Anti-Slavery  Society. 
On  the  record  of  this  society's  Declaration  of  Sentiments, 
there  promulgated  beneath  the  shadow  of  Independence 
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Hall,  where  the  nation's  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
formulated,  a  little  over  one-half  a  century  before,  the 
signature  of  Enoch  Mack  written  in  bold  characters  may 
be  seen. 

About  1835  he  relinquished  the  practice  of  medicine, 
moved  to  Dover,  N.  H.,  where  he  was  ordained  as  minister 
of  the  First  Free  Baptist  Church  of  that  city  and  became 
editor  of  The  Morning  Star,  the  organ  of  the  denomina- 
tion. Subsequently  he  was  appointed  agent  of  that  de- 
nomination's Foreign  Mission  Society,  and  in  order  to 
fulfil  his  duties  in  this  office  he  resigned  his  pulpit  and  in 
1849  he  removed  to  New  York  City,  where  for  nineteen 
years  he  labored  as  City  Missionary  in  the  noi'thernmost 
ward  of  that  city.  In  1876  he  went  to  Catskill  Station,  N. 
Y.,  where  he  died,  his  widow  surviving  him  seventeen 
years.

About  ten  years 
ago,  after  a  hea\'3'  gale,  a  large  limb  fell  to  the  ground 
and  from  it  were  taken  Indian  arrow  heads  of  perfect 
shape.  They  were  probably  shot  or  deposited  there  by 
Indians  who  used  this  locality  for  a  camping  ground. 
The  height  of  the  tree  is  from  ninety  to  one  hundred  feet, 
and  its  branches  spread  about  the  same  distance.  Quite 
a  colony  of  red  squirrels  iiihabit  it. 

Mr.  Mack  resided  near  Middle  Cove,  and  about  five 
years  ago  had  a  cat  that  caught  fish.  The  remains  of  a 
schooner  lay  in  the  mud  off  Mack's  dock  and  with  the  in- 
coming tide  the  fish  gather  there.  The  cat  seemed  to 
know  when  the  fish  were  due  on  the  feeding  grounds  and 
took  his  station.  ' '  ^^iien  he  sees  a  fish  he  likes  he  plunges 
into  the  water,  ge{s  it,  and  swims  for  shore  and  has 
landed  as  smart  as  any  Nimrod  a  pickerel  twelve  inches 
in  length,  weighing  about  a  pound. ' '  Mr.  Mack  when  93 
years  of  age  came  near  being  drowned.  He  had  been  to 
the  steamboat  dock  in  his  small  row  boat,  and  when 
returning  to  his  home  in  some  way  made  a  misstep  and 
fell  overboard  near  the  channel  bank.  He  made  out  after 
several  desperate  attempts  to  cling  to  the  boat  and  got 
in  and  saved  himself  from  being  drowned.  He  was  the 
best  ship  builder  on  the  Connecticut  River,  having  built 

[62] 
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about  seventy  vessels,  some  for  coasting  and  some  for 
foreign  trade.  His  life  was  given  to  building  of  sailing 
crafts  of  different  descriptions.  Where  was  once  the  old 
shipyard,  trees  now  grow.  The  rising  generation  little 
dream  that  about  one  hundred  vessels  were  built  and 
launched  where  trees  and  shrubbeiy  now  grow  near  his 
residence,  known  as  Mack's  landing.  The  channel  from 
which  the  vessels  were  launched  was  once  of  great  depth, 
but  now  nothing  remains  to  show  that  this  channel  ex- 
isted, the  water  being  the  same  depth  now  as  its  surround- 
ings. 

At  the  age  of  ninety  Mr.  Mack  built  a  fine  naphtha 
launch  for  his  son  in  his  boat  shop. 

He  was  building  shii:)S  over  fifty  years,  doing  a  large 
business,  and  had  at  times  two  or  three  ships  building  at 
once. 

He  united  with  the  Methodist  Church  in  1827,  soon  after 
its  formation— was  a  trustee  over  sixty  years,  and  has 
been  a  liberal  supporter  of  the  same,  a  regular  attendant 
and  frequently  took  part  in  prayer  meetings.  He  was 
modest  in  demeanor,  plain  of  si^eech,  temperate  in  habits 
and  prompt  to  pay  his  debts.  His  wife,  with  whom  he 
lived  nearly  sixty-seven  years,  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  ever  loyal  to  its  doctrines.  Her 
death  was  the  first  that  occurred  in  the  family. 

His  90th  birthday  was  celebrated  at  the  home  of  his  son, 
Jerome,  and  the  following  poem,  written  by  Mrs.  Jerome 
Mack,  was  read  at  that  time : 

Father,  think  of  it,  it  is  ninety  years 

Since  first  your  eyes  opened  in  this  vale  of  tears 

In  the  town  of  Lyme,  where  many  smart  men 

Have  achieved  great  things  again  and  again. 

You  grew  up  manly  and  sturdy  and  strong 

And  your  days  have  been  both  prosperous  and  lono-. 
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You  seem  hale  and  hearty  to  us  all  now ; 
There  are  not  many  furrows  on  your  brow ; 
Time  does  not  deal  but  with  the  very  few 
As  it  has  dealt  and  wondrously  blessed  you. 

Sixty-seven  years  you  had  a  loving  bride, 
One  who  was  ever  faithful  by  your  side ;. 
Sunshine  or  trouble  she  was  ever  the  same,         ' 
Since  first  she  consented  to  bear  your  name. 

More  than  two  years  ago  God  called  her  home ; 
Since  then  you  have  faced  your  troubles  alone. 
Of  children  you  never  have  been  bereft. 
For  all  that  God  gave  you  you  now  have  left. 

For  a  while  longer  with  us  you  may  stay,— 
We  hope  you  '11  see  many  another  birthday. 
But  if  God  calls,  may  you  be  ready  to  go 
To  that  country  where  no  sorrow  they  know. 

The  time  has  come  to  bid  you  a  good  night. 
May  you  be  happy  and  your  eyes  keep  bright 
To  look  again  upon  those  whom  you  saw 
In  the  home  of  son  and  daughter-in-law.

His  two  (Mack)  wives  were  cousins,  and  both  born  in 
Brooklyn,  Pa.  He  removed  from  Essex,  Conn.,  about 
1830  to  Phelps,  N.  Y.,  a  carpenter  by  trade.  About  1872 
he  took  up  land  in  Kansas  and  laid  out  a  city  which  was 
called  Macksville.  lie  served  in  Civil  War  in  Co.  C,  148 
N.  Y.  Vol.  Infantry,  enlisting  Aug.  31,  1862,  serving  till 
close  of  war  and  was  at  the  surrender  of  Gen.  Lee,  April 
9,  1865.  He  was  mail  carrier  for  the  Regiment.  He  was 
the  first  postmaster  in  Macksville. 
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Copy  of  a  letter  written  by  George  Mack  while  in  the 
war: 

' '  Sunday,  Richmond,  May  14,  1865. 

I  will  give  you  now  a  little  sketch  of  my  travels  in  and 
around  the  capital  city  of  Richmond— the  fortifications 
and  lines  extended  out  from  seven  to  ten  miles  from  the 
city— here  were  our  Union  lines— on  these  lines  was 
many  a  hard  fought  battle  and  by  very  many  different 
G-enerals  in  command  from  Gen.  McClellan's  command  to 
the  closing  up  of  the  war  and  many  a  General  fell  on  these 
bloody  fields  of  strife ;  the  picture  of  these  scenes  cannot 
be  described  to  you ;  only  think  of  the  tho^isands  on  thou- 
sands of  lives  sacrificed  here  to  guard  this  God-cursed 
city— here  on  these  fields  is  one  common  burying  ground ; 
to  go  over  these  fields  and  think  of  them  and  the  sufferings 
and  privations  endured,  none  but  a  soldier  that  has  been 
there  can  tell  the  true  story.  Near  Chapin's  farm  and  the 
Dutch  Gap  was  the  headquarters  of  Gen.  Benjamin  F.  But- 
ler of  the  Army  of  the  James.  Our  lines  here  were  held 
by  the  24th  Army  Corps ;  those  too  feeble  to,  march  were 
left  here  to  guard  the  lines— this  was  called  the  Invalid 
Corps.  Those  that  were  able  to  march  had  to  go  with 
Sheridan  or  Gen.  Grant.  On  the  morning  of  April  2d  the 
lines  were  broken,  the  same  day  was  Richmond  evacuated 
and  our  Invalid  Corps  marched  into  the  city  of  Rich- , 
mond,  then  in  ruins. 

Today  May  15,  1865,  I  take  a  walk  over  the  city,  now  in 
ruins.  The  city  of  Richmond  is  located  at  the  head  of  the 
navigation  of  the  James  River— here  is  the  falls— the 
canal  from  here  to  Lynchburgh— here  at  the  falls  is  locat- 
ed the  factories  of  Manchester— on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river.  All  of  the  business  part  of  the  city  was  here,  here 
at  this  point  all  of  the  Railroad  bridges  spanned  the  river 
—all  of  this  part  of  the  city  was  fired  with  its  bridges,  rail- 
roads and  cars  on  the  2d  day  of  April,  1865,  it  being  Sun- 
day, the  same  day  that  Jefferson  Davis  left  the  church  and 
took  the  cars  to  parts  unknown.     The  city  was  left  to  its 
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own  destruction.  All  was  noise  and  confusion  and  dis- 
order, the  Confederate  soldiers  leaving  in  great  haste— it 
is  said  that  whiskey  ran  down  the  gutters  of  the  streets, 
drunkenness  and  disorder  prevailed  all  through  the  city. 
About  500  of  our  Invalid  Corps  marched  into  the  city 
of  Richmond,  Capital  of  the  Confederacy,  and  the  city  was 
turned  over  to  our  command.  On  Monday,  April  3d, 
the  City  of  Petersburgh  was  evacuated  and  turned  over 
in  like  manner— thus  you  see  there  was  great  things  ac- 
complished in  a  little  time,  the  Rebel  lines  were  well 
guarded  arovind  the  city.  Several  lines  of  forts  all  around 
the  city  for  near  ten  miles  and  some  of  them  are  very 
strongly  fortified.  There  are  three  rebel  prisons  in 
Richmond,  the  Libby  and  Castle  Thunder  and  Belle  Isle. 
These  all  tell  of  hard  sufferings  and  privations.  In  this 
God  cursed  city  are  thousands  of  our  poor  soldiers  buried 
that  died  of  starvation  and  robbed  of  all  the  poor  fellows 
had  when  they  were  imprisoned. 

^fay  16,  1865.— Our  boys  go  out  to  the  old  battle  ground 
of  Fair  Oaks,  about  seven  or  eight  miles  from  the  city  of 
Richmond.  This  was  the  old  battle  ground  that  McClel- 
lan  fought  on  first— the  second  battle  of  Fair  Oaks  was 
fought  in  the  Fall  of  1864  by  the  24th  Corps.  My  regi- 
ment was  in  the  last  and  lost  about  one-half  of  its  men  in 
killed  and  prisoners.  This  was  a  heavy  blow  to  the  148th 
N.  Y.  Vol.  Our  killed  and  wounded  were  not  at  that  time 
buried  as  they  had  no  time  given  them  by  the  Rebels — the 
dead  lay  where  the}'  fell  till  now.  Our  boys  today  have 
buried  what  there  was  left.  Capt.  Gage  of  Geneva,  N.  Y., 
was  killed  here. 

Richmond,  May  17,  '65.— Today  our  boys  go  out  to  visit 
another  old  battlefield  that  they  were  in  nearly  one  year 
ago— Cold  Harbor.  This  battle  was  the  3d  of  June,  1864. 
This  was  a  terrible  battle.  The  Rebels '  guns  stand  point- 
ing at  our  lines,  just  as  they  did  the  day  the  battle  was. 
These  were  siege  guns.  The  boys  give  a  weird  picture  of 
the  scene ;  bones  still  lying  on  the  ground  where  the  hogs 
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had  rooted  them  out.  Here  was  the  place  where  I  nar- 
rowly escaped  death.  One  of  our  company  boys  fell  dead 
at  my  side.  His  hlood  flew  on  me,  which  I  carried  for  a 
long  time.

"William  Birge  emigrated  from  Tompkins  Co.,  N.  Y., 
in  the  Summer  of  1837,  accompanied  by  his  brothers, 
Leander  and  Henry,  to  Whitewater,  Wisconsin,  then  a 
wilderness,  with  no  habitation  to  give  rest  or  welcome. 
They  were  the  first  settlers  who  located  within  the  city 
limits.  Impressed  with  the  remarkable  purity  and  trans- 
parency of  the  water  of  the  stream  which  flowed  through 
the  valley  and  the  snowy  whiteness  of  the  sand  which 
drifted  in  banks  on  the  smooth  rock  bottom,  he  gave  to 
the  stream  the  name  Whitewater,  which  it  now  bears,  and 
the  same  to  the  village,  which  srfbn  grew  on  its  banks.

In 
1860  was  a  member  of  State  Legislature,  but  he  was  more 
widely  known  as  a  teacher  and  Principal  of  Union  School, 
Phelps,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  school  many  testimonials  were 
sent  from  former  pupils,  the  purport  of  all  being  that  he 
was  much  loved— a  genial,  kind-hearted  man  and  faithful 
teacher.  He  believed  in  corporal  punisliment,  but  at  the 
same  time  winning  their  love. 

One  says:  "Professor  Peck,  that  dear  old  man— what 
pleasure  it  would  be  if  he  were  living,  to  take  him  by  the 
[63J 
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hand  and  thank  him  for  what  he  did  for  me— that  same 
hand  that  taught  me  to  mind  and  warmed  my  back  with 
switches  from  the  orchard  back  of  the  school  house." 

Another  says:  "Lewis  Peck  was  a  great  man — 'like 
some  tall  steeple  high  that  while  his  feet  were  on  the 
ground  his  hands  could  touch  the  sky'— great  in  intellect 
—to  be  able  to  stand  with  such  dignity  so  many  years  at 
the  head  of  so  flourishing  an  institution  as  the  Phelps 
Union  School.  Great  in  heart  also,  that  with  one  accord 
we  loved  him.  Modest  unto  bashfulness.  Abounding 
with  patience  and  good  nature,  ambitious  alike  for  all  his 
pupils.  His  frown  was  sufficient  punishment  for  any 
misdemeanor. ' ' 

Another  says :  ' '  Generous  hearted  man,  as  gentle  as  a 
tender  mother  with  the  little  ones,  but  on  occasion  stern 
and  strict  with  the  older  scholars." 

The  writer  has  endeavored  in  many  ways  to  obtain 
fuller  accounts  of  the  descendants  of  Elisha  Peck.  Have

The  following  has  been  furnished,  thinking  it  would  be 
interesting  to  many  of  the  readers : 

(Extract  from  Phelps  Citizen,  May  12,  1898.) 

In  December,  1856,  it  was  apparent  to  Principal  Lewis 
Peck  and  his  friends  that  he  would  be  compelled  to  aban- 
don  teaching  as  his  ])rofession  on  account  of  ill  health. 
The  anxiety  and  care  of  so  many  scholars  and  the  nervous 
strain  attending  it  was  undermining  his  unusually  vigor- 
ous constitution.  His  associate  teachers  and  scholars 
were  moved  by  a  common  imj^ulse  to  show  him  in  some 
way  their  love  and  appreciation  of  his  service  to  them  as 
a  teacher,  so  they  all  joined  in  purchasing  a  silver  tea  set 
and  presented  it  to  him  Dec.  31,  1856,  with  much  pleasure 
and  many  tears.  The  occasion  was  a  memorable  one  and 
was  the  theme  of  several  compositions  by  the  young  lady 
scholars  at  rhetorical  exercises  Friday  afternoons.     The 
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first  was  by  Sarali  Van  Devort  in  January,  1857,  which 
composition  was  lost  or  tlirown  away  years  ago,  but  in 
February  of  the  same  year,  just  about  the  time  that  Mr. 
Peck  quit  the  school,  Ada  Stephenson  wrote  and  read  the 
best  description  of  the  presentation  of  any,  and  it  was 
written  in  scriptural  phraseology,  the  fad  in  those  days, 
and  fortunately  enough  she  kept  her  original  manuscript 
among  the  many  movings  and  changes  of  life.  At  my  re- 
quest she  has  loaned  me  the  document  for  publication. 
The  original  composition  of  Mrs.  Campbell  was  longer 
than  it  here  appears,  but  at  the  suggestion  of  the  editor 
and  with  her  consent  it  has  been  abbreviated  somewhat, 
though  preserving  the  main  points  as  she  wrote  it  41 
years  ago. 

The  tea  set  in  cpiestion  is  now  in  good  preservation 
and  reverently  kept  by  Lewis  Peck's  eldest  daughter, 
Cora  J.  (the  daughter  who  so  resembles  her  father)  now 
Mrs.  Charles  Cheney,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  77  Bellflower 
Avenue. 

RECORDS  OF  THE  PAST. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-six  on  the  14th  day  of  the  12th  month 
even  the  month  of  December,  during  the  reign  of  Lewis, 
surnamed  Peck,  that  the  occupants  of  a  certain  building 
(the  Phelps  Union  School  House),  elevated  on  a  hill, 
were  aroused  from  their  profound  reverie  by  the  fire  of 
gratitude  that  burned  so  brightly  in  the  bosom  of  Eliza 
(Miss  Eliza  Clark,  preceptress),  the  high  priestess,  as 
she  said:  "Long  and  ardently  has  this  great  and  good 
Lewis  of  the  tribe  of  Elisha,  labored  in  the  vineyard  of 
our  patrons,  and  served  at  the  fountain  of  knowledge,  and 
now  since  we,  the  instructors  and  instructed,  who  rule 
and  are  ruled  beneath  his  counsel,  do  acknowledge  by 
words  our  gratitude  to  him,  the  said  Lewis,  let  us,  there- 
fore, as  a  testimonial  of  our  thankfulness,  perform  a  val- 
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iant  deed,  such  as  shall  be  recorded  in  our  weekly  annals 
and  shall  long  dwell  on  the  tongue  of  men. ' ' 

Scarcely  had  her  speaking  ceased  ere  they  reverber- 
ated to  the  remotest  corners  of  the  vast  building  and 
found  approval  with  the  sons  and  daughters  who  were 
there  seeking  wisdom  and  knowledge.  And  it  came  to 
pass  on  the  17th  day  of  the  same  month  that  certain 
daughters  of  the  land  were  chosen  (Mary  Lawrence,  Em- 
ily Frazer  and  Olive  Brayton)  to  go  forth  and  gather 
mites  from  those  within  the  walls  who  daily  sought  in- 
struction. 

The  inclemency  of  the  weather  without  and  the  press- 
ing crowd  within,  were  obstacles  easily  surmounted  by  the 
brave  daughters,  for  with  hurried  footsteps  they  sought 
the  crowded  retreats  of  the  building  and  from  thence  to 
the  homes  of  the  instructed. 

And  it  came  to  pass  as  the  noontide  hour  had  waned 
that  tlio  chief  niler  of  the  Synagogue  (Principal  Lewis 
Peck)  returned,  as  was  his  wont  to  do,  from  his  noonday 
refreshments,  his  keen  discernment  soon  detected  no 
ordinary  scene,  but  his  inquiries  were  in  vain,  since  it  had 
been  said,  that  to  him  should  not  be  expounded  the  mys- 
teries of  the  occasion. 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days  the  appointed 
daughters  had  gathered  a  goodly  number  of  mites  and 
shekels,  but  little  had  been  done  as  to  what  the  token  or 
memento  should  be,  so  on  the  30th  day  of  the  same  month 
the  chief  pharisees  of  the  Sj'nagogue  called  an  assembly 
of  consideration,  for  the  spirit  of  difference  of  opinion 
had  appeared  in  their  midst.  And  the  chief  scribe 
(Hiram  Odell,  teacher  in  penmanship  and  bookkeeping) 
arose  and  said :  ' '  Shall  we  not,  since  one  so  truly  worthy 
—  one  who  has  never  ])resented  to  us  anything  save  the 
])urest  of  gifts— nothing  that  would  tarnish  or  grow  im- 
paired—since it  is  such  an  one  we  would  honor— shall  we 
not  present  as  a  type  of  our  affection,  something  that  will 
endure  the  shock  of  ages,  may  be  held  in  reverential  af- 
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fection  by  succeeding  generations— may  bear  the  most 
exquisite  inspection  and  grow  brighter  beneath  the  sur- 
vey?" 

And  it  came  to  pass  as  the  emotions  caused  by  these 
truthful  sayings  had  subsided  that  the  high  priestess  of 
the  assembly  (Miss  Eliza  Clark,  preceptress)  arose,  say- 
ing :  ' '  We  are  all  aware  that  the  instructions  of  our  ben- 
efactor have  been  unmixed  with  dross,  therefore  it  would 
be  vain  to  attempt  a  recompense,  since  we  can  bestow 
nothing  as  unsullied  as  the  education  we  have  received. 
Let  us  make  a  lasting  and  worthy  tribute  of  our  respect 
to  him." 

And  the  thought  then  prevailed  with  one  accord 
throughout  the  assembly  that  our  memento  must  have 
worth  of  substance,  which  should  be  fashioned  in  purity 
and  simplicity  of  design. 

Then  arose  one  of  the  daughters,  Sarah  (Sarah  Van 
Devort),  fair  and  persuasive  of  speech,  saying:  "Let 
us  appoint  the  various  actors  on  the  stage  of  presentation, 
and  others  who  shall  direct  the  interests  of  the  occasion. ' ' 
So  it  was. 

A  young  man  from  the  South  (Sanford  Sears)  even 
from  the  River  Euphrates,  tarried  in  their  midst,  and 
they  also  chose  Esther  (Esther  Cline)  of  the  tribe  of  Con- 
rad to  send  with  this  youth  on  a  message  to  the  chief  ruler, 
even  a  message  desiring  his  i^resence  at  the  appointed 
hour.  Then  also  was  chosen  a  youth  and  a  maiden 
(Cuyler  Pritchard  and  Mary  Lawrence),  who  should  be 
bearers  of  our  token  of  regard.  Moreover,  the  multi- 
tude said:  "Let  us  choose  another  to  speak  in  our  be- 
half, even  John  (John  S.  Coe),  who  tarries  with  us,  for 
to  him  is  given  power  to  express  our  sentiments  and  to 
him  is  revealed  the  ordinance  of  like  occasions."  Then 
he  was  chosen  with  one  unanimous  voice.  So  ended  this 
day. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow  (December  31, 1856) 
when  the  noontide  hour  was  waning,  that  the  sound  of 
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many  voices  without  discord  proceeded  from  the  more 
lofty  part  of  the  Synagogue,  where  the  sons  and  daugh- 
ters had  assembled,  and  the  messengers  elect  (Sanford 
Sears  and  Esther  Cline)  departed  to  the  mid-day  refresh- 
ing place  of  the  chief  ruler  (Principal  Lewis  Peck),  from 
whence  they  conducted  him  to  the  desired  haven  (the 
middle  east  room  in  the  school  house),  followed  at  once 
by  the  whole  assembly.  Then  came  in  the  youth  and 
maiden  (Cuyler  Pritchard  and  Mary  Lawrence)  bearing 
the  token  of  esteem  (  a  silver  tea  set  of  nine  pieces  on  a 
tray).  Also,  John  (John  S.  Coe),  the  youth  of  prom- 
ise, appeared  at  his  appointed  station  and  manfully  spoke 
the  part  assigned  him. 

And  it  came  to  pass  when  the  eliief  ruler  beheld  the 
shining  display  of  silverware,  and  heard  the  words  of  his 
considerate  pupil,  that  the  well  springs  of  life  rose  high 
and  he  restrained  for  a  moment  the  flood  of  emotions  that 
Avere  gushing  from  his  heart,  then  spoke  with  many  beau- 
tiful sayings  in  his  soul  clothed  with  language— not  like 
that  of  Shakespeare  or  Milton— but  such  as  adorn  the 
deepest  tide  of  human  affections.  A  deep  stillness  and 
many  tears  came  as  he  ended  his  sayings.  Then  one 
arose  and  followed  by  a  second  and  a  third  until  the 
places  they  had  all  occupied  were  left  vacant,  but  there 
was  a  mighty  gathering  al)out  the  place  of  the  sitting  of 
the  chief  ruler  that  they  might  each  behold  with  their  own 
eyes  their  silver  gift  of  respect.

And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  they  had  tarried  there  a 
time  and  had  heard  the  words  of  Sarah  they  were  ready 
and  willing  to  return. 

But  Lewis  and  Sarah  had  been  forewarned  by  many 
marvelous  whisperings  of  their  coming  and  her  sense  of 
transgression  would  not  allow  them  to  pass  by  unheard. 
Therefore,  when  she  saw  the  array  and  number  of  scribes 
and  pharisees,  together  with  the  testimony  of  their  re- 
spect, she  said  in  her  heart,  "Sure  this  event  must  be 
commemorated  with  feasting  and  mirth. ' ' 

It  was  nigh  unto  the  close  of  the  first  watch  that  the 
music  of  many  sleigh  bells  and  the  clatter  of  many  oyster 
cans  chimed  with  the  chorus  of  a  multitude  of  happy 
hearts  as  they  glided  away  from  the  peaceful  habitation  of 
the  great  and  good  Lewis.

The  following  furnished  by  a  relative:  "Caroline  Ot- 
tley, while  attending  school  in  Canandaigua,  met  Harvey 
Stone;  they  fell  in  love  and  her  school  friends  used  to 
tease  her,  saying:  'Caroline  Ottley  going  up  the  hill  of 
science  met  a  stone  and  stumbled.' 

"In  1838  the  fashion  was  to  wear  innumerable  petti- 
coats, and  she  wore  nine  on  her  wedding  day.  Wedding 
bonnets  were  immense,  and  hers  is  still  in  existence.  The 
writer  once  borrowed  it  in  1875  for  an  old  folks'  concert 
and  received  this  reply  in  answer  to  the  request  for  it: 

'  I  willingly  comply  with request.    You 

will  hardly  recognize  the  old  bonnet  stripped  of  all  its 
former  splendor ;  its  wreaths,  flowers,  bows  and  numer- 
osity  of  trimmings  and  fixings  having  been  worn  (for 
amusement)  by  children,  grand  children,  nieces,  nephews, 
sisters,  brothers  and  many  whom  I  never  saw,  while  it  was 
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at  Canandaigua,  during  the  war  to  grace  the  heads  of 
singers  at  the  Old  Folks'  Concerts.  For  the  past  year  two 
little  granddaughters  have  looked  it  over  in  hopes  to  find 
something  to  adorn  their  dolls,  and  commenced  ripping  off 
the  binding.  Poor  old  bonnet!  two  weeks  ago  it  was 
hustled  out  in  the  storm  to  save  it  from  the  devouring 
flames,  to-day  it  is  off  on  another  trip.  Success  to  the  old 
bonnet.  Straighten  the  wires  and  smooth  the  ribbons. 
Make  its  appearance  as  respectable  as  possible.  It  has 
been  obliged  to  shrink  up  and  adapt  itself  to  small  band- 
boxes—those used  at  the  time  this  bonnet  was  made  were 
large  and  roomy.  You  will  think  I  have  much  to  say 
about  the  old  bonnet;  but  some  way  it  reminds  me  of  by- 
gone days,  and  when  I  look  at  the  dilapidated  condition 
I  am  inclined  to  compare  it  with  the  first  wearer  today! 
Time  does  its  work  slowly  but  surely. ' '

For  many  years  he  was  a  successful  teacher.  In  1857 
he  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Oaks  Corners, 
N.  Y.  In  1861  elected  S.  S.  Superintendent ;  in  1862  was 
made  a  Ruling  Elder,  holding  both  offices  until  his  death; 
also  a  leader  of  the  choir  for  thirty  years.  He  taught 
vocal  music  successfully  and  the  last  winter  of  his  life 
conducted  a  large  class  in  his  own  neighborhood.  For 
literature  he  developed  a  broad,  elevated  taste,  his  favor- 
ite authors  being  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Dante,  Burns,  Irv- 
ing and  Goldsmith.  Burns'  poems  he  read  aloud  every 
winter  to  his  family,  who  were  drawn  into  his  own  enjoy- 
ment of  standard  literature.  He  was  a  lover  of  music  and 
of  nature.  A  starlit  sky,  a  sunrise,  the  October  tints, 
touched  his  heart,  while  the  hundreds  of  trees  planted  by 
his  hand  held  almost  a  human  interest  for  him.  He 
taught  his  children  to  observe  these  beauties  and  to  revere 
the  Hand  behind  the  universe. 

He  was  a  good  debater,  rising  at  times  to  the  confines 
of  oratory,  his  voice  ever  giving  the  true  ring  for  righte- 
ousness and  patriotism.     He  was  of  fine  presence,  tall 
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with  black  hair,  grey  eyes,  handsome  features,  a  voice 
magnetic  and  controlling.  He  was  son  of  Elizabeth 
Bainbridge  and  Col.  George  Van  Auken  of  Phelps,  N.  Y.

Could  the  life  history  of  Captain  Noah  E.  Mack  be  writ- 
ten up,  it  would  contain  more  interesting  reading  than 
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much  of  the  "trash"  now  printed  and  read  to-day.  He 
had  spent  the  larger  portion  'of  his  life  on  the  waters,  not 
only  as  a  coasting  Captain,  but  on  the  ocean ;  he  had  vis- 
ited many  foriegn  ports,  and  his  adventures  were  numer- 
ous ;  he  was  a  true  t\^je  of  the  daring  Yankee  skipper  and 
had  had  so  many  hairbreadth  escapes  from  a  watery 
grave  that  it  was  a  common  saying  that  Captain  Noah 
was  not  born  to  be  drowned. 

After  the  death  of  his  father  the  family  were  all  pros- 
trated with  chills  and  fever,  and  it  seemed  impossible  to 
remain  in  their  new  home,  but  without  money  and  far 
from  friends  the  future  looked  dark  indeed.  They  at 
last  resolved  to  start  for  the  East,  but  the  question  was 
how  could  it  be  done  f  Noah  undertook  the  task  of  bring- 
ing them  back  to  Conn.  He  purchased  a  boat  24  ft.  long, 
8  ft.  wide,  enlarged  it,  packed  it  with  all  the  household 
"belongings"  that  was  possible,  made  the  family  as  com- 
fortable as  they  could  be  under  the  circumstances  and  set 
sail  with  his  precious  freight — a  widowed  mother,  two 
small  brothers  and  six  sisters.  He  sailed  Sept.  28,  1840, 
through  Lake  Erie  for  Buffalo.  The  passage  was  rough 
and  boisterous,  and  when  they  reached  that  city  it  was 
flooded  and  all  the  bridges  in  the  canal  had  been  carried 
away,  which  caused  a  delay  of  a  week.  The  Superintend- 
ent gave  him  a  free  pass  through  the  canal  to  Albany,  and 
they  continued  on  their  course  until  the  weather  became 
so  cold  and  stormy  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  differ- 
ent arrangements.  The  boat  was  stopped  at  Lockport, 
hauled  out  and  the  mother  and  children  taken  to  Phelps, 
N.  Y.,  to  remain  with  an  uncle,  while  the  "Boy  Captain" 
went  to  Essex,  Conn.,  and  secured  work  for  the  winter 
in  the  ship  yard.  He  returned  in  the  Spring  to  Phelps, 
N.  Y.,  and  after  repairing  the  craft  again  set  sail  for 
Conn.  The  passage  was  slow  and  tedious;  there  was 
much  curiosity  along  the  banks  of  the  canal  on  the  part 

[65] 
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of  the  people  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the  young  Captain  and 
his  passengers,  his  coming  having  been  heralded  before 
him.  At  last  the  North  River  was  reached  and  down  the 
Hudson  they  sailed,  passing  New  York  City,  entered 
Long  Island  Sound,  and  when  off  Faulkner  Island  a 
heavy  squall  struck  the  little  craft  and  nearly  capsized  it 
and  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  craft  was 
kept  afloat ;  the  eldest  sister,  who  assisted  him  in  handling 
the  boat,  was  kept  busy  bailing  out  the  incoming  water. 
At  last  they  reached  Saybrook,  waited  for  the  flood  tide 
and  the  same  night  arrived  as  Essex,  all  safe  and  well. 

At  a  family  gathering  held  at  Noah  E.  Mack's  resi- 
dence Nov.  24,  1870,  thirty  years  after  the  memorable 
trip,  two  of  the  brothers  and  five  sisters  with  their  fami- 
lies, also  a  number  of  relatives  and  friends,  were  present. 
Rev.  Mr.  Goodsell,  then  pastor  of  the  Essex  M.  E.  Church, 
was  there  and  delivered  an  address  on  the  voyage.  At 
the  same  time  a  niece  of  the  Captain,  Miss  Kate  Matthews 
of  Merideu,  presented  to  Noah  E.  Mack  a  beautiful  loving 
cup,  the  workmanship  of  her  father.  On  the  cup  is  en- 
graved the  picture  of  a  small  vessel  lowering  its  sails  in 
Middle  Cove,  Essex,  with  a  view  of  David  Mack's  ship 
yard  and  the  surrounding  houses.  She  recited  the  fol- 
lowing verses  (composed  by  her  teacher,  J.  T.  Pettee  of 
Meriden,  Conn.). 

' '  Beloved  Uncle,  oft  the  tender  tear 
These  eyes  have  moistened  as  I  've  sat  to  hear 
From  lii)s  maternal  the  heroic  deed. 
Which  you,  a  stripling,  gloriously  achieved. 
How  with  strong  arms  on  Erie's  troubled  wave, 
When  death  had  laid  a  father  in  the  grave. 
You  launched  the  trembling  bark  which  bore 
liis  stricken  household  to  their  native  shore. 
How  through  the  locks  of  Erie 's  great  canal, 
Down  through  the  Hudson  to  the  ocean 's  swell, 
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You  brought  the  venturous  bark,  nor  idly  stayed 
Till  Saybrook's  light  and  Lyme's  low  coast  you  made, 
Landed  your  precious  freight  on  Essex's  shore. 
From  home  and  kindred  to  depart  no  more. 

This  having  heard,  I  now  before  you  stand 

To  give  this  cup,  wrought  by  my  father's  hand; 

And  were  it  diamond,  set  in  purest  gold. 

An  act  so  filial,  beautiful  and  bold, 

Would  well  deserve  it ;  but  the  hand  that  wrought 

Must  give  it  value,  else  its  value  naught. 

Accept  it  then  and  with  it  our  warm  prayers

Wlien  he  was  about  thirteen  years  of  age  he  went  to> 
New  London,  Conn.,  to  learn  the  boat  builders'  trade,  and 
at  that  time  they  were  building  some  fifty  or  sixty  whale 
boats.  Captain  Jeremiah  Potts,  for  whom  they  were 
building  some  of  the  boats,  asked  him  to  join  him  on  a 
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whaling  voyage.  He  says:  "The  suggestion  was  very 
pleasing  to  me  and  I  accepted  the  offer.  I  had  no  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  a  hondsman  to  ship,  as  I  was  a  mere 
boy  at  that  time.  I  shipped  as  a  calling  boy  for  the  voy- 
age, and  after  getting  my  outfit  I  went  on  board  of  the 
ship  Chelsea  of  New  London,  Conn.,  bound  for  northwest 
coast  of  Russia.  We  left  New  London  May  15,  1842. 
My  brother  Noah  came  from  Essex  and  tried  to  persuade 
me  to  go  home  with  him— that  a  whaling  voyage  was  long 
and  tedious ;  but  no,  I  had  shipped  for  the  voyage  and 
should  fulfill  the  contract. 

Wishing  me  success  he  bade  me  good-bye  and  left  for 
home.  Little  did  I  think  of  the  hardships  I  must  undergo 
or  know  of  the  terrible  disaster  that  lay  before  me  before 
returning  to  my  native  land  again.  If  I  had  taken  his 
advice  I  might  have  averted  the  terrible  disaster  that  lay 
before  me.  We  had  not  been  out  but  a  short  time  before 
I  became  terribly  seasick.  I  remained  so  until  we 
reached  the  Western  Islands.  Time  of  making  the  pas- 
sage, eighteen  days.  During  that  time  I  could  not  eat 
food  of  any  kind.  At  the  end  of  that  time  we  entered  the 
port  of  Fayal  and  my  seasickness  left  me  quite  weak,  with 
a  remarkable  appetite.  After  getting  supplies,  potatoes, 
onions,  &c.,  we  set  sail  for  Cape  Horn,  making  a  short 
stop  at  the  Cape  Verde  Islands,  where  we  obtained  the 
largest  oranges  that  I  ever  saw,  for  twenty-five  cents^for 
one  hundred.  As  we  neared  the  Equator  we  had  light 
variable  winds,  and  it  was  over  two  and  a  half  months  be- 
fore we  reached  Cape  Horn. 

We  had  a  quick  passage  around  the  Cape,  doubling  it 
within  about  two  miles  of  shore.  We  shaped  our  course 
next  for  the  Sandwich  Islands,  arriving  at  Oahu  in  about 
four  months.  After  staying  here  a  short  time  we 
weighed  anchor  for  Honolulu  for  a  few  days.  Nothing 
of  especial  interest  occurred  on  the  voyage  up  to  this 
time.     After  getting  supplies  and  water  on  board  we  set 
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sail  for  the  whale  grounds,  arriving  there  in  six  weeks. 
Took  our  first  whale  Dec.  10,  1842.  There  were  1,500  sail 
of  whale  ships  on  the  ground  at  this  time.  During  the 
season  we  took  1,800  barrels  of  oil,  and,  the  season  ended, 
we  left  for  Honolulu;  from  thence  we  sailed  for  New 
Zealand,  our  object  being  to  get  a  few  sperm  whales.  Af- 
ter recruiting  in  the  port  of  Auckland  we  again  set  sail 
for  the  Sandwich  Islands,  intending  to  take  in  another 
season  on  the  whale  grounds ;  but,  alas !  we  were  destined 
for  a  terrible  disaster. 

On  the  fifth  day  after  leaving  Auckland,  at  ten  p.  m. 
with  the  wind  blowing  a  gale  we  went  on  to  the  Chatham 
Island,  distant  from  New  Zealand  500  miles ;  here  a  scene 
occurred  that  beggars  description— a  beautiful  ship  total- 
ly lost  and  all  caused  by  Riim,  the  accursed  stuff.  All 
was  confusion  on  board  after  the  ship  went  ashore;  the 
sea  was  ver)"  heavy  and  the  heavy  waves  lifted  the  ship 
on  its  crest.  As  she  settled  down  to  the  bottom  the  bould- 
ers crashed  through  her  bottom  and  she  soon  sunk.  We 
used  every  effort  to  keep  her  from  going  to  pieces  before 
morning,  so  we  cut  away  her  spars  and  also  cut  away  the 
weather  lanyards,  and  with  the  sails  all  went  overboard, 
the  weather  side  of  the  ship  being  out  of  water— the  deck 
about  four  feet.  When  the  spars  went  by  the  board  in 
falling  we  lost  all  of  our  small  boats.  The  shore  was 
only  a  few  rods  distant,  but  how  were  we  to  get  on  shore  1 
With  a  boisterous  sea  a-running  and  no  boats  to  gain  the 
shore,  our  situation  looked  dark  indeed.  Daylight  arrived 
at  last  and  to  our  great  horror  we  saw  some  three  or  four 
hundred  Cannibals  waiting  to  receive  us.  Just  imagine 
our  situation,  knowing  that  only  eleven  months  previous 
they  had  massacred  a  French  ship's  crew.  What  our 
fate  was  to  be,  remained  to  be  seen.  One  of  the  crew  pro- 
posed to  swim  to  shore  with  a  small  line,  binding  a  large 
hawser  to  same,  and  making  it  fast  to  a  tree,  and  drawing 
it  taut  by  the  windlass,  go  on  shore  in  this  way.     But 
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alas !  the  brave  Edmund  Thomas  of  Groton,  Conn.,  was 
drowned  in  the  attempt  to  save  others.  At  last  we  took 
spare  spars  some  sixty  feet  long  and  lashed  three  pipes 
holding  about  four  barrels  apiece,  one  being  lashed  at 
each  end  and  one  in  the  middle.  It  made  a  formidable 
conveyance  to  get  on  shore.  We  launched  the  raft  over 
the  bows  of  the  ship,  having  a  long  coil  of  rope  on  the 
raft,  and  taking  a  turn  over  the  windlass  we  slacked  our- 
selves to  the  shore.  Half  of  the  crew  made  the  first  trip 
to  the  shore  in  safety.  The  raft  was  hauled  back  to  the 
ship  and  the  remainder  of  the  crew  were  safely  landed. 
The  ship's  crew  numbered  thirty-two  all  told.  Now  for 
our  reception  with  the  natives.  It  so  happened  that  we 
had  on  board  a  man  whom  we  had  shipped  at  New  Zea- 
land, who  was  familiar  with  the  native  language,  and 
through  his  efforts  we  were  used  very  kindly  and  were 
induced  to  accompany  them  across  the  island  and  pro- 
vided with  one  of  the  Chief's  huts  as  a  home— a  good 
and  comfortable  place.  We  saved  nothing  from  the  ship 
to  subsist  on,  and  in  three  days  the  ship  was  broken  up 
and  gone  to  pieces,  and  all  that  was  saved  were  the  light 
sails,  of  which  we  made  some  clothing.  There  were  on 
this  island  plenty  of  potatoes  and  wild  pigs.  Fish  were 
plenty.  Oranges  and  other  tropical  fruits  do  not  grow 
there.  Although  the  climate  is  warm  except  in  the  rainy 
season,  there  is  never  any  frost.  There  are  five  Chiefs 
on  this  island,  all  of  which  have  not  been  civilized.  These 
natives  were  formerly  from  New  Zealand.  They  cap- 
tured a  ship  and  not  knowing  how  to  manage  her  were 
cast  away  on  this  island.  Rome  sixty  years  ago  they  en- 
closed  their  villages  and  called  them  Pars.  They  did  not 
like  the  white  men  to  eat  because  they  were  too  salt. 
They  never  used  salt  while  we  were  there.  They  had  a 
feast.  They  selected  the  oldest  son  out  of  a  family, 
bound  him  to  a  tree  and  filled  his  body  full  of  arrows. 
After  this  ceremony  they  ate  him  up.  The  savages  re- 
peat this  every  full  moon. 
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After  remaining  here  for  several  weeks  we  were  res- 
cued by  a  small  trading  schooner,  belonging  in  New  Zea- 
land.    Arriving  there  we  reported  to  the  American  Con- 
sul.    As  there  was  war  between  the  natives  and  England 
we  were  sent  to  Sidney,  Australia.     Arriving  there,  we 
were  in  charge  of  the  Consul  at  that  place,  and  he  did  not 
send  us  back  to  our  native  land  as  he  ought  to  have  done, 
but  we  were  compelled  to  ship  for  ourselves.     I  for  one 
shipped  on  the  bark  Eleanor,  belonging  in  Sydney  (Cap- 
tain Johnson's).     We  sailed  from  this  port  bound  for 
Lord  Howe 's  Bay  for  a  cargo  of  wild  bullocks  to  be  trans- 
ported to  Tasmania  via  Hobart  Town.    On  returning  for 
another  load  of  Ijullocks  it  so  happened  that  a  brig  belong- 
ing to  Hobart  Town  came  into  the  bay  and  while  talking 
with  the  mate  on  shore  he  said  that  they  were  short- 
handed  and  induced  myself  and  chum  to  leave  the  ship 
and  join  the  brig.     Of  course  we  had  to  run  away  from 
the  bark.     Arrangements  were  made  and  the  mate  of  the 
brig,  Mr.  Folley  liy  name,  at  12  o'clock  at  night  came 
under  the  bows  of  the  bark  and  we  were  soon  in  the  boat 
and  safely  put  on  board  the  brig  "Flying  Dutchman." 
My  object  in  shipping  on  board  this  brig  was  to  get  to 
Hobart  Town,  as  many  of  our  whale  ships  called  at  this 
port  before  sailing  for  the  Northwest  or  whale  grounds. 
In  order  to  get  home  this  was  my  only  resource  after  ar- 
riving at  Hobart  Town,  and  there  were  three  American 
wliale  ships  Ij'ing  in  port,  and  one  of  them,  the  Canton 
of  New  Bedford,  was  short  ten  men,  so  I  shipped  in  this 
for  the  voyage.     We  sailed  for  the  Sandwich  Islands, 
arriving  in  Honolulu  in  about  two  months ;  thence  to  the 
Whale  Grounds,  arriving  at  the  commencement  of  the 
season.     We  filled  this  ship  the  first  season  with  2,100 
barrels  of  oil,  starting  for  home,  stopping  at  the  Sand- 
wich Islands  to  recruit.     The  distance  from  here  around 
Cape  Horn  is  a  voyage  of  six  months'  sail.    We  were  now 
homeward  bound.     We  had  a  pleasant  passage  to  the 
Horn.     After  doubling  the  Cape  we  were  two  months  into 
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New  Bedford.  I  was  gone  from  home  five  years.  After 
this  I  went  on  one  voyage  to  South  America ;  then  for  sev- 
eral years  commanded  a  coasting  vessel,  and  after  leaving 
the  water  settled  in  Middlefield,  Conn."

Edward  E.  Howe  at  an  early  age  indicated  talent  in 
writing  a  book  on  Vegetarianism  entitled  ' '  The  Vegetarian 
Cook  Book"  which  he,  with  the  able  assistance  of  his  tal- 
ented mother,  completed  in  New  York  in  1887.  It  was  a 
valuable  compilation  of  facts,  arguments  and  recipes,  and 
was  well  and  neatly  printed  and  bound.  Possessing  a 
small  hand-press  and  font  of  type,  and  printing  two  pages 
at  a  time,  Mr.  Howe,  in  the  leisure  hours  of  two  years, 
wrote,  printed  and  bound  readj^  for  sale  550  copies  of  this 
admirable  little  book.  The  first  portion  of  the  book  com- 
prised the  arguments  for  Vegetarianism  in  its  relation 
to  health,  temperance,  economy,  ethics,  the  Scriptures  and 
a  comprehensive  plan  of  the  Vegetarian  system  of  living, 
while  the  last  portion  was  devoted  to  useful  recipes  in 
which  his  mother's  help  was  especially  valuable. 

Mr.  Howe  now  says  he  has  been  a  strict  Vegetarian  for 
over  twenty  years,  having  abstained  from  fish,  flesh  and 
fowl  during  that  period.

Being  of  a  nervous  temperament,  he  says  he  found  the 
bland  non-stimulating  diet  a  great  blessing ;  that  he  always 
feels  strong  and  well  and  never  has  the  slightest  craving 
for  animal  food.  In  endurance,  as  evidenced  in  long  bicy- 
cle runs,  he  is  a  match  for  any  one,  modestly  excepting 
professionals  who  train  especially  for  the  wheel.  He  does 
not  drink  intoxicating  liquors  nor  use  tobacco  in  any  form. 

His  platform,  he  says,  is :  "  There  is  nothing  of  value 
to  be  found  in  flesh-food  which  cannot  be  found  in  the  veg- 
etable kingdom."  He  has  challenged  several  doctors  to 
refute  his  declaration,  but  not  one  has  he  yet  found  able  to 
do  so. 

His  wife  has  been  a  Vegetarian  about  ten  years.  Their 
four  children,  the  oldest  seven  years  of  age,  are  vigorous 
and  healthy  and  their  family  physician  says  they  are 
healthier  than  the  children  of  a  majority  of  his  patients 
and  he  directs  attention  to  them  as  examples  when  occa- 
sion permits. 

Mr.  Howe  believes  in  whole-wheat  bread  and  nut  foods 
which  supply  the  nitrogenous  elements  usually  attributed 
to  meat.  Fruits  in  some  form  are  served  at  nearly  every 
meal.  They  all  express  themselves  delighted  with  this 
pure  and  bloodless  diet  and  heartily  recommend  it  to 
every  one  and  especially  as  the  food  for  the  rising  genera- 
tion. 

But  it  is  as  an  organist  that  Mr.  Howe  has  scored  his 
greatest  success.  In  this  capacity  he  serves  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hazelton,  Pa.  His  musical  tal- 
ent is  inherited  from  his  father,  Mr.  Edward  Howe,  organ- 
'st  and  composer,  from  whom  he  received  a  most  thorough 
musical  education.  From  the  world  renowned  English 
organist,  George  W.  Morgan,  Mr.  Howe  received  valuable 
private  instruction  in  playing.  He  was  brought  up  in  a  ' 
musical  and  artistic  atmosphere,  being  surrounded  by  a 
musical  family,  and  has  been  engaged  in  musical  enter- 
prises from  childhood  up.  Possessing  an  especial  tal- 
ent for  the  organ,  he  plays  with  that  orchestral  coloring 
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wrhich  only  a  few  organists  attain  and  upon  which  perman- 
ently depends  a  successful  public  career. 

He  has  before  him,  to  all  appearances,  a  long  and  bril- 
liant career.

Rodney  Strong  Dennis,  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rodney  Dennis  of  this  city,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York 
last  evening  of  pneumonia,  with  which  he  was  stricken  on 
Wednesday  last.  He  seemed  toi  resist  the  disease  until 
yesterday  morning,  when  he  suffered  a  sinking  turn,  from 
which  he  failed  to  recover.  His  relatives  in  this  city  were 
notified  of  his  condition  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Ralph  W. 
Cutler,  and  Mr.  Cutler,  went  to  New  York  on  the  6:03 
train  last  evening.  Miss  Bertha  Dennis,  another  sister, 
arrived  in  New  York  Saturday  from  a  winter's  trip  which 
she  had  made  to  the  West  Indies. 

Rodney  Strong  Dennis  was  born  in  this  city  and  was 
about  thirty-six  years  of  age.  His  youth  was  passed  here 
and  he  was  educated  at  the  South  School  and  at  the  High 
School,  graduating  there  in  the  class  of  1886.  After  leav- 
ing school  he  was  for  a  time  a  clerk  in  the  Hartford  Trust 
Company,  and  from  there  he  went  to  Memphis,  Tenn., 
where  he  was  employed  in  a  banking  house.  About  twelve 
years  ago  he  went  to  New  York  and  established  himself 
in  business  as  a  general  accountant.  He  was  especially 
skilled  in  financial  and  mercantile  accounts  and  his  ser- 
vices in  this  line  of  business  were  greatly  sought  after. 

Soon  afterwards  he  entered  the  firm  of  Patterson, 
Steele  &  Dennis,  a  connection  which  he  maintained  until 
his  death.  The  firm  is  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  Its  principal  office  is  in  Broad  Street,  New 
York,  and  it  has  branches  in  Boston  and  Baltimore.  Its 
specialty  is  the  examination  of  accounts,  with  especial 
attention  to  banks,  trust  companies  and  railways. 

When  William  L.  Strong  was  elected  Mayor  of  New 
York  in  1895,  he  appointed  Mr.  Dennis  Commissioner  of 
Accounts  and  the  latter 's  special  knowledge  of  the  work 
which  the  position  called  for  was  of  the  highest  value  to 
the  reform  administration.  He  was  a  nephew  of  Mayor 
Strong's  and  his  middle  name  was  given  him  because  of 
this  relationship. 
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Mr.  Dennis  leaves  a  wife,  who  was  Miss  Cecile  Millais 
of  this  city,  and  two  children,  a  daughter  and  a  son.  He 
also  leaves  three  sisters,  Mrs.  Ralph  W.  Cutler  and  Miss 
Bertha  Dennis  of  this  city  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Dennis 
Little  of  New  York.

Mrs.  Sterling's  father  was  of  Scotch  descent  and  a 
great-grandson  of  Roger  Wolcott,  an  early  Governor  of 
Connecticut ;  her  mother  was  a  descendant  of  George  Pox, 
founder  of  Quakerism,  and  she  cherished  a  modest  pride 
and  life-long  interest  in  her  ancestry. 

From  her  parents  she  inherited  a  deeply  religious 
nature  (a  letter  written  to  her  grandmother  when  she  was 
17,  at  the  time  of  her  conversion,  is  still  preserved)  and 
while  her  physical  strength  would  not  permit  of  regular 
church  attendance,  her  whole  life  was  one  great  prayer 
to  the  God  in  whom  she  had  so  sincere  a  belief. 
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Her  attitude  toward  all  things  good  and  clean  and 
wholesome,  was  one  of  reverence.  Her  mind  was  con- 
stantly employed  in  thoughts  for  the  comfort  and  happi- 
ness of  others;  her  tired  hands  were  always  endeavor- 
ing to  brighten  the  life  of  some  one  of  those  she  loved ;  her 
soul  had  that  quiet  and  repose  and  resignation  that  only 
God's  earthly  angels  can  possess. 

She  was  a  gifted  correspondent :  her  letters  being  beau- 
tiful examples  of  that  rare  faculty  of  expression.  In  her 
earlier  years  she  wrote  many  poems  of  merit  which  were 
printed  in  the  magazines  and  publications  of  that  period. 

She  possessed  a  great  affection  for  all  material  things 
associated  with  those  she  loved  and  among  her  personal 
effects  were  a  multitude  of  simple  objects,  each  of  which 
recalled  to  her  some  loved  one,  some  moment  of  hap- 
piness, some  cherished  incident  in  her  life. 

For  the  many  who  mourn  her  and  those  few  whose 
hearts  were  most  closely  bound  to  hers,  there  is  the  feel- 
ing that  this  most  perfect  example  of  a  Christian  life 
beckons  them  to  the  beautiful  hereafter,  where  she  has  met 
those  loved  ones  who  have  preceded  her  and  where  she 
awaits  in  sweet  confidence,  the  coming  of  those  dearest 
to  her  loving  heart,  that  she  has  left  behind.

I  will  make  the  apparent  confusion 
clear  to  S.  B.  F.  First :  Linn,  Conn.,  and  Maroli,  as  ap- 
peared in  my  reply  in  issue  of  Oct.  21,  1903,  were  mis- 
printa  for  Lyme,  Conn.,  and  Marah,  resulting  from  my 
careless  writing.  In  that  issue  I  gave  the  place  and  date 
of  the  birth  of  John  (1)  Mack's  children.  The  John  Mack 
of  will  (at  Lyme),  1721,  which  mentions  "wife  Sarah," 
was  John  (1)  Mack,  who  married  Sarah  Bagley  at  Salis- 
bury, Mass.  The  John  Mack  of  will  of  Dec.  12,  1734,  was 
their  son,  John  (2),  born  at  Salisbury,  Mass.,  April  29, 
1682.  He  had  two  wives;  first,  married  at  Lyme,  Love 
Bennet,  born  at  Lyme,  March  19,  1685-6,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Sarah  (Champion)  Bennet,  died  Jan.  25,  1732- 

3.  He  married  second,  May  4, 1733,  widow  Abigail  (Fox) 
Davis,  daughter  of  Isaac  (2)  Fox  (Thomas  1)  of  Con- 
cord, born  at  Medford,  Mass.,  March  11,  1681-2  ;  removed 
with  her  parents  to  New  London,  Conn.,  after  1693. 

John  (2)  Mack  and  wife  Sarah  had  eleven  children,

ried, Feb.  8,  1737-8,  John  Wood;  John,  born  April  26, 
1720,  married  Feb.  20,  1740-1,  Mehitabel  Smith;  Ezra, 

bom  April  1,  1722,  married ,  died  before  1775 

(three  sons) ;  Nehemiah,  born  Jan.  5,  1723-4,  married  Feb. 
15,  1749,  Eunice  Beckwith;  Esther,  bom  Nov.  30,  1725, 
married , Broekway;  Hezekiah,  born  Jan. 
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20,  1728,  married  Nov.  14,  1751,  Rachel  Church;  he  died 
Oct.  17,  1755,  at  Lake  George  and  she  married,  second,

Mack  (3)  above,  who  married  Mehitabel  Smith. 

The  Deacon  Josiah  Mack  referred  to  was  Josiah  (2) 
(John  1),  born  at  Concord,  Mass.,  Dec.  16,  1693,  removed 
with  his  father  to  Lyme,  Conn.,  before  Dec.  8,  1697 ;  mar- 
ried   ,  Abigail  Peterson,  daughter  of  Henry  and 

Marah  ( )  Peterson  of  Lyme.     (Since  my  reply  of 

Oct.  21,  1903,  I  have  satisfied  myself  beyond  any  question 
that  Abigail  Peterson  was  the  only  wife  of  Josiah  2 
Mack).  They  lived  first  at  Lyme,  where  probably  daugh- 
ters, Ruth,  Sarah  and  Mary,  and,  possibly,  Elizabeth  were 
born.  They  removed  about  1720  to  Hebron,  Conn.,  where 
he  died.  The^  births  of  six  of  his  children  are  recorded 
there,  viz. :  Josiah,  Elisha,  John,  Esther,  Lydia  and  Abi- 
gail; his  brother  Orlando  (2)  settled  and  died  at  Hebron 
and  the  births  of  his  ten  children  are  there  recorded. 

The  estate  of  Mrs.  Love  Mack  referred  to,  was  the  sep- 
arate estate  of  John  (2)  Mack's  first  wife.  Love  Bennet.  v 

The,  statement  made  in  vol.  i.,  "American  Ancestry," 
page  51,  of  a  Deacon  Josiah  Mack,  who  "came  from  Scot- 
land about  1680,  and  settled  in  Lyme,  Conn.,  where  he 
died,"  has  been  clearly  disproved.  The  tract  of  the 
"Faithful  Steward,"  the  sketch  of  the  life  of  Colonel 
David  Mack  (Elias  3,  Josiah  2,  John  1),  I  think,  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  error  quoted.  No  such  person  existed, 
the  Mack  immigrant  was  John  (1),  born  March  6,  1653, 
came  from  Inverness,  Scotland,  in  1669,  settled  at  Salis- 
bury, Mass.,  married  there  April  5,  1681,  Sarah  Bagley, 
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removed  between  April  29,  1682,  and  July  22,  1684,  to 
Concord,  Mass.;  removed  between  Feb.  29,  1695-6,  and 
Dec.  8,  1697,  to  Lyme,  Conn.,  where  he  died  Feb.  24,  1721. 
The  Peter  Person,  who  married  about  1709,  Lydia  (2) 
Mack  (John  1),  appears  sometimes  as  "Peterson,"  and 
it  is  sometimes  conjectured  that  he  was  a  relative  of 
Henry  Peterson,  father  of  Abigail.  Henry  Peterson  and 
wife,  Marah,  it  has  been  said,  went  to  New  Jersey.  I 
would  like  to  know  if  this  is  true.  Lydia  (2)  Mack  Person 
died  "ye  last  of  February,  1716"  (1716-17),  leaving  three 
children,  Phebe,  Samuel  and  Lydia.  Peter  Person  mar- 
ried, second,  Mary  Lord,  and  third,  Martha  Peck.

FLOWER." 

The  names  of  those  wliieh  came  over  first,  in  ye  year 
1620  and  were  by  the  blessing  of  Grod  the  first  beginners 
and  (in  a  sort)  the  foundation  of  all  the  Plantations  and 
Colonies  in  New  England ;  and  their  families. 

Mr.  John  Carver;  Kathrine  his  wife  Desire  Minter; 
and  2  man  servants. 

John  Howland,  Roger  Wilder;  William  Latham  a  boy; 
and  a  maid  servant  and  a  child  yt  was  put  to  him  called 
Jasper  More.  , 

Mr.  William  Brewster;  Mary  his  wife;  with  2  sons, 
whose  names  were  Love  and  Wrasling ;  and  a  boy  was  put 
to  him  called  Richard  More  and  another  of  his  brothers. 
The  rest  of  his  children  were  left  behind  and  came  over 
afterwards. 

Mr.  Edward  Winslow ;  Elizabeth  his  wife;  and  2  men 
servants,  called  George  Soivle  and  Elias  Story;  also  a 
little  girle  was  put  to  him  called  Ellen  the  sister  of  Rich- 
ard More. 

William  Bradford  and  Dorothy  his  wife  having  but  one 
childe  a  sone  left  behind  who  came  afterward. 

Mr.  Isaack  Allerton,  and  Mary  his  wife;  with  3 
children,  Bartholomew  Remember  and  Mary  and  a  ser- 
vant boy  John  Hooke. 

Mr.  Samuel  Fuller  and  a  servant  called  William  But- 
ten— His  wife  was  behind  and  a  child  which  came  after- 
wards. 

John  Crahston  and  his  sone  John  Crakston. 
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Captain  Myles  Standish  and  Rose  his  wife. 

Mr.  Christopher  Martin  and  his  wife  and  two  servants, 
Salamon  Prower  and  John  Langemore. 

Mr.  William  Mullines  and  his  wife  and  2  children  Jos- 
eph and  Priscilla  and  a  servant  Robart  Carter. 

Mr.  William  White  and  Susana  his  wife  and  one  sone, 
called  Resolved  and  one  borne  a  ship-bord  called  Pere- 
griene;  and  2  servants  named  William  Ilolbeck  and  Ed- 
ward Thomson. 

Mr.  Steven  Hopkins  and  Elizabeth  bis  wife  and  2 
children  called  Giles  and  Constanta,  a  daughter  both  by 
a  former  wife ;  and  2  more  by  this  wife  called  Damaris  and 
Oceanus ;  the  last  was  borne  at  sea ;  and  2  servants  called 
Edward  Doty  and  Edward  Litster. 

Mr.  Richard  Warren;  but  his  wife  and  children  were 
lefte  behind  and  came  afterwards. 

John  Billinton  and  Elen  his  wife ;  and  2  sones  John  and 
Francis. 

Edward  Tillie  and  Ann  his  wife;  and  2  children  that 
were  cossens,  Henry  Samson  and  Humillity  Coper. 

John  Tillie  and  his  wife;  and  Elizabeth  their  daugh- 
ter. 

Francis  Cooke  and  his  sone  John.  But  his  wife  and 
other  children  came  afterwards. 

Thomas  Rogers  and  Joseph  his  sone.  His  other  chil- 
dren came  afterwards. 

Thomas  Tinker  and  his  wife,  and  a  sone. 

John  Rigdale  and  Alice  his  wife. 

James  Chilton  and  his  wife  and  Mary  their  daughter. 
They  had  another  daughter  yt  was  married,  came  after- 
ward. 

Edtvard  Ftdler  and  his  wife  and  Samuell  their  sonne. 

John  Turner  and  2  sones.  He  had  a  daughter  came 
some  years  after  to  Salem  wher  she  is  now  living. 

Francis  Eaton,  and  Sarah  his  wife  and  Samuell,  their 
sone  a  yong  child. 
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Moyses  Fletcher,  JoJtn  Goodman,  Thomas  Williams, 
Digerie  Preist,  Edmond  Margeson,  Peter  Broivne,  Rich- 
ard Brltterige,  Richard  Clarke,  -Richard  Gardenar,  Gil- 
hart  Winsloiv. 

John  Alden  was  hired  for  a  cooper  at  South  Hampton, 
wher  the  ship  vietuled ;  and  being  a  hopfuU  yong  man  was 
much  desired,  but  left  to  his  owne  liking  to  go  or  stay 
when  he  came  here ;  but  he  stayed  and  maryed  here. 

John  Allerton  and  Thomas  Enlish,  were  both  hired, 
the  later  to  goe  Mr  of  a  shalop  here  and  ye  other  was  re- 
puted as  one  of  ye  company,  but  was  to  go  back  (being 
a  seaman)  for  the  help  of  others  behind.  But  they  both 
dyed  here  before  the  shipe  returned. 

There  were  allso  other  2  seamen  hired  to  stay  a  year 
here  in  the  country  William  Trevore  and  one  Ely.  But 
when  their  time  was  out,  they  both  returned.  These 
bening  aboute  a  hundred  sowls,  came  over  in  this  first 
ship  and  began  this  worke,  which  God  of  his  goodness 
hath  hithertoo  blesed;  let  his  holy  name  have  ye  praise. 

And  seeing  it  hath  pleased  him  to  give  me  to  see  30 
years  completed  since  these  beginings ;  and  that  the  great 
works  of  his  providence  are  to  be  observed  I  have  thought 
it  not  unworthy  my  paines  to  take  a  view  of  the  decreas- 
ings  and  increasings  of  these  persons  and  such  changs 
as  have  passed  over  them  and  theirs,  in  this  thirty,  years. 
It  may  be  of  some  use  to  such  as  come  after ;  but,  however, 
I  shall  rest  on  my  owne  benefite.  I  will  therefore  take 
them  in  order  as  they  lye. 

Mr.  Carver  and  his  wife  dyed  the  first  year ;  he  in  ye 
spring,  she  in  ye  somer ;  also  his  man  Roger  and  ye  little 
boy  Jasper  dyed  before  either  of  them,  of  ye  commone 
infection. 

Desire  Minter  returned  to  her  friends  and  proved  not 
very  well,  and  dyed  in  England.  His  servant  boy 
Latham,  after  more  than  20  years  stay  in  the  country, 
went  into  England  and  from  thence  io  the  Bahamy 
Islands  in  ye  West  Indies,  and  ther  with  some  others, 
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was  starved  for  want  of  food.  His  maid  servant  maried 
and  dyed  a  year  or  tow  after,  here  in  tliis  place.  His 
servant  John  Howland  maried  the  daughter  of  John  Til- 
lie,  Elizabeth  and  they  are  both  now  living  and  have  10 
children,  now  all  living,  and  their  eldest  daughter  hath 
4  children  And  their  2  daughters  1;  all  living— And  other 
of  their  children  mariagable.  So,  15,  are  come  of  them. 

Mr.  Brewster  lived  to  very  old  age;  about  80  years 
he  was  when  he  dyed,  having  lived  some  23  or  24  years 
here  in  ye  countrie  and  though  Ills'  wife  dyed  long  before, 
yet  she  dyed  aged.  His  sone  Wrastle  dyed  a  yong  man  un- 
married ;  his  sone  Love  lived  till  this  year,  1650,  and  dyed 
and  left  4  children,  now  living. 

His  daughters  which  came  over  after  him  are  dead, 
but  have  left  sundry  children  alive;  his  eldest  sone  is 
still  liveing  and  hath  9  or  10  children;  one  maried,  who 
hath  a  child  or  2. 

Eichard  More,  his  brother  dyed  the  first  winter;  but 
he  is  maried  and  hath  4  or  5  children,  all  living. 

Mr.  Ed :  Winslow  his  wife  dyed  the  first  winder ;  and  he 
maried  with  the  widow  of  Mr.  White  and  hath  2  children 
living  by  her  mariagable,  besides  sundry  that  are  dead. 
One  of  his  servants  dyed,  as  also  the  little  giile,  soone 
after  the  ships  arivall.  But  his  man  George  Sowle  is  still 
living  and  hath  8  childre. 

William  Bradford,  his  wife  dyed  soone  after  their  ari- 
vall ;  and  he  maried  againe,  and  hath  4  children,  3  whereof 
are  maried. 

Mr.  Allerton,  his  wife  dyed  with  the  first,  and  his  ser- 
vant John  Hooke.  His  son  Bartle  is  maried  in  England 
but  I  know  not  how  many  children  he  hath.  His  daughter 
Remembei'  is  maried  at  Salem  and  hath  3  or  4  children 
living.  And  his  daughter  Mary  is  maried  here,  and  hath 
4  children.  Him  selfe  maried  againe  with  ye  daughter  of 
Mr.  Brewster  and  hath  one  sone  living  by  her,  but  she 
is  long  since  dead.     And  he  is  maried  againe  and  hath 
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left  this  place  long  agoe  So  I  account  his  increase  to  be 
8,  besides  his  sons  in  England. 

Mr.  Fuller,  his  servant  dyed  at  sea;  and  after  his  wife 
came  over,  he  had  tow  children  by  her,  which  are  living 
and  growne  up  to  years ;  but  he  dyed  some  15  years  agoe. 

John  Crakston  dyed  in  the  first  mortality;  and  about 
some  5  or  6  years  after,  his  sone  dyed:  having  lost  him- 
selfe  in  ye  wodes,  his  feet  became  frozen  which  put  him 
into  a  feavor  of  which  he  dyed. 

Captain  Standish  his  wife  dyed  in  the  first  sickness 
and  he  marled  againe  and  hath  4  sones  liveing  and  some 
are  dead. 

(Note.  Capt.  Standish  d.  Oct.  3,  1655.) 

Mr.  Martin  he  and  all  his  dyed  in  the  first  infection 
not  long  after  the  arivall. 

Mr.  Molines  and  his  wife,  his  sone  and  his  servant 
dyed  the  first  winter.  Only  his  daughter  Priscilla  sur- 
vived and  maried  with  John  Alden  who  are  both  living, 
and  have  11  children,  and  their  eldest  daughter  is  maried 
and  hath  five  children. 

Mr.  "White  and  his  2  servants  dyed  soone  after  ther 
landing  His  wife  maried  with  Mr.  Winslow  (as  is  before 
noted)  His  2  sons  are  maried  and  Resolved  hath  5  chil- 
dren Peregrine  tow,  all  living.     So  their  increase  are  7. 

Mr.  Hopkins  and  his  wife  are  now  both  dead  but  they 
lived  above  20  years  in  this  place  and  had  one  sone  and 
4  daughters  borne  here.  Ther  son  became  a  seaman  and 
dyed  at  Barbadoes.  one  daughter  dyed  here  and  2  are 
married ;  one  of  them  hath  2  children ;  and  one  is  yet  to 
mary.  So  their  increase  which  still  survive  are  5.  But 
his  sone  Giles  is  maried  and  hath  4  children.  His  daugh- 
ter Constanta  is  also  maried  and  hath  12  children  all  of 
them  living  and  one  of  them  maried. 

Mr.Eichard  Warren  lived  some  4  or  5  years,  and  had  his 
wife  come  over  to  him  by  whom  he  had  2  sons  before  he 
dyed;  and  one  of  them  is  maiyed  and  hath  2  children. 
So  his  increase  is  4.    But  he  had  5  daughters  more  come 
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over  with  his  wife  who  are  all  maried  and  living  and  have 
many  children. 

John  Billinton,  after  he  had  been  here  10  years  was 
executed  for  killing  a  man;  and  his  eldest  sone  dyed  be- 
fore him;  but  his  2  sone  is  alive  and  maried  and  hath 
8  children. 

Edward  Tillie  and  his  wife  both  dyed  soon  after  their 
arrivall  and  the  girle  Humility  their  cousen  was  sent  for 
into  England  and  dyed  ther.  But  the  youth  Henry  Sam- 
son is  still  liveing  and  is  maried  and  hath  7  children. 

John  Tillie  and  his  wife  both  dyed  a  little  after  they 
came  ashore  and  their  daughter  Elizabeth  maried  with 
John  Howland  and  hath  issue  as  is  before  noted. 

Francis  Cooke  is  still  living,  a  very  olde  man  and  hath 
seen  his  children's  children  have  children.  After  his 
wife  came  over  (with  other  of  his  children)  he  hath  3,  still 
living  by  her  all  married  and  have  5  children,  so  their 
increase  is  8.  and  his  sone  John  which  came  over  with 
him  is  maried,  and  hath  4  children  living. 

Thomas  Rogers  dyed  in  the  first  sickness  but  his  sone 
Joseph  is  still  living  and  is  maried  and  hath  6  children. 
The  rest  of  Thomas  Rogers  (children)  came  over,  and 
are  maried  and  have  many  children. 

Thomas  Tinker  and  his  wife  and  sone  all  dyed  in  the 
first  sickness.  And  so  did  John  Rigdale  and  his  wife. 
James  Chilton  and  his  wife  also  dyed  in  the  first  infec- 
tion. But  their  daughter  Mary  is  still  living  and  hath  9 
children  and  one  daughter  is  maried  and  hath  a  child; 
so  their  increase  is  10. 

Edward  Fuller  and  his  wife  dyed  sopn  after  they  came 
ashore ;  but  their  sone  Samuell  is  living  and  maried  and 
hath  4  children  or  more. 

John  Turner  and  his  2  sones  ail  dyed  in  the  first  sick- 
ness. But  he  hath  a  daughter  still  living  at  Salem,  well 
maried  and  approved  of. 

Francis  Eaton,  his  first  wife  dyed  in  the  generall  sick- 
ness and  he  maried  and  his  2d  wife  dyed  and  he  maried 
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the  3d  and  had  by  her  3  children.  One  of  them  is  maried 
and  hatli  a  child ;  the  other  are  living  but  one  of  thein  is  an 
ideote  He  dyed  about  16  years  agoe.  His  sone  Samuell 
who  came  over  a  sucking  child  is  allso  maried  and  hath 
a  child. 

,  Moyses  Fletcher,  Thomas  Williams,  Digerie  Preist, 
John  Goodman,  Edmoud  Margeson,  Richard  Britteridge, 
Richard  Clarke.  All  these  dyed  sone  after  their  arivall 
in  the  general  sickness  that  befell.  But  Digerie  Preist 
had  his  wife  and  children  sent  hither  afterwards  she  be- 
ing Mr.  Allerton's  sister.  But  the  rest  left  no  posteritie 
here. 

Richard  Gardinar  became  a  seaman  and  died  in  Eng- 
land or  at  sea.^ 

Gilbert  Winslow  after  diverse  years  aboad  here,  re- 
turned into  England  and  dyed  there. 

Peter  Browne  maried  twice.  By  his  first  wife  he  had 
2  children,  who  are  living  and  both  of  them  maried  and 
the  one  of  them  hath  2  children:  by  his  second  wife  he 
had  2  more.    He  dyed  about  16  years  since. 

Thomas  English  and  John  Allerton  dyed  in  the  generall 
siknes. 

John  Alden  maried  with  Priscilla  Mr.  Molines  his 
daughter  and  had  issue  by  her  as  is  before  related. 

Edward  Doty  and  Edward  Litster  the  servants  of  Mr. 
Hopkins.  Litster  after  he  was  at  liberty  went  to  Vir- 
ginia and  ther  dyed.  But  Edward  Doty  by  a  second  wife 
hath  7  children  and  both  he  and  they  are  living. 

Of  these  100  persons  which  came  first  over  in  this  first 
ship  together,  the  greater  halfe  dyed  in  the  generall  mor- 
tality ;  and  most  of  them  in  2  or  three  months  time.  And 
for  those  which  survived  though  some  were  ancient  and 
past  procreation  and  others  left  ye  place  and  countrie, 
yet  of  those  few  remaining  are  sprung  u]),  above  160  jier- 
sons  in  this  30  years  and  are  now  living  in  this  present 
year  1650.  besides  many  of  their  children  which  are  dead, 
and  come  not  within  this  account.    And  of  the  old  stock

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(of  one  and  otlier)  tlier  are  yet  living  this  present  year 
1650  nere  30  persons.  Let  tlie  Lord  have  ye  praise  who  is 
the  High  Preserver  of  men.

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GOVERNMENT  OF  CONNECTICUT. 

By  the  organization  of  the  Government  of  Connecticut 
in  1639,  the  Legislature  consisted  of  the  Governor,  six 
other  Magistrates  and  four  Deputies  from  each  of  the 
towns  of  Hartford,  Windsor  and  Wethersfield;  these  all 
sat  in  one  body  over  which  the  Governor  presided.  The 
Magistracy  consisting  of  the  Governor  and  six  other  Mag- 
istrates, afterwards  increased  to  twelve  and  called  assist- 
ants, were  a  peculiar  body.  They  constituted  the  sole  Ex- 
ecutive and  Judiciary  and  had  a  voice  in  the  Legislative 
department.  The  Governor  always  had  the  advice  of 
these  Magistrates;  and  the  whole  as  a  body  constituted 
the  several  Courts.  The  first  magistracy  consisted  of 
seven.

Sherman.    He  served  in  the  Rev. 

From  "Conn,  in  the  Rev."  P.  663,  amortg  list  of  pen- 
sioners in  1840  is  Martha  Moss,  Litchfield,  County  of 
same  name.    Her  age  is  recorded  as  90  years. 

Levi  Moss,  Jr.,  of  Litchfield,  had  a  dau.  Martha  and 
it  has  been  supposed  that  his  dau.  was  the  Martha  Moss 
who  married  Eldad  Smith,  Dec.  12,  1792,  as  her  father 
was  a  Rev.  soldier. 

The  History  of  Litchfield,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  at  Washington  both  give  the  same  date  for 
the  marriage  of  Levi  Moss  and  Martha  Sherman,  as 
Jan.  14,  1773.  The  Smith  family  Bible  and  the  History 
of  Litchfield  give  the  date  Dec.  12,  1792,  for  the  marriage 
of  Eldad  Smith  and  Martha  Moss,  so  it  looks  as  if  these 
two  dates  were  correct,  but  the  History  of  L.  gives  the 
date  of  birth  of  Levi's  dau.  Martha,  as  March  24,  1785, 
thus  she  would  have  been  only  about  seven  years  old  at 
the  time  of  Eldad  Smith's  marriage.  There  is  no  other 
Martha  Moss  mentioned  in  the  Litchfield  History.

1.  The  early  Buslmells  were  a  family  of  carpenters 
and  builders,  and  tradition  has  it  that  they  were  French 
Huguenot  refugees  from  France  to  England. 
/  All  the  authorities  agree  that  (1)  Francis  BusJmell,  who 
was  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  in  1639,  and  was  the  third  signer 
of  <fhe  Plantation  Covenant,  was  the  first  of  the  Bushnells 
in  this  country.  He  was  b.  in  1576  or  1578 ;  he  died  in  1646, 
his  will  being  proved  Oct.  13th  of  that  year.  The  early 
records  show  that  he  had  a  home  lot  of  three  acres  in  Guil- 
ford. His  wife's  name  was  Rebecca.  They  had  the  fol- 
lowing children.

He  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Colonial  militia,  and 
Savage  says  that  he,  like  his  brother  Francis,  was  a  de- 
visee of  the  Indian  sachem  Joshua.  He  m.  Rebecca  Chap- 
man, sister  of  Robert  Chapman,  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Saybrook. 

3.  William  Bushnell,  Jr.,  son  of  William  and  grand- 
son of  Francis  I.,  b.  1648,  lived  in  Saybrook,  Conn.  My

He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Artillery  Company  in 
London,  and  settled  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  in  1635.  He 
engaged  in  business,  became  a  successful  merchant,  and 
was  for  many  years  deputy  from  Charlestown  to  the 
General  Court. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company  in  1638,  its  Captain  in  1640,  and 
commanded  the  Castle  in  1641.  In  1643  he  became  a  Col- 
onel of  the  Middlesex  Regiment  and  in  1652  commander 
of  all  the  Mass.  Militia.  He  was  associated  with  John 
Winthrop,  Jr.,  in  1643-4  in  establishing  the  first  furnace 
and  iron  works  in  this  country.

[IQ^Richard  Treat,  with  his  wife,  Alice  Gaylord,  came 
from  Pitminster,  Eng.,  early  in  the  17th  century  to  Weth- 
ersfield, Conn.,  d.  there  in  1690,  was  a  deputy  from  1644 
till  1658,  assistant  or  magistrate  from  1658  till  1665,  and  a 
patentee  of  the  charter  that  was  granted  to  Connecticut 
by  Charles  II.  in  1662. 

His  estate  of  about  900  acres,  in  what  is  now  Glaston- 
bury, was  long  known  as  the  Treat  farm.

His  first  sermon  in  New  Haven  was  preached 
under  a  large  spreading  oak,  from  the  text :  ' '  The 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  prepare  ye 
the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  His  paths  straight,"  on 
the  afternoon  of  April  18,  1638.  He  occasionally  preached 
at  Wethersfield,  where  was  gathered  the  Milford  Church, 
which  was  organized  in  1640.

The  first  of  this  name  in  this  country  was  Anthony, 
who  came  over  in  the  "Anne"  in  1623.  He  remained  in 
Plymouth  until  1634,  when  he  went  to  Scituate,  being 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  town,  also  church.  In  1640 
he  went  to  Barnstable.  All  his  life  he  was  called  ' '  Good- 
man" Annable.  He  was  "most  useful  in  church  and 
State."  He  was  Deputy  to  the  Colony  Court  thirteen 
years.  His  moral  character  was  unimpeachable  and  he 
exhibited  in  his  daily  walk  his  Christian  character— a 
man  of  sound  judgment,  discreet,  cautious— a  good  neigh- 
bor and  a  useful  man.  He  wrote  his  name  as  here  written, 
but  it  occurs  in  the  records  written  Anable,  Anible,  Anni- 
ble  and  Anniball. 

He  was  married  three  times.  He  resided  in  the  Col- 
ony fifty-one  years.     He  was  a  Puritan,  neither  bigoted 

nor  intolerant.    He  d. ,  1674,  age  not  recorded,  but 

said  to  be  seventy-five  years  old.    He  m.  1st,  Jane , 

who  was  buried  Dec.  13,  1643.  He  m.  2d,  March  3,  1644-5, 
Ann  Clark,  while  some  decipher  the  name  Ann  Elocke. 
He  m.  3d,  Ann  or  Hannah  Barker,  soon  after  the  death 
of  his  second  wife,  who  was  buried  May  16,  1651.  His 
third  wife  was  buried  about  Mar.  16,  1658.

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The  Deweij  Family  of  Hebron,  Origin. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Tunes: 

An  attempt  to  locate  the  ancestry  of  Admiral  Dewey 

in  Colchester,  which  has  recently  appeared  in  some  of 

the  Connecticut  papers,  has  caused  some  comment  among 

those  of  the  old  township  of  Hebron  who  have  for  some 

time  been  aware  that  the  Dewey  ancestry  are  of  Hebron 

origin. 
The  town  records  show  that  Captain  Simeon  Dewey, 

the  grandfather  of  Admiral  Dewey,  was  born  at  Hebron, 
Aug.  20,  1770.  He  married  February  27,  1794,  Prudence 
Yeomans.  Their  son,  Julius  Yeomans  Dewey,  born 
Aug-ust  22,  1801,  was  the  father  of  Admiral  George 
Dewey. 

Mary  Perrin  Dewey,  mother  of  the  Admiral,  also  comes 
of  old  Hebron  stock,  as  a  diligent  search  of  the  records 
has  proved. 

These  facts  are  further  vouched  for  by  a  correspond- 
ence with  members  of  the  Dewey  family,  who  are  inves- 
tigating the  Dewey  genealogy. 

Not  a  few  of  the  citizens  of  Hebron  can  without  diffi- 
culty trace  a  distinct  relationship  to  the  family  in  ques- 
tion. 

Town  Clerk  D.  W.  White  gives  the  following  interest- 
ing account  of  the  Deweys,  gleaned  to  some  extent  from 
the  town  records,  but  mostly  from  other  genealogical 
sources.    The  descent  is  given  in  direct  line. 

Thomas  Dewey  landed  at  Boston,  Mass.,  1633.  He 
married,  1638,  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke.  Their  son,  Josiah 
Dewey,  baptized  October  10,  1641,  married  November  6, 
1662,  Hepsibah  Lyman.  Their  son,  Josiah,  Jr.,  born  De- 
cember 24,  1666,  married,  1690,  Mehitable  Miller.  Their 
son,  William,  born  1691,  married,  1713,  Mercy  Bailey. 
Their  son,  Simeon,  born  1718,  married,  1739,  Anna 
Phelps.  Their  son,  William  Dewey  (2d),  born  1745,  mar- 
ried, 1768,  Rebecca  Carrier.    Their  son.  Captain  Simeon 
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Dewey,  born  at  Hebron,  1770,  married,  1794,  Prudence 
Yeomans.  Their  son,  Julius  Yeomans  Dewey,  bom  1801, 
married  1825,  Mary  Perrin.  Ttieir  son,  Admiral  George 
Dewey,  born  1837. 

Thus  Hebron,  mother  of  one  Governor  and  many  of 
whose  sons  and  daughters  the  world  has  heard  from,  may 
boast  of  being  at  least  the  grandparent  of  an  admiral.

Four  interesting  water-color  pictures  are  now  on  exhi- 
bition at  Eckhardt's,  showing  the  birthplaces  of  two  of 
Admiral  George  Dewey's  ancestors.  One  represents  that 
of  his  great-grandfather,  Samuel  Tallcott,  and  the  others 
are  three  different  views  of  the  birthplace  of  his  grand- 
mother, Mary  Tallcott  Perrin.  The  latter  house  is  now 
the  home  of  the  daughter  of  an  old  Revolutionary  sol- 
dier, while  the  former  is  the  home  of  Mr.  Thomas  Tall- 
cott, the  great-grandson  of  its  builder.  Both  are  Glaston- 
bury landmarks.  They  are  typical  farmhouses  of  the 
seventeenth  or  eighteenth  century.  Aside  from  their 
interest  in  connection  with  the  Man  of  Manila  they  have 
earlier  historical  associations.  The  Tallcott  house  was 
used  during  a  portion  of  the  Revolution  as  a  manufactory 
for  saddles  for  some  of  Washington's  cavalrymen. 

The  long  well-sweep,  which  every  colonial  farmhouse 
of  that  day  boasted,  is  down  in  the  picture  of  the  Tallcott 
homestead.  The  rambling  sheds  and  lean-tos  are  painfed 
as  they  now  appear,  ancient  and  weather-beaten.  In  the 
views  of  the  other  house  the  well-sweep  is  up.  The  time 
is  midsummer,  when  the  trees  are  in  full  foliage  and  col- 
ors are  most  tempting  for  the  artist's  brush.  Colors  and 
atmosphere  are  reproduced  with  true  artistic  feeling. 
The  atmosphere  in  particular  evinces  ability.  The  spec- 
tator at  once  notices  its  remarkable  clearness.  Miss  C.  E. 
McLean  of  East  Hartford  is  the  artist. 

Edward  Dewey  of  Montpelier  who  died  late  Friday 
night  was  born  in  Montpelier,  March  27,  1829.  His  early 
life  was  devoted  to  mercantile  pursuits.    He  was  quarter- 
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master  of  the  Eighth  Vermont  regiment  during  the  Civil 
War.  In  1868  he  was  appointed  assistant  secretary  of  the 
National  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  in  1877  was  elect- 
ed vice  president,  a  position  he  held  until  1897,  when  he 
retired  because  of  failing  health.  He  was  elected  a  direc- 
tor of  the  company  in  1867,  a  position  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  leaves  two  brothers.  Admiral  George 
Dewey  of  Washington,  and  Charles  Dewey  of  Montpe- 
lier,  also  one  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  P.  Greeley  of  Montpelier. 
Mr.  Dewey  also  leaves  a  wife  and  six  children.  His  sons, 
Julius  and  Thomas,  reside  in  Montpelier,  Theodore  is  in 
the  navy  and  stationed  at  the  Brooklyn  navy  yard.  His 
surviving  daughters  are  Mrs.  J.  L.  Martin  of  Brattle- 
boro,  Mrs.  Fred  A.  Howland  and  Miss  Helen  of  Mont- 
pelier.   He  died  Oct.  26,  1900. 

Another  version,   authority  not  given: 

Yes,  Admiral  Dewey,  the  hero  of  Manila,  is  a  Ver- 
monter,  and  his  name  will  ever  be  borne  upon  the  lips  of 
the  American  people,  aye,  upon  the  lips  of  all  lovers  of 
liberty  and  peace,  as  the  brave  and  gallant  Commander, 
who  struck  the  first  glorious,  fearless  and  decisive  blow 
for  the  Independence  of  Cuba.  Remember  The  Maine, 
was  the  battle  cry,  and  Dewey's  guns  thundered!  Shot 
and  shell  with  deadly  aim  did  the  work !  Down  went  the 
ships  of  the  Dons !    Victory  for  Dewey  and  Vermont ! 

George  Dewey  comes  of  patriotic  ancestors  who  fought 
the  foes  of  New  England  in  Colonial  times  and  served  in 
the  American  army  during  the  Revolution.  The  Dewey 
family  is  closely  associated  with  the  eventful  days  of 
Ethan  Allen  and  the  "Green  Mountain  Boys"  and  the 
Montpelier  Deweys  have  for  many  years  been  conspicu- 
ously identified  with  the  business,  political  and  social  life 
of  Vermont.  The  paternal  ancestor  of  Admiral  Georo-e 
Dewey,  who  emigrated  from  New  Hampshire,  was  Simon 
Dewey,  a  pioneer  farmer.  His  father.  Dr.  Julius  Y. 
Dewey,  was  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  Capital,  a 
man  of  sterling  worth,   distinction  and  influence.     His 
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third  son,  George,  was  born  Dec.  26,  1837,  in  a  pretty, 
gabled  house  on  State  street,  Montpelier,  Vt.  He  grad- 
uated from  Annapolis  in  1858,  near  the  head  of  his  class, 
and  forty  years  after  he  wins  one  of  the  greatest  naval 
victories  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  has  the  title  of 
Bear  Admiral  conferred  upon  him  by  the  American  Con- 
gress. His  successive  promotion  from  a  Cadet  to  a  Mid- 
shipman, Ensign,  Lieutenant,  Lieutenant  Commander, 
Commander,  Captain,  Commodore,  and  finally  to  be  an 
Admiral,  forms  a  grand  record  of  service  to  his  country ; 
and  Vermont,  the  State  of  his  birth,  unites  with  the  rest 
of  the  world,  in  extolling  the  gallantry  and  heroism  of  her 
son  who  has  won  such  imperishable  fame. 

Dewey's  Antecedents. 

To'  the  Editor  of,  The  Courant : 

I  am  somewhat  in  the  spirit  of  your  communicant  who 
signs  himself  "A  Vermonter, "  who  in  his  article  of  Oc- 
tober 20,  headed  "Hands  Off,"  asks  the  grounds  for 
claiming  Connecticut  to  be  the  birthplace  of  Admiral 
Dewey.  I  am  willing  to  give  Vermont  all  the  honor  due 
to  her  for  producing  so  remarkable  a  man  as  Admiral 
Dewey. 

The  fact  is  that  he  and  his  mother,  Mary  Perrin,  were 
both  born  in  Vermont.  According  to  the  Talcott  Pedi- 
gree, page  196,  his  grandmother,  Mary  Talcott,  a  cousin 
of  my  father,  was  born  in  Grlastonbury  June  17,  1758,  in 
a  house  now  standing  (and  owned  by  Orrin  Utley),  near 
Crosby's  mills. 

In  1779  or  1780  she  married  Zechariah  Perrin,  another 
relative  of  my  father,  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  Gilead,  which 
several  years  later  was  bought  by  my  grandfather.  Gad 
Talcott,  and  added  to  his  farm.  Four  children  were  born 
to  them  in  Gilead,  when  in  1789  the  Perrins  and  Deweys 
and  many  others  of  that  region  moved  to  Berlin,  Vt., 
where  five  more  children  were  born  to  them.    Mary,  the 
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eighth  child,  second  cousin  to  me,  was  bom  January  30, 
1799,  and  married  Dr.  Julius  Y.  Dewey,  June,  1825.  The 
number  and  order  of  birth  of  their  children  I  do  not 
know. 

I  have  no  old  furniture,  buttons  or  other  relics  of  the 
Dewey  or  Perrin  families,  but  I  have  a  pleasant  remem- 
brance of  a  three  days'  tarry  among  the  Perrin  and 
Dewey  relatives  in  and  about  Berlin  and  Montpelier, 
when  on  a  trip  to  Canada  with  my  father  in  1856.

Extracts  from  Hartford  Times,  June  6,  1900,  the  day 
of  tlie  bi-centennial  celebration  of  the  founding  of  the 
town: 

Settlement  of  Haddam. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  1662,  all  of  these  "  Thirty-Miles- 
Island"  lands  on  both  sides  of  the  river  were  purchased 
from  the  Indians  by  Matthew  Allyn  and  Samuel  Wyllys 
for  thirty  coats,  or  the  valuation  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
This  purchase  was  taken  up  by  twenty-eight  persons, 
mostly  young  married  men  from  Hartford  and  vicinity, 
and  the  settlement  was  made  in  1662.  The  names  of 
these,  our  tirst  settlers,  were  as  follows,  viz. :  Nicholas 
Ackeley,  Joseph  Arnold,  John  Bailey,  James  Bates,  Dan- 
iel Brainard,  Thomas  Brooks,  Samuel  Butler,  William 
Clark,  Daniel  Cone,  William  Corbee,  Abram  Dibble,  Sam- 
uel Ganes,  George  Gates,  John  Hennison,  Richard  Jones, 
Stephen  Luxford,  John  Parent,  Richard  Piper,  Thomas 
Shailor,  Simon  Smith,'  Thomas  Smith,  Gerrard  Spencer, 
John  Spencer,  Joseph  Stannard,  William  Ventres,  James 
Wells,  John  Webb  and  John  AViatt.  They  settled  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river,  where  they  were  joined  by  John 
Bates,  Richard  Walkley  and  others,  and  in  October,  1668, 
were  invested  with  town  privileges,  and  the  place  was 
called  Haddam.  Three  years  before  this,  the  New  Haven 
colony  had  united  with  the  Connecticut,  and  there  were 
now  within  the  borders  of  the  State  twenty  towns.  There 
was,  for  a  time,  a  controversy  concerning  the  boundary 
line  between  Haddam  and  Saybrook,  but  the  Legislature 
settled  the  matter  in  1669,  and  since  that  time  there  has 
been  no  change  in  the  boundary  of  Haddam,  excepting 
the  northwest  corner,  which  was  annexed  to  Durham  in 
1773. 

Beginning  of  East  Haddam. 

East  Haddam,  the  twenty-first  town,  is  one  of  the  old- 
est, as  well  as  one  of  the  largest  towns  in  the  State.    The 
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first  settlement  was  begun  in  what  is  called  the  "Creek 
Row,"  in  1670.  One  Robert  Chapman  settled  a  little 
north  of  this  section  in  1674.  The  Gateses,  the  Cones, 
the  Bateses  and  Brainards  came  over  from  Haddam,  and 
were  soon  joined  by  the  ancestors  of  the  Fullers,  Perci- 
vals,  Holmeses,  Chapmans  and  Willeys.  The  first  settler 
in  Millington,  the  eastern  parish,  was  Jonathan  Beebe, 
about  1704.  All  of  the  inhabitants  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  belonged  to  one  society  until  1700,  when  East  Had- 
dam was  constituted  a  distinct  society,  and  received  its 
present  name.  By  the  act  of  incorporation  in  1734,  the 
towns  of  Haddam,  East  Haddam,  Chatham  and  several 
others  were  allowed  to  send  but  one  representative  to  the 
General  Assembly,  but  this  was  changed  in  1778,  when 
Haddam,  East  Haddam  and  Chatham  were  allowed  to 
send  two  representatives.  About  the  time  of  the  set- 
tlement in  the  Creek  Row,  Samuel  Spencer  from  Had- 
dam settled  in  the  upper  part  of  Hadlyme,  and  later  on 
came  Thomas  Hungerford,  in  1792,  and  John  Holmes, 
from  New  London ;  also  from  the  same  place  came  Isaac, 
John  and  Abel  Willey.  Thomas  Harvey,  from  England, 
and  John  Marsh,  from  Braintree,  Mass.,  also  located  in 
this  section.  Near  the  time  of  the  first  settlement 
in  the  Creek  Row  in  1670,  the  Ackeleys,  and  a 
family  of  Spencers,  from  Haddam,  settled  further 
to  the  eastward,  and  with  them  were  soon  united  the 
ancestors  of  the  Annables,  Fullers  and  Percivals,  from 
the  old  Plymouth  colony.  The  ancestors  of  the  Olmsteds 
came  from  Hartford,  Samuel  Emmons  from  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  and  John  Chapman  from  Saybrook,  who  had 
purchased  the  lands  laid  out  to  Captain  John  Cul- 
lick,  when  the  Thirty-Miles-Island  lands  were  pur- 
chased. James  Green,  Elijah  Attwood,  Nathaniel  Good- 
speed  and  Isaac  Taylor  all  came  from  the  bounds  of  the 
Plymouth  colony.  Henry  Champion  and  Matthew  Smith 
came  from  Lyme,  Robert  Hurd  from  Killingworth,  John 
Warner  from  Sunderland,  and  John  Church  from  Hat- 
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field,  Mass.  After  Jonathan  Beebe  located  in  Millington, 
in  1704,  there  were  no  settlers  in  this  section  until  about 
1732-3-4,  when  came  the  Arnolds,  Barneses,  Brainards, 
Chapmans,  Cones,  Emmonses,  Fullers,  Gateses,  01m- 
steds  and  Spencers  from  the  East  Haddam  parish ;  also 
Clark  from  Haddam,  Graves  from  Colchester  and  Stew- 
ard from  Voluntown.  Daniel  Smith  came  from  the  Ply- 
mouth colony,  Lemuel  Griffin  from  Lyme,  and  Thomas 
Fox  from  Colchester.  This  town  was  very  generally  set- 
tled in  1740,  and  the  increase  in  population  compared  with 
other  towns  has  been  exceedingly  small. 

East  Haddam  Churches. 

In  1700  there  were  thirty  families  in  the  town.  The 
first  Ecclesiastical  Society  was  formed  in  1700,  and  the 
First  church  in  1704.  The  third  or  present  meeting  house 
was  dedicated  November  27,  1794,  and  the  first  minister 
in  the  society  was  the  Eev.  Stephen  Hosmer,  who  died 
June  18,  1749,  aged  70.  Mr.  Hosmer  lived  in  the  Creek 
Eow.  The  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  erection  of 
this  meeting  house  was  celebrated  with  api^ropriate  exer- 
cises on  Wednesday,  October  24,  1894.  The  Eev.  Mr. 
Hosmer  was  succeeded  by  the  Eev.  Joseph  Fowler,  who 
died  in  1771.  Joseph  Fowler  was  succeeded  by  the  Eev. 
Elijah  Parsons,  who  died  January  17,  1827,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  the  ,Eev.  Isaac  Parsons,  who  died 
August  21,  1868.  Mr.  Parsons  was  succeeded  by  the  Eev. 
Silas  W.  Eobbins,  who  was  dismissed  in  1871.  Mr.  Bob- 
bins was  succeeded  by  the  Eev.  C.  McCall,  who  was  dis- 
missed November  26,  1888,  and  died  in  Hartford,  Sep- 
tember 17,  1889.  Mr.  McCall  was  succeeded  by  the  Eev. 
John  L.  Kilbon,  who  was  dismissed  August  11,  1891,  and 
succeeded  by  the  present  incumbent,  the  Eev.  Francis 
Parker  of  Troy,  Vt.,  January,  1892. 

The  Millington  Ecclesiastical  Society  was  incorporated 
in  October,  1833,  and  the  church  formed  December  2, 
1736.     The  first  pastor  was  the  Eev.  Timothy  Symmes. 
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The  members  generally  were  taken  from  the  First  church, 
and  their  first  meeting-house  was  erected  in  1743.  The 
present  house  was  dedicated  January  23,  1833. 

The  society  in  Hadlyme,  about  two-thirds  of  which  is 
located  in  this  town,  was  formed  from  the  East  Had- 
dam  First  society,  and  Lyme  Third  society,  in  October, 
1742.  The  church  was  organized  with  ten  male  members 
on  the  20th  of  June,  1745,  at  the  house  of  Lieutenant  John 
Comstock,  and  on  the  18th  of  September  following,  the 
Rev.  Grindal  Rawson  was  installed  pastor.  Thomas 
Hungerford,  who  lived  in  this  society,  was  a  blacksmith, 
and  in  consideration  of  his  trade,  the  First  society  gave 
him  a  section  of  land.  He  was  the  first  selectman  of  the 
town,  died  in  1714,  and  was  buried  in  the  Cove  burying 
ground. 

The  Episcopal  or  St.  Stephen's  Society  was  formed  in 
1791,  and  the  first  rector  was  the  Rev.  Solomon  Blakeley. 
The  old  bell  in  St.  Stephen's  church  is  said  to  be  the  old- 
est in  the  United  States.  The  First  Baptist  Society  was 
organized  in  1809,  reorganized  in  1844,  and  since  known 
as  the  "Central  Baptist  Church  in  East  Haddam."  Their 
first  pastor  was  Elder  Bela  Hicks. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  church  was  organized  and 
their  building  erected  in  1834.  The  first  pastor  of  this 
church  was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Dorchester.  The  St.  Brid- 
get's Roman  Catholic  church  was  erected  in  1867,  and 
their  first  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Father  McCarton. 

The  First  Dwelling  House  at  Landing. 

The  first  dwelling  house  in  East  Haddam  Landing  was 
erected  in  1743,  and  a  market  place  was  opened  here  for 
the  receiving  and  shipping  of  produce.  The  principal 
tavern  was  also  here,  and  called  "The  Blacksmith's 
Arms. ' '  The  most  imposing  perhaps  of  the  dwellings  was 
the  one  to  which  I  have  referred,  and  was  the  residence 
of  Captain  James  Green.  The  brick  house  next  north  is 
of  more  recent  date,  and  belonged  to  Timothy  Green,  a 
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son  of  Captain  James.  On  the  south  lived  Captain 
Green's  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Marshall;  next  south, 
lived  his  son  Richard;  and  next  to  that,  his  daughter 
Hannah,  Mrs.  Joseph  Hungerf  ord.  The  first  house  north 
of  Captain  James'  was  the  former  residence  of  his 
daughter  Nancy,  and  still  further  on  was  the  residence  of 
Oliver  Green. 

Prominent  Men  of  Olden  Time. 

Thus,  surrounded  by  his  children,  living  upon  the  then 
beautifully  terraced  banks  of  a  beautiful  river,  Captain 
James  Green  was  appointed  the  first  postmaster  in  the 
town  of  East  Haddam.  General  Epaphroditus  Champion 
lived  in  this  locality,  and  in  1793  was  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Prior  to  his  election  as  a  member  of 
Congress,  he  was  in  command  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Con- 
necticut Regiment,  and  in  1778  was  Commissary-General 
of  Provisions  for  the  United  States  Army. 

During  this  year  when  our  army  was  starving  at  Val- 
ley Forge,  he  received  a  letter  from  General  Washing- 
ton urging  the  necessity  of  shipping  supplies  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  Under  the  old  law  for  electing 
members  of  Congress,  East  Haddam  has  the  honor  of  hav- 
ing two  members  at  the  same  time.  General  Epaphroditus 
Champion  and  Colonel  Jonathan  O.  Mosley.  Colonel 
Mosley  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  held  the  office  of 
State  Attorney  for  Middlesex  county  from  1797  to  1805. 
Colonel  Mosley 's  granddaughter  became  the  wife  of  the 
Hon.  Hiram  Willey,  now  living  in  our  midst.  Timothy 
Green,  to  whom  I  have  before  referred,  was  also  elected 
to  Congress  under  the  district  system. 

The  Town  in  the  Revolution. 

An  old  forge  was  located  near  where  the  old  East  Had- 
dam Bank  building  now  stands,  and  here  it  was  that  Cap- 
tain James  Green  made  guns  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.    The  town  was  loyal  through  and  through,  and  as 
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early  as  June  30,  1774,  voted  unanimously  for  a  declara- 
tion, and  on  June  6,  1778,  adopted  unanimously  the  arti- 
cles of  confederation.  The  tow^i  was  prompt,  generous 
and  patriotic,  and  quickly  responded  to  the  call  for  arms, 
men,  provisions  and  money.  The  Hon.  Joseph  Spencer 
was  born  in  Millington,  October  3,  1714.  In  1756  he  was 
a  major  in  the  Colonial  army,  and  for  distinguished  ser- 
vice was  made  a  colonel,  and  in  March,  1775,  the  General 
Assembly  appointed  Colonel  David  Wooster  a  major- 
general  and  Colonel  Joseph  Spencer  and  Israel  Putnam 
brigadier-generals.  General  Spencer's  brigade  was  the 
last  to  leave  Boston  on  the  4th  of  April,  1776,  for  New 
York,  and  for  gallant  service  during  the  occupation  of 
the  city  in  August  of  the  same  year.  Congress  commis- 
sioned him  a  major-general.  General  Spencer,  after  a 
brilliant  record,  retired  to  his  native  home,  was  re-elected 
a  deacon  in  the  Millington  church  in  1788,  and  died  Jan- 
uary 13,  1789,  aged  74  years. 

The  first  settler  in  what  is  called  Goodspeed's  Land- 
ing was  John  Chapman,  the  oldest  son  of  Robert  Chap- 
man, who  settled  north  of  the  Creek  Row  in  1674.  His 
home  stood  where  now  stands  the  Hotel  Swan.  He  estab- 
lished the  ferry  at  this  point,  which  until  within  a  few 
years  retained  the  original  name  "Chapman's  Ferry." 

Prominent  Families. 

Nathan  Goodspeed  came  to  East  Haddam  from  Cape 
Cod  between  1775-80.  He  bought  this  lot  on  which  the 
hotel  stands,  built  a  large,  commodious  house,  and  raised 
three  children— Nathan,  Joseph  and  Anna.  Joseph  mar- 
ried a  Laura  Tyler  of  Haddam  in  1812,  and  raised  six 
children— George  E.  and  William  H.,  Nathan  T.,  Mary, 
Ann  and  Sophia.  The  business  career  of  George  E.  and 
William  H.  Goodspeed  is  familiar  to  nearly  every  adult. 
George  E  died  in  1863  and  William  H.  in  1882.  William 
R.  Goodspeed,  the  survivor  of  William  H.,  is  with  us 
today. 
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Thomas  C.  Boardman  was  born  in  Wethersfield  in 
1798,  and  came  to  Millington  in  1815,  where  he  engaged 
in  trade.  In  1836  he  was  elected  cashier  of  the  East  Had- 
dam  bank,  and  moved  to  the  Landing  the  same  year.  He 
held  the  position  of  cashier  up  to  the  time  of  his  sudden 
death,  September  18,  1865. 

Another  to  be  remembered  in  the  annals  of  our  history 
is  Gideon  Higgins.  For  many  years  he  was  a  prominent 
man  in  the  town.  Born  in  Haddam,  September  8,  1782, 
he  early  learned  the  house  and  ship-building  trade,  and 
worked  at  the  business  here  and  in  New  York.  He  came 
back  from  New  York  in  1810,  and  being  a  member  of  the 
State  militia  was  chosen  captain  of  the  Haddam  town  com- 
pany. During  the  war  of  1812  the  British  made  an  at- 
tack upon  and  burned  one  or  more  of  the  vessels  which 
were  lying  at  Essex.  Higgins  and  a  small  company 
armed  themselves  and  in  a  small  rowboat  proceeded  down 
the  river  to  the  scene  of  destruction.  They  actually  made 
an  attack  upon  the  invaders,  but,  darkness  (joming  on,  the 
Englishmen  made  their  escape  with  the  loss  of  two  men 
killed.  Mr.  Higgins  was  deputy  sheriff  of  the  county  in 
1827,  which  i)osition  he  held  three  years.  In  1826-7  he 
was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  and  in  1834  was 
one  of  the  judges  of  the  county  court,  and  during  1844-5 
was  judge  of  probate  for  the  district  of  East  Haddam. 
Politically,  Judge  Higgins  was  a  ^Vhig  and  a  member  of 
the  Republican  party  from  its  organization.  He  died  at 
the  age  of  96  years. 

East  Haddam  has  been  the  home  of  others  who  have 
gone  forth  into  the  world,  and  whose  names  today  are 
recorded  on  the  pages  of  history.  David  Brainerd,  the 
eminent  missionary,  was  a  brother  of  General  Joseph 
Spencer's  wife.  The  Hon.  Isaac  Spencer  was  for  many 
years  Treasurer  of  the  State.  One  of  the  most  remark- 
able men  this  country  ever  produced  was  Dr.  Eliphalet 
Nott.  Although  not  born  in  this  town  he  was  left  with 
relatives  in  Millington  at  a  very  early  age.     He  was  an

or]3han  and  endured  all  the  privations  and  hardships  of 
poverty.  His  was  an  unquenchable  thirst  after  knowl- 
edge and  notwithstanding  the  privations  and  obstacles 
which  met  him  on  every  hand,  he  actually  received  the 
Master  of  Arts'  degree  from  Brown  University  without 
attending  college  duties  for  a  single  day.  He  was  or- 
dained at  the  age  of  22,  and  located  at  Cherry  Valley  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  His  fame  broadened  and  his 
famous  sermon  on  the  "Death  of  Hamilton,"  which 
ranks  as  one  of  the  most  eloquent  discourses  ever  de- 
livered in  the  United  States,  won  for  him  universal  at- 
tention. He  was  very  shortly  made  the  president  of 
Union  College,  which  position  he  held  for  sixty-four 
years.  Union  College  is  my  alma  mater,  and  many  times 
have  I  heard  that  venerable  old  man  tell  the  story  of  his 
life,  when  he  would  have  his  "boys"  gathered  around 
him.    Dr.  Nott  died  at  the  age  of  93. 

The  first  judge  of  the  County  Court  for  Middlesex 
county  was  General  Dyer  Throop.  He  died  June  4,  1789. 
Calvin  Will ey,  who  was  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Senate  from  1825  to  1831,  was  also  a  native  of  this  town, 
and  died  at  Stafford,  this  State,  August  23,  1858.  An- 
other bright  light  was  Edward  Dorr  Griffin,  who  became 
a  brilliant  star  in  the  theological  world,  and  later  was 
president  of  Williams  College.  And  still  another  was 
the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Emmons,  who  located  in  Boston,  and 
acquired  a  national  reputation  for  power  and  eloquence 
as  a  Congregational  minister. 

Dr.  Datus  Williams,  although  not  a  native  of  the  town, 
early  became  identified  with  its  interests,  and  began  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  Millington  in  1823.  Dr.  Williams 
was  a  man  jealous  of  the  honor  of  his  profession,  with 
no  favor  for  quacks  or  their  abettors.  The  doctor  was 
married  to  Miss  Clarissa  M.  Peck  of  Millington  and  three 
sons  were  born  to  them.  H.  E.  Williams  graduated  from 
the  New  York  University  Medical  College,  entered  the 
United  States  service  as  assistant  surgeon  in  1864,  and 
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died  from  disease  contracted  while  in  the  line  of  duty. 
George  Gilbert,  the  second  son,  is  the  present  president 
of  the  Chemical  Bank  in  New  York.  The  third  son  died 
in  infancy. 

William  Hungerford  was  born  in  Hadlyme,  graduated 
at  Yale  in  1809,  practiced  law  in  East  Haddam  and  re- 
moved to  Hartford,  where  for  many  years  he  stood  at  the 
head  of  the  Hartford  county  bar.  The  Hon.  William  D. 
Shipman,  although  a  native  of  Chester,  studied  and  prac- 
ticed law  for  four  years  in  this  town,  and  in  1850  remov- 
ed to  Hartford,  where  he  was  appointed  United  States 
District  Attorney,  and  for  several  years  held  the  position 
of  Judge  of  the  United  States  Court  for  the  district  of 
Connecticut.  The  Hon.  Eliphalet  Adams  Bulkeley, 
father  of  our  most  excellent  ex-Governor,  Morgan  G. 
Bulkeley,  graduated  from  Yale  in  1824  and  began  the 
practice  of  law  in  this  town.  He  was  a  native  of  the 
town  of  Colchester,  but  his  son,  Governor  Morgan  G. 
Bulkeley,  is  a  son  of  East  Haddam.  The  Hon.  Moses 
Culver  studied  law  with  Mr.  Bulkeley;  was  adirlitted  to 
the  bar  in  18-15,  began  practice  here  in  1846,  and  in  1856 
removed  to  Middletown.  He  represented  this  town  in 
the  General  Assembly,  was  State  Attorney,  and  in  1874 
was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court.  Judge 
Culver  died  in  October,  1884.  The  Hon.  John  C.  Palmer 
was  another  prominent  citizen  of  the  town,  a  practicing 
lawyer,  who  removed  to  Hartford  and  became  president 
of  the  Sharps  Manufacturing  Company.  Thus  we  see  that 
East  Haddam,  our  good  old  town,  has  been  the  stepping 
stone  for  many  who  have  attained  eminence  in  the  pro- 
fessions, in  letters  and  in  the  world  of  business. 

Manufacturing  Industries. 

The  principal  occupation  of  the  early  settlers  was  agri- 
culture, with  grist  mills  and  saw  mills  scattered  along 
our  many  water  courses.  The  plow,  the  grub  hook  and 
the  spade  were  the  principal  working  tools,  and  the  broad 
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generous-faced  ox  was  the  settler's  -valuable  assistant. 
"The  man  with  the  hoe,"  God  bless  him,  still  survives 
in  East  Haddam,  notwithstanding  the  introduction  of  the 
spindle,  the  loom  and  the  forge.  Cotton  spinning,  the 
principal  industry,  was  introduced  into  East  Haddam  in 
1815.  The  mill  was  commonly  known  as  the  "Stone 
Mill,"  and  was  located  in  Moodus.  In  1816  a  joint  stock 
company  was  organized,  and  the  concern  was  known  as 
"The  Smith  Manufacturing  Company."  There  have 
been  many  changes  in  this  property,  and  at  present  it  is 
owned  by  the  Monitor  Company,  who  manufacture  what 
is  known  as  "the  Monitor  incubator." 

"Wliere  now  stands  what  is  known  as  the  "red  mill," 
from  time  immemorial  there  was  a  grist  mill.  The  orig- 
inal owner  of  this  property  is  supposed  to  have  been 
Captain  Stephen  Cone,  and  he  purchased  it  from  the 
twenty-eight  men  who  bought  the  town  from  the  Indians. 
This  property  was  deeded  in  1712  by  Jonah  Cone,  who 
was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Captain  Stephen,  to  Captain 
George  Gates ;  after  several  transfers  it  was  finally  deed- 
ed to  the  Nichols  Company  in  1834.  Ebenezer  Nichols, 
the  builder  of  the  mill,  was  born  in  this  town,  June  24, 
1770.  Associated  with  Mr.  Nichols  was  Stanton  S.  Card 
and  George  Higgins.  Mr.  Nichols  bought  out  Card  and 
Higgins  and  associated  with  him  in  the  business  Timothy 
Green.  William  E.,  son  of  Ebenezer  Nichols,  was  born 
August  15,  1806,  and  after  the  death  of  his  father,  which 
occurred  November  19,  1842,  took  the  entire  business  on 
his  own  account.  In  1869  the  concern  was  reorganized  as 
the  New  York  Net  and  Twine  Company,  by  which  name 
it  is  known  today,  and  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
E.  W.  Chaffee.  Dr.  William  E.  Nichols  died  April  28, 
1878.  His  son,  William  E.,  survives  him,  and  was  the 
promoter  of  the  East  Haddam  Public  Library. 

Without  doubt  the  first  saw  mill  in  town  was  located 
at  Bashan.  When  and  by  whom  it  was  built  is  unknown. 
A  joint  stock  company  was  organized  and  a  mill  erected 
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here  in  1829  for  the  manufacture  of  cotton  yarns.  The 
principal  promoter  of  the  enterprise  was  Noah  Buckley, 
and  the  capital  stock  in  1830  was  $17,000.  Success  and 
disaster  followed.  The  mill  was  operated  for  a  period 
of  twenty-seven  years  and  in  1857  the  Moodus  Water 
Power  Company  was  formed  under  the  old  joint  stock  act, 
and  Bashan  Lake,  with  the  right  of  flowage,  was  pur- 
chased by  this  company.  Today  there  is  not  a  vestige  re- 
maining to  indicate  that  there  was  ever  a  factory  there, 
and  of  all  who  were  directly  interested,  not  one  is  living 
to  tell  the  story.  The  Water  Power  Company  petitioned 
for  and  obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  1872  a  charter 
incorporating  the  present  Moodus  Reservoir  Company. 

Stanton  S.  Card  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  in  the 
textile  business  of  the  town.  Mr.  Card  was  a  native  of 
Sterling,  this  State,  and  came  here  in  1821.  He  was  early 
associated  with  Ebenezer  Nichols  and' others  in  the  manu- 
facture of  cotton  seine  twines,  and  in  1832  was  the  pro- 
jector of  the  mill  now  known  as  the  "Neptune."  Mr. 
Card  died  in  1867,  and  the  mill  property,  consisting  of 
two  mills,  passed  into  the  hands  of  his  sons-in-law,  Jona- 
than 0.  Cone  and  Emory  Johnson.  Mr.  Cone  disposed 
of  one  mill  to  Albert  E.  Purple,  the  present  owner,  and 
Mr.  Johnson  retained  the  other.  Mr.  Johnson  erected  a 
mill  in  1862,  now  known  as  the  "Triton,"  and  since  the 
death  of  Mr.  Card,  in  '67,  these  mills  have  been  under 
one  management,  and  known  as  ' '  The  Neptune  Twine  and 
Cord  Mills."  Mr.  Johnson  died  October  30,  1896,  and 
was  succeeded  in  the  business  by  his  son. 

Brownell  &  Comi)any,  consisting  of  J.  H.  and  E.  P. 
Brownell,  started  a  wool-carding  and  cloth  dressing  fac- 
tory in  1825.  In  1844  E.  P.  Brownell  purchased  his  bro- 
ther 's  interest.  The  works  were  enlarged,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  twines  was  commenced.  E.  P.  Brownell  died 
in  1875,  since  which  time  the  business  has  been  conducted 
by  his  son,  Charles  E.  Brownell.  In  1819  'Captain  Asa 
Smith  sold  his  interest  in  the  original  "Stone  Mill"  or 
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the  Smith  Manufacturing  Company,  and  another  mill  was 
started  for  the  manufacture  of  cotton  yarns,  and  stands 
opposite  the  Machimoodus  House  in  Moodus,  and  for 
years  was  known  as  Smith's  mill.  This  concern  also 
passed  through  various  changes  and  at  present  is  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Brownell  Company  in  connection 
with  their  own  mill.  The  Moodus  Yarn  Company's  mill 
has  also  had  a  varied  experience.  The  mill  was  erected 
by  Daniel  Wetherell  in  1846,  and  commenced  the  manu- 
facture of  spool  thread,  but  in  1851  looms  were  added  and 
attention  was  turned  to  the  making  of  print  cloth.  The 
company  failed  very  soon  and  the  present  owner,  A.  B. 
Chase,  took  possession  and  has  prosecuted  a  successful 
business  to  the  present  time.  J.  W.  Chapman  is  the  super- 
intendent of  this  mill. 

The  Atlantic  Duck  Company  was  organized  in  1851,  and 
commenced  operations  in  the  original  "Stone  Mill."  In 
1857  they  moved  into  their  new  building,  which  is  known 
as  the  Atlantic  duck  mill.  The  manufacture  of  duck  was 
abandoned  several  years  ago,  and  the  mill  was  idle  until 
recently,  when  it  came  into  the  ownership  of  A.  E.  Purple, 
who  is  now  operating  the  same  in  the  manufacture  of  cot- 
ton twines.  In  1878  Mr.  Purple  purchased  from  the  New 
York  Net  and  Twine  company  what  was  known  as  the 
"East  Mill,"  so  that  today  he  is  operating  the  three  mills 
in  the  manufacture  of  seine  twines,  and  they  are  known 
as  the  Undine  Twine  Mills.  The  Williams  Duck  Com- 
pany was  organized  in  1855  with  a  capital  of  $30,000. 
The  original  promoters  are  dead.  The  present  owners 
are  living  in  Boston  and  the  mill  is  superintended  by 
Sidney  M.  Barry.  The  East  Hampton  Duck  Company, 
which  was  located  at  Leesville,  went  out  of  existence  sev- 
eral years  ago,  and  the  building  and  i)ower  are  at  present 
used  by  the  Connecticut  Construction  Company,  who  fur- 
nish the  electric  lights  for  Moodus  and  East  Hampton. 

The  total  number  of  spindles  in  operation  today  is  17,- 
OOO.     There  is  consumed  each  week  103  bales,  or  51,500 
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pounds  of  cotton,  or  2,575,000  pounds  of  raw  material  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  combined  amount  paid  out  for  wages 
to  mill  operatives  alone,  counting  fifty-two  weeks  to  the 
year,  covers  $86,400.  Having  obtained  these  figures  direct 
from  the  mill  owners,  I  am  giving  you  the  correct  estimate 
of  the  textile  industry  in  the  town,  on  this  our  two  hun- 
dredth anniversary. 

Other  industries  have  flourished,  and  here  at  Good- 
speed's  Landing  is  located  the  extensive  silver  plate 
works  of  Luther  Boardman  &  Son.  Luther  Boardman 
was  a  native  of  Rocky  Hill,  but  moved  to  this  town  in  1842 
and  became  prominent  in  town  and  State  affairs.  Al- 
though Mr.  Boardman  died  several  years  ago,  the  busi- 
ness is  still  conducted  by  his  son,  Norman  S.  Boardman, 
under  the  original  firm  name. 

Ship-building  was  carried  on  quite  extensively  for 
many  years,  and  the  ship  Chauncey  Jerome,  Jr.,  built  for 
and  commanded  by  Captain  James  Cone,  was  one  of  the 
largest  vessels  ever  built  on  the  Connecticut  Eiver,  her 
gross  tonnage  being  1,500  tons.  The  United  States  gun- 
boat Kanawha  was  built  here,  also  the  transport  General 
Lyon,  the  steamer  Sunshine  and  many  others. 

The  Nathan  Hale  School. 

The  old  school  house  which  today  is  a  standing  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  the  youthful  martyr  spy,  was 
erected  in  or  about  1720.  After  graduating  from  Yale 
in  1773,  this  was  his  first  school  and  the  memory  of 
Nathan  Hale  is  dear  to  the  heart  of  our  people.  We  are 
proud  that  so  fitting  a  monument  exists  within  our  borders 
and  that  today  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  our 
existence  as  a  town  also  marks  the  birthday  of  him  who 
gave  his  life  to  the  cause  of  liberty,  and  only  regretxod 
that  he  had  but  one  life  to  give. 

Ellis. 
John  Ellis  was  the  ancestor  of  all  of  that  name  in  Sand- 
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wich,  Mass.  "Many  early  records  of  Barnstable  county 
were  burned  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  trace  families  and 
records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  Sandwich,  are 
not  complete." 

Much  may  be  learned  of  this  family  by  consulting  rec- 
ords, town,  church  and  probate— of  Sandwich,  Mass., 
Andover  and  Hebron  (including  Glilead),  Conn.,  also  such 
books  as  "Davis'  Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth," 
"Arber's  Story  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers." 

John  Ellis'  name  does  not  appear  in  any  Mayflower 
list  published  in  this  country  as  far  as  I  know,'  but  in  a 
list  which  was  copied  from  the  English  records,  C.  B.  Til- 
linghast  of  New  York  or  Albany  states  that  his  name  ap- 
pears as  No.  102  of  the  Mayflower  Company.  Another 
person  says:  "If  John  Ellis  came  over  in  the  Mayflower 
it  was  not  the  first  trip,  but  he  was  in  Sandwich  previous 
to  1643." 

C.  B.  Tillinghast  also  says:  "I  have  now  carried  the 
line  back  to  Leyden,  Holland,  having  lately  come  across 
a  book  which  gives  a  list  of  the  whole  Mayflower  Com- 
pany by  name,  including  one  Ellis,  first  name  not  known, 
but  the  records  of  Sandwich,  Mass.,  twice  refer  to  John 
„xiiS,  Jr.,  who  came  over  in  the  Mayflower.  The  first  au- 
thority refers  to  John  Ellis  and  to  one  Stoffelj  son  of 
John  Ellis,  as  being  in  Leyden  about  the  time  the  May- 
flower sailed.  Stotfel  Ellis  purchased  the  house  of  Dom- 
inie Eobinson  in  Leyden  after  Robinson's  death,  and  un- 
doubtedly remained  in  Holland. ' ' 

Some  data  collected  from  various  sources  relating  to 
persons  by  name  of  Ellis.  Among  them  the  name  of  John 
Ellis  appears  in  the  list  of  persons  between  ages  of  six- 
teen and  sixty  in  Sandwich,  in  1643,  able  to  bear  arms.

I  do  give  to  my  three  sons,  Jabez,  John  and 
Barnabas,  all  my  wearing  apparel  to  be  equally  divided 
between  them  and  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my 
beloved  son  Jabez  Ellis,  to  be  my  sole  Executor  of  this 
my  last  will  and  testament  hereby  disannulling  and  revok- 
ing all  former  wills  and  testaments  by  me  made,  confirm- 
ing and  ratifying  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and 
Testament.

ESSEX. 

(Prom  Hartford  Times,  Nov.,  1902.) 

Old  Essex  Houses. 

Tavern  Dates  Back  to  1776 -Other  Places  200  Years  Old 
—Dock  House  Built  1754. 

The  town  of  Essex  lays  claim  to  having  within  its  bor- 
ders a  great  number  of  houses  dating  back  to  Revolu- 
tionary and  colonial  times.  Essex  was  originally  a  jjart 
of  Saybrook  and  was  then  known  as  Pautapoug  Quarter, 
taking  its  name  from  the  Pautapoug  river,  a  small  stream 
flowing  through  it,  so  named  by  the  Indians.  The  mer- 
cantile part  of  the  town  is  built  on  a  point  of  land' jutting 
into  the  river  and  bounded  north  and  south  by  coves  of 
the  same  name.  This  is  locally  known  by  old  residents 
as  "The  P'int. "  The  territory  now  embraced  by  the 
town  was  among  the  first  to  be  settled  by  the  pioneers  who 
pushed  away  from  the  original  settlement  at  Saybrook, 
lience  the  number  of  ancient  houses. 

There  is  one  which  is  of  i^articular  interest,  although  not 
so  old  as  some  others.  It  is  the  home  of  James  M.  Hay- 
den,  and  stands  at  the  foot  of  Main  street,  facing  the 
river.  It  has  a  gambrel  roof  and  two-story  front,  with 
wide  piazza.  The  ground  floor  is  a  basement.  The  house 
was  built  in  1766  for  a  tavern  and  occupied  as  such  for 
many  years.  The  interior  remains  practically  unchanged. 
Uriah  Hayden  was  the  first  tavern  keeper  and  the  house 
has  been  occupied  continuously  for  136  years  by  some 
member  of  the  Hayden  family. 

In  the  little  old  parlor,  with  its  low  ceiling,  quaint  old- 
fashioned  wall  paper  and  heavy  cross-beams,  hangs  a  pic- 
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ture  of  George  III  and  Queen  Charlotte.  This  has  been 
there  since  the  house  was  built.  There  is  an  old  ' '  George 
III"  knocker,  kept  highly  polished,  on  a  door  on  the 
south  side,  which  in  the  old  days  was  the  front  of  the 
house.  Uriah  Hayden  imported  a  tavern  sign  from  Eng- 
land especially  for  his  house,  when  he  opened  it  for  pub- 
lic cheer,  and  this  swung  to  and  fro  during  the  stormy 
days  of  the  Revolution  and  well  into  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. This  sign  is  still  zealously  preserved  by  the  Hayden 
family.  It  bears  the  British  coat  of  arms  and  the  inscrip- 
tion "V.  A.  H.,  Entertainment,  1766."  The  "V"  stands 
for  ' '  Uriah, "  the  "  A  "  f or  "  Ann, ' '  his  wife,  and  the  "  H  " 
for  Hayden.  The  sign  is  now  cracked  through  its  center. 
The  people  of  Essex  take  much  pride  in  the  old  house, 
and  it  is  pointed  out  to  visitors  as  one  of  the  places  of 
interest  in  the  town.    It  is  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation. 

A  house,  the  age  of  which  is  declared  to  date  back  about 
200  years,  is  that  occupied  by  Daniel  T.  Doane,  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town,  formerly  known  as  "the  old  Wil- 
liams house."  Mr.  Doane  has  modernized  it  pretty  thor- 
oughly within  the  past  five  years.  The  so-called  Daniel 
Williams  house  in  the  south  district,  not  far  from  the  Say- 
brook  line,  is  said  to  have  been  erected  about  the  year 
1700,  and  until  within  a  few  years  was  continuously  occu- 
pied by  members  of  the  Williams  family.  Two  other 
houses  in  that  neighborhood,  known  as  the  "Burr  house" 
and  the  ' '  Uncle  Ned  Snow  place, ' '  are  said  to  be  nearly  as 
old. 

An  old  house,  large,  plain  and  almost  forbidding  in  as- 
pect, which  stands  on  a  high,  level  plateau  overlooking  the 
steamboat  dock  and  almost  on  the  extreme  point  of  "The 
P'int, "  is  known  as  "the  Bee  Hive."  It  was  erected 
sometime  about  the  year  1720,  and  in  olden  times  was 
known  as  the  "Molly  Lay  house."  It  was  made  a  target 
for  British  bullets  when  the  redcoats  came  up  the  river 
in  the  War  of  1812,  and  it  is  said  the  scars  are  still  to  be 
seen  on  the  old  oaken  frame  under  the  more  modern  clap- 
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boards.  This  house  is  occupied  by  two  or  three  families, 
and  has  not  been  without  tenants  within  the  memory  of  the 
oldest  inhabitant. 

Another  old  building,  barely  a  hundred  feet  from  the 
Hayden  tavern,  is  the  old  dock-house,  so-called,  a  weather- 
beaten,  hip-roofed  structure,  which  has  buffeted  the 
storms  of  150  years.  It  was  used  as  a  freight  house  and 
steamboat  landing  from  the  time  of  the  introduction  of 
that  style  of  craft  on  the  Connecticut  Eiver  in  1824,  until 
about  twenty-five  years  ago.  Its  old  wharf  is  now  going 
to  decay.  Many  a  West  India  ship  loaded  with  rum  and 
molasses  tied  up  to  its  dock,  and  it  was  here  that  the  Brit- 
ish landed  when  they  raided  the  town  in  1814  and  drove 
back  the  villagers  who  had  gathered  to  oppose  them  at 
the  foot  of"  Point  street, ' '  armed  with  all  sorts  of  weapons 
and  farming  implements.  It  was  at  its  dock  also,  that  the 
boilers  of  the  steamer  New  England  exploded  October  9, 
1833.  Many  of  her  passengers  were  scalded.  Sixteen 
died  and  some  were  buried,  in  the  village  cemetery.

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The  exact  place  of  nativity  of  our  Ancestor,  or  the  pre- 
cise date  of  liis  birth,  are  not  fully  known ;  family  tradi- 
tion says  that  he  came  from  Devonshire,  some  circum- 
stances indicate  that  he  came  from  Oxford ;  he  was  born, 
it  is  supposed,  in  the  year  1590 ;  with  regard  to  the  future 
of  his  life,  there  is  no  uncertainty;  he  came  from  England 
in  the  year  1635,  in  the  ship  "Abgail,"  Richard  Hack- 
well  master ;  Mr.  Edmund  Freemand  was  at  Saugus,  now 
Lynn,  in  1635.  Mr.  Lewis,  in  his  History  of  Lynn,  says, 
"This  year  many  new  inhabitants  appear  in  Lynn,  and 
among  them  worthy  of  note  Mr.  Edmund  Freeman,  who 
presented  to  the  Colony  twenty  corsletts,  or  pieces  of  plate 
armor. ' '  Mr.  Freeman  was  subsequently  in  the  Plymouth 
Colony,  and  with  nine  associates  was  soon  recognized  by 
the  government  as  a  suitable  person  to  originate  a  new 
settlement.  He  was  admitted  freeman  at  Plymouth,  Jan. 
2nd,  1637,  and,  after  being  a  short  time  resident  in  Dux- 
bury,  obtained  leave  of  the  Colonial  Government  to  com- 
mence the  establishment  of  the  first  English  town  on  the 
Cape.  The  grant  is  indicated  by  the  record :  "Plymouth, 
April  3rd,  1637.— It  was  agreed  by  the  Court,  that  these 
ten  men  of  Saugus— viz:  Edmund  Freeman,  Henry 
Feake,  Thomas  Dexter,  Edward  Dillingham,  William 
Wood,  John  Carman,  Richard  Chadwell,  William  Almy, 
Thomas  Tupper  and  George  Knott— have  liberty  to  view 
a  place  to  sit  down,  and  have  sufficient  lands  for  three- 
score families  upon  the  conditions  propounded  to  them. ' ' 
The  enterprise  thus  originated  and  projected,  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons  from  Duxbury,  Plymouth,  and  Lynn,  but 
chiefly  from  the  latter  place,—  the  ancient  Saugus,—  re- 
moved to  the  location  selected;  and  about- two  years  later, 
the  first  successful  settlement  within  what  came  to  be 
known  as  Barnstable  County  was  legally  incorporated  as 
the  town  of  Sandwich. 

Mr.  Freeman's  status  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact 
that,  of  the  fifty-eight  who  became  entitled  to  shares  in  the 
division  of  lands,  his  portion  was  much  the  largest.    His 
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position  in  the  Colony  is  evidenced  by  successive  elections 
as  assistant  to  the  governor  in  direction  of  public  affairs. 
He  was  early  appointed  the  head  of  a  court  of  three,  "to 
hear  and  determine  controversies  and  causes ' '  within  sev- 
eral contiguous  townships.  When,  after  a  residence  of 
many  years  in  the  Colony,  select  courts  were  established 
by  Government  in  each  County,  he  was  one  of  the  selected. 
Indeed  we  find  him  always  prominent,  active,  influential. 

During  the  Quaker  troubles  in  the  Colonies,  which 
reached  Sandwich  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  after  its  set- 
tlement, his  counsels  were  for  moderation;  and,  so  far 
from  consenting  to  severities,  he  stoutly  remonstrated 
against  all  illiberal  enactments  and  their  enforcement. 
There  can  be  found  no  blemish  in  his  protracted  and 
eventful  life,  no  dark  spot  in  his  whole  history.  Pre-emi- 
nently respected,  always  fixed  in  principle,  and  decisive  in 
action,  nevertheless  quiet  and  unobtrusive,  a  counselor 
and  leader  without  ambitious  ends  in  view,  of  uncompro- 
mising integrity  and  of  sound  judgment,  the  symmetry  of 
his  entire  character  furnished  an  example  that  is  a  rich 
legacy  to  his  descendants.  The  record  of  his  decease  in 
1682  at  the  ripe  old  age  of,  as  is  supposed,  ninety-two 
years,  is  all  upon  which  we  can  predicate  the  date  of  his 
birth.  His  Will  bears  date  June  21st,  and  was  presented 
for  probate  Nov.  2nd,  1682.  The  following  is  the  authen- 
ticated record: 

"The  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Mr.  Edmond  Free- 
man, Senior,  exhibited  to  the  Court  of  his  majestie,  held  at 
Plymouth  the  2nd,  of  Nov.  1682,  on  the  oaths  of  John  Fish 
and  Nathan  Nye,  as  foUoweth:— 

"The  21st  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  six  hundred  eighty  and  two,  I  Edmond  Freeman, 
the  eldest  of  the  name  in  Sandwich,  being  in  a  good  mea- 
sure in  health  of  body,  and  of  capable  understanding  and 
memory,  do  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament ; 
hereby  renouncing  and  making  void  all  other  and  former 
wills  and  testaments  made  by  me,  the  said  Edmond  Free- 
man, by  my  knowledge  or  privity. 
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"Item  First,  I  make,  constitute,  and  ordain  my  three 
Sons,  namely  my  son  Edmond  Freeman,  and  my  son  John 
Freeman,  and  Edward  Perry,  to  be  my  executors,  and  my 
Daughter  Elizabeth  Ellis,  executrix,  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament. 

"Item.  My  will  is  that  all  former  conveyances  of  lands 
by  me  given  shall  stand  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
virtue. 

"Item.  For  the  disposing  of  my  estate,  my  just  debts 
being  first  paid,  I  do  give  unto  my  two  sons,  namely,  my 
son  Edmond  and  my  son  John  Freeman,  all  my  lands  on 
the  easterly  side  of  the  lands  given  by,  me  to  my  Grand- 
son Matthias  Ellis,  on  the  same  range  to  run  as  the  said 
Matthias  his  land  doth,  from  the  northeast  corner-bound 
of  said  land  unto  the  northerly  end  of  all  my  land,  only 
provided  and  excepted  that  land  which  is  called  the  Rye- 
field,  and  the  meadow  which  is  called  Hedges  meadow, 
the  which  said  Eye-field  and  Hedges-meadow,  I  do  give 
to  my  Grandson  Thomas  Paddy. 

' '  Item.  My  lands  which  are  to  the  westward  and  to  the 
northward  of  my  grandson  Matthias  Ellis  his  land  by  me 
given  to  him,  all  my  said  westward  and  northward  lands 
to  be  divided  into  three  parts ;  and  two  of  said  three  parts 
I  do  give  unto  my  son  Edward  Perry,  and  the  other  said 
third  part  I  do  give  unto  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Ellis,  all 
which  aforesaid  given  lands  I  do  freely  give  unto  my 
aforesaid  sons  and  daughter,  to  them  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  have  and  to  hold  forever.  Furthermore,  the 
one-half  of  my  lands  at  Waquanchett,  I  give  unto  my 
grandson  Thomas  Paddy,  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  assigns 
forever. 

"This  is  my  last  will  and  testament. 
"By  me,

It  is  evident  that  our  ancestor's  chief  arrangements  in 
regard  to  his  worldly  property  were  made  some  years 
previous  to  the  execution  of  the  preceding  will.  His  chil- 
dren had  severally  shared  in  his  estate ;  and  in  1678  a  deed 
of  gift  vested  in  his  grandson,  Matthias  Ellis,  valuable 
property  including  the  dwelling-house,  in  consideration 
of  natural  love  and  affection  and  service  rendered.  Our 
venerable  and  honored  Sire  was  buried  on  his  own  land 
on  the  hill  in  rear  of  his  dwelling.  The  site,  though  not 
greatly  elevated,  presents  an  extended  view  both  of  the 
surrounding  landscape  and  bay.  This  is  the  coldest  bury- 
ing-place  known  in  Sandwich.  His  remains,  with  those 
of  his  wife,  still  rest  there  under  the  rustic  monuments 
familiarly  known  as  ^Hhe  saddle  and  pillion."  The  spot 
of  earth  where  the  dust  of  our  progenitor  reposes,  hal- 
lowed in  the  remembrance  of  past  generations,  and  rec- 
ognized by  the  aged  who  have  kept  themselves  cognizant 
of  well-authenticated  traditions,  is  situated  about  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  west  of  the  Town  Hall  in  Sandwich,  and 
near  the  angle  made  by  the  ancient  county  road  leading 
from  Plymouth,  and  the  somewhat  more  modem  highway 
by  which  the  road  leading  from  Plymouth  to  the  Cape  is 
made  to  diverge  from  the  former  to  the  right  in  a  more 
direct  course.  The  location  of  the  grave  is,  without  the 
least  shadow  of  doubt,  part  of  what  was  the  homestead 
of  our  ancestor,  and  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  what 
was  rear  of  the  dwelling  conveyed  by  deed  of  gift  to  the 
dutiful  Matthias  Ellis. 

The  reference  already  made  to  the  burial-place  of  the 
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aged  progenitor  of  so  many  bearing  tlie  family  name, 
and  of  many  thousands  more  bearing  other  names  because 
descended  in  the  female  line,  all  now  widely  scattered 
over  every  part  of  the  Union  and  in  other  lands,  needs 
explanation.     We  have  spoken  of  the  humble  and  rude 
monuments  famiUarly  known  as  "the  saddle  and  pillion." 
Called  in  his  latter  days  to  bury  his  wife,— and  this  was 
only  a  few  years  before  his  own  decease ;  the  town  records 
show  that ' '  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Freeman  died  Feb.  14, 1675-6, ' ' 
—the   bereaved   husband    feeling   that    some    memorial 
should  mark  the  spot  where  had  been  committed  to  earth 
the  mortal  remains  of  her  who  had  until  now  been  the 
companion  of  his  earthly  pilgrimage,  and  knowing  that 
monuments  wrought  by  the  sculptor  were  not  to  be  easily 
obtained,  bethought  himself  of  a  substitute.    Summoning 
to  his  aid  his  two  sons,  and  his  grandson  Matthias,  soon 
after  the  funeral,  he  led  the  way  to  a  large  stone,  or  rock, 
in  a  neighboring  field,— which  stone  strikingly  resembled 
a  pillion.    This  was  taken,  and,  by  oxen  driven  by  Ellis, 
was  hauled  to  the  recent  grave.    Putting  it  in  place,  he 
then  caused  yet  another  to  be  brought  from  the  field ;  and 
this  stone,  having  in  form  as  was  conceived  a  resemblance 
to  a  saddle,  was  placed  beside  the  former  to  designate  the 
precise  spot  "where  ere    long  another  grave  must  be 
digged. ' '    Admonished  by  bereavement  now  added  to  the 
infirmities  of  age,  that  the  time  of  his  own  departure 
could  not  be  far  distant,  he  had  thought  proper  to  provide, 
in  the  absence  of  monuments  more  desirable,  these  fancied, 
emblems  of  the  conveniences  on  which  in  the  prime  of 
life  and  to  old  age  he  and  wife  had  often  traveled  to- 
gether.   His  injunction  then  was,  ' '  Here,  after  death  shall 
have  called  your  father,  bring  my  earthly  remains,  and 
lay  by  the  side  of  your  mother ;  place  the  saddle  upon  my 
grave,  and  so  let  us  rest  until  the  resurrection  day. ' '    The 
command  was  of  course  heeded  by  survivors.     We  are 
sorry  to  say  that  the  present  condition  of  the  spot,  which 
should  be  venerated  and  hallowed  as  a  try  sting -place,  is 
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far  from  satisfactory  to  our  sense  of  what  reverence  for 
paternity  demands.  With  grateful  feeling  we  are  per- 
mitted to  say  that  the  monuments  placed  two  hundred 
years  ago  over  the  two  graves  have  never  yet  been  dis- 
turbed. The  ploughshare  has  often  passed  over  the  old 
homestead  which  was  conveyed  by  deed  of  gift  to  young 
Ellis ;  but  the  saddle-and-pillion  graves  remain.  In  this 
gratulatory  acknowledgment,  all  who  recognize  the  obli- 
gation to  embalm  in  memory  the  virtues  of  a  worthy  an- 
cestry will  sympathize  with  us.  We  have  hoped  that,  be- 
fore this  volume  closes,  arrangements  might  be  made  to 
effect  the  security,  preservation,  and  suitable  care  of  this 
repository  of  the  honored  dead.  Our  ancestor  having 
prior  to  the  closing  scenes  of  life,  and  finally  by  will,  dis- 
tributed his  property  among  his  kindred,  the  probate  in- 
ventory shows  only  a  small  amount  of  assets. 

We  pass  on  to  the  enumeration  of  successive  genera- 
tions, to  be  accompanied  with  genealogical  statistics,  and 
such  brief  remarks,  biographical  and  historical,  as  may 
be  pertinent.  The  earlier  generations  will  be  found  as 
complete  as  reliable  data  of  whatever  kind  can  make  them. 
When  we  shall  come  to  later  generations,  it  may  happen 
that  some  descendants— possibly  in  some  cases  entire 
families,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  a  few  fragments— 
are  left  out ;  which  may  be  attributed  to  the  failure  of  per- 
sons whose  aid  we  invited  to  make  report.  We  have 
found  among  correspondents  a  surprising  ditference  both 
in  intelligence  and  interest  in  such  inquiries.

From  Hartford  Courant. 

An  Opportunity  for  the  Present  Generation  to  Sliow  Their 
Respect  for  the  Dead. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Courant : 

The  greater  part  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Euth  Wyllys 
Chapter,  Daughters  American  Revolution,  to  improve  the 
ancient  cemetery  and  widen  Gold  street  is  happily  accom- 
plished. The  old  rookeries  that  adjoined  and  over- 
shadowed the  ground  are  all  gone,  and  the  whole  atmos- 
phere is  as  pure  and  sweet  as  though  no  vicious  surround- 
ings had  ever  polluted  the  sacred  spot.  The  dampness, 
which  was  such  a  destroying  force  to  the  stones  in  the 
yard,  ceased  when  the  sunlight  and  air  were  let  in,  and  the 
monuments  now  restored  and  properly  presex'ved  will,  it  is 
estimated,  endure  for  centuries. 

'  Thus  to  restore  and  preserve  every  memorial  is  the 
work  remaining  for  the  Chapter  to  accomplish,  and  in  this 
duty  which  may  I  am  sure  be  considered  a  privilege,  we 
must  ask  the  aid  of  persons  in  this  vicinity,  and  also  of 
those  far  beyond  the  limits  of  Hartford  or  even  of  the 
State;  for  the  children  of  Hartford's  illustrious  "Foun- 
ders ' '  and  early  citizens  are  legion  and  living  over  a  great 
area  of  country.  To  reach  the  descendants  who  have  a 
right  to  learn  of  the  present  movement  to  preserve  their 
family  memorials,  great  efforts  are  being  made ;  through 
the  columns  of  the  press  much  information  will  be  scat- 
tered abroad.  Circulars  describing  the  situation  will  also 
be  sent  to  all  representatives  of  the  ' '  old  families ' '  whose 
addresses  can  be  secured,  and  any  such  addresses  which 
can  be  furnished  to  the  cemetery  committee  will  be  gladly 
received  and  circulars  at  once  fowarded. 

The  restoration  of  stones  by  the  Caffal  process  is  quite 
remarkable,  and  some,  destroyed  past  all  identification, 
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have  been  perfectly  redeemed,  the  inscription  being  se- 
cured from  Dr.  Hoadly's  invaluable  list. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  stones  are  already  completed, 
three  hundred  and  fifty  remain  to  be  restored  and  pre- 
served. Of  this  number  many  are  the  memorials  of  some 
very  prominent  families  in  the  early  life  of  this  city.  I 
will  state  again  that  a  full  record  is  being  kept  of  all  con- 
tributors, and  this  long  list  of  "descendants"  will  prove 
a  genealogical  record  of  distinct  value  in  the  years  to 
come. 

In  some  cases  family  representatives  join  and  create 
a  "fund"  for  the  preservation  of  ancestral  monuments. 
As  an  example  I  cite  the  case  of  John  Haynes,  first  Gov- 
ernor of  the  colony,  whose  name  heads  the  list  in  the  cen- 
tral monument:  Mr.  John  Bliss,  BrookljTi;  Colonel 
Frank  W.  Cheney  and  family  (the  full  name  of  each  child 
will  be  printed  in  the  official  record) ;  Major  Louis  E.

The  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  to  Ozias  Good- 
win, the  ancestor  of  unlimited  posterity,  is  still  open. 
Subscriptions  of  one  dollar  or  more  are  solicited.  The 
table-stone  to  the  memory  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stone  is  one 
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of  great  interest ;  it  was  erected  in  1663,  and  the  inscrip- 
tion is  elaborate  and  a  quaint  example  of  the  art  of  spell- 
ing and  stone  cutting  of  that  early  age.  The  slab  is  in 
excellent  preservation,  but  the  pillars  have  suffered  disin- 
tegration. Forty-seven  dollars  and  a  half  is  the  price  for 
repairing  and  preserving.  About  half  this  sum  has  been 
already  subscribed  by  descendants,  and  the  "Samuel 
Stone  Fund"  is  open  for  further  subscription. 

The  beautiful  Wyllys  monument  is  completed,  ready  to 
be  placed  as  soon  as  a  desirable  site  is  decided  upon,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  features  of  the  yard.  Many  descendants 
have  been  happy  to  contribute  to  the  meiporial  of  this 
prominent  family.  Most  of  the  table-stones  have  been 
restored  and  preserved,  but  there  still  remain  a  few  in 
serious  need  of  attention.  Lieutenant  Colonel  John  AUyn, 
1696.

of  Captain  John  Keith.  This  is  the  only  stone  bearing  the 
name  of  McLean  in  the  yard  save  that  of  the  little  child 
Allen  McLean,  son  of  Neil  McLean,  which  is  already  fin- 
ished. The  Hon.  William  Stanley,  1786 ;  Mr.  Stanley  has 
no  descendants,  as  he  died  without  children,  bequeathing 
all  his  property  to  the  South  Church.  Anna  Smith 
Strong,  1784,  wife  of  Dr.  Nathan  Strong,  daughter  of 
Deacon  Solomon  Smith.  The  monument  which  attracts 
the  most  widespread  interest  is  a  large  shaft  in  the  center 
of  the  yard,  erected  in  1837,  and  bearing  the  names  of  the 
original  proprietors  of  Hartford,  most  of  whom  lie  some- 
where in  that  "God's  acre."

Mrs.  Julia  Q.  Pelton,  for  the  burjdng  ground  commit- 
tee of  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  has  made  the  following  report 
of  the  work  accomplished,  which  will  be  found  of  great 
interest  to  many  and  shows  the  remarkable  success  in  re- 
storing grave  stones  that  were  last  falling  to  decay  and 
which  have  been  saved  and  perpetuated  through  the  com- 
mittee's work: 

At  the  close  of  the  work  in  the  burial  ground  last  Octo- 
ber there  remained  about  three  hundred  and  twenty 
names  on  our  list.  This  does  not  mean  three  hundred  and 
twenty  stones,  for  the  larger  part  of  the  fine  ones  have 
two  or  more  names  on  them.  After  a  thorough  inventory 
of  the  ground  by  your  committee,  and  obtaining  an  esti- 
mate from  Mr.  Coffall  on  each  individual  stone,  it 
seemed  best  to  begin  this  season's  work  by  the  Chapter 
assuming  the  cost  of  restoring  all  stones  which  have  no 
living  representative.  Most  of  them  were  small,  costing 
from  five  to  fifteen  dollars.  Of  the  greater  number,  we 
could  find  nothing  more  than  the  stone  told— name,  date

of  birth  and  death.  Sometimes— but  not  often— we  could 
find  the  name  of  the  father.  "There  lived  a  man"  is  all 
that  can  be  said  of  them.  A  surprising  number  of  head 
stones  have  disappeared,  while  the  marker  (foot  stone) 
was  in  fine  condition.  On  the  back  of  these  we  have  cut 
the  record,  when  it  could  be  found  from  Dr.  Hoadly's 
list.  Some  stones  that  were  deferred  from  last  year,  be- 
cause we  had  not  the  information  or  permission  neces- 
sary, had  crumbled  during  the  winter,  and  are  a  mass  of 
coarse  sand  upon  the  ground. 

The  one  of  most  note  is  to  William  Weare,  a  Revolu- 
tionary soldier  in  Colonel  Chester's  command.  Upon  a 
small  stone  we  have  had  the  facts  of  his  birth,  death  and 
office  cut,  and  erected  near  his  children's  memorials.  By 
October  we  had  cared  for  seventy  stones— a  few  of  which 
belonged  to  persons  having  a  local  history. 

Gregory  Woolterton,  his  wife  Susannah  and  son  Sam- 
uel lie  near  the  Seymour  group.  The  stones  are  in  a  re- 
markable state  of  preservation.  Susannah's  dates  back 
to  1662.  Gregory  was  in  some  way  related  to  the  Lord 
family.  He  mentions  three  Lord  ladies  in  his  will.  He 
had  three  wives  but  left  no  family.  His  home  was  on 
Elm  street.  He  left  a  large  estate  mostly  to  John  Merrill, 
whom  he  adopted. 

Peter  Vastile  was  born  1734,  in  parish  of  St.  Luke's, 
London.  He  lived  for  a  number  of  years  in  Boston,  mar- 
rying Naomi  Ridgeway  (whose  mother,  bearing  the  same 
name,  is  buried  near  Peter  Vastile).  They  moved  to 
Wethersfield,  where  he  became  a  merchant,  having  at  the 
samQ  time  stores  in  Enfield  and  one  on  the  "north  side  of 
the  State  House  in  Hartford."  He  had  one  child,  Wil- 
liam, who  became  an  artist  of  local  note.  He  was  educated 
in  London  but  came  back  and  served  in  Colonel  Webb's 
Regiment  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  two  sons 
were  lost  at  sea. 

Julia,  Hannah,  Mary  and  Blackleach  Welles  are  de- 
scendants of  Governor  Thomas  Welles. 
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Francis  Duplessy  came  to  Hartford  from  tlie  Barba- 
does.  He  was  an  important  member  of  the  social  life  of 
the  colony.  His  French  prayer  book  is  owned  by  Dr. 
Hoadly. 

Jacob  Ogden  was  a  merchant  on  Ferry  street  and  a 
founder  of  Christ  Church. 

William  Gardner  was  one  of  those  killed  by  the  explo- 
sion in  the  school  house.  His  wife  was  Eunice  Belden— 
a  sister  of  our  Ruth  Wyllys.  He  was  buried  by  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Church  of  England,  a  clergyman  from  Hebron 
ofSciating.  Hartford  at  that  time  was  a  missionary  sta- 
tion of  Hebron.  In  the  extreme  west  of  the  ground  is  a 
marble  slab  lying  upon  one  of  free  stone.  There  are  the 
names  of  seven  Moore  children  upon  it— most  of  whom 
died  in  infancy. 

There  are  four  stones  to  members  of  the  Nevin  family. 
The  name  is  extinct  here.  One  of  them  married  Mary 
Allwood  Smith.  He  died  very  young,  and  his  widow 
married  Hugh  Ledlie.  Mr.  John  F.  Tracy  owns  a  por- 
ringer marked  "Hugh  Ledlie  and  Mary  Ledlie,  1772." 
This  one  and  two  other  porringers  and  a  tankard,  all  of 
silver,  owned  by  other  members  of  the  family,  have  a  coat 
of  arms  upon  them.  Hugh  Ledlie 's  home  was  upon  the 
site  of  the  Allyn  House.  It  was  a  substantial  colonial 
structure  standing  back  from  the  street,  shaded  by  large 
trees.  It  was  owned  and  occupied  by  members  of  the 
Goodwin  family  later.  One  of  his  daughters  married 
William  Imlay,  noted  a  century  ago  for  his  vast  wealth 
and  enterprise. 

Barnabas  Dean  was  associated  in  business  in  Wethers- 
field  with  his  famous  brother  Silas.  When  the  latter  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Continental  Congress,  Barnabas 
assumed  the  care  of  the  business.  He  fitted  out  a  priva- 
teer sloop,  the  "Revenge,"— eight  guns  and  sixty-four 
men.  It  was  captured  and  burned  by  the  British  in  1779. 
He  removed  to  Hartford,  building  for  his  home  the  house 
on  Grove  street  known  as  the  Hollister  house.     It  fronted 
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on  Front  street— a  deep  lawn  and  driveway  leading  to  it. 
In  liis  will  this  house  was  left  to  a  nephew,  a  son  of  Silas. 
After  the  surrender  of  Ticonderoga,  Barnabas  Dean  was 
sent  as  Connecticut's  commissioner  to  supply  the  fort 
with  provisions.  Later  in  life  he  became  a  merchant  of 
great  prominence,  having  for  partners  General  Nathaniel 
Greene,  quartermaster-general  of  the  army,  and  Colonel 
Wadsworth,  commissary-general.  They  owned  priva- 
teers, distilleries,  grist  mills,  imported  salt,  sold  grain, 
wool  and  flour.  He  was  interested  in  the  growth  of  the 
town,  and  one  who  was  instrumental  in  establishing 
Christ  Church.  He  subscribed  ten  pounds  for  the  enter- 
prise, payable  either  in  material  or  rum.  He  left  no  fam- 
ily.    The  Chapter  has  restored  his  headstone. 

In  1795  Colvin  Whiting  was  teaching  a  private  school 
here  while  preparing  for  the  ministry.  He  read  prayers 
and  sermons,  but  his  sudden  death  prevented  his  ordina- 
tion. 

Elizabeth  Cotton  was  the  first  wife  of  Dwell  Morgan. 
Her  stone  has  lost  every  trace  of  lettering  and  carving. 
She  died  in  1793— aged  23.  Lavina  Bull  and  Sally  Bull, 
sisters,  were  the  wives  of  Elias  Morgan.  They  have  a 
double  headstone,  from  which  the  inscription  is  mostly 
gone.  Lavina  died  1792,  aged  17.  Sally  1795.  The 
Morgans  held  a  large  amount  of  real  estate,  and  built 
several  stately  houses  on  Prospect  and  Morgan  streets. 
The  one  on  Morgan  street  was  called  the  John  Morgan 
mansion.  They  were  proprietors  in  the  "New  Theater" 
on  Temple  street.  They  had  dealings  in  China,  from 
which  they  brought  two  sets  of  service,  having  the  Mor- 
gan name  and  arms  upon  them.  Elias  Morgan  died  in 
1812  in  St.  Croix,  W.  I.  The  Morgan  stones  are  very 
expensive  and  we  need  family  interest  in  them. 

In  making  the  inventory  of  stones  we  found  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  belonging  to  thirteen  families— the  Bulls, 
Bunces,  Burrs,  Cooks,  Chenevards,  Lawrences,  Beau- 
champs,  Goodwins,  Lords,  Marshes,  Seymours,  Skinners, 
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Sheldons,  Stanleys,  and  Wadsworths.  For  these  and 
many  others,  where  there  were  not  enough  to  constitute  a 
family,  a  circular  was  prepared  calling  attention  to  our 
work  and  its  history.  A  thousand  were  issued  and  sent 
over  the  country  wherever  we  could  obtain  addresses. 
Our  effort  met  with  a  degree  of  cordiality  and  apprecia- 
tion that  surprised  us.  Not  only  was  the  response  gener- 
ous in  money,  but  a  Godspeed  was  sent  to  the  Chapter 
over  and  over.  Many  asked  for  additional  copies  to  send 
to  other  members  of  the  family. 

The  Seymours  were  the  first  to  respond  to  the  appeal. 
There  were  fifteen  memorials  to  them.  The  eastern  part 
of  the  ground  is  largely  a  familyplot,  including,  besides  the 
Seymours,  the  Wattles,  Watsons,  and  Merrills.  Its  situa- 
tion is  imf ortunate,  for  the  high  buildings  and  dense  shade 
of  the  trees  has  made  it  very  damp.  The  stones,  some  of 
which  have  been  eared  for  in  quite  recent  times,  were  in 
bad  condition.  They  have  been  the  target  for  ink  and 
refuse,  causing  the  cherub's  heads  to  assume  characteris- 
tics not  intended  by  the  sculptor.  The  descendants  are 
numerous,  and  prominent  among  them,  are  our  late  Gov- 
ernor Thomas  H.  Seymour,  Governor  Horatio  Seymour 
of  New  York,  and  Origin  S.  Seymour  of  Litchfield.  Rich- 
ard Seymour,  the  first  here,  lived  in  1639  on  the  east  side 
of  Main  street.  He  moved  in  '55  to  Norwalk,  a  pioneer  of 
that  town.  His  son  John  married,  1664,  Mary  Watson. 
He  was  an  original  member  of  the  Second  Church.  Died 
1713,  leaving  a  large  family.  The  records  of  the  Second 
Church,  as  well  as  those  of  the  town  show  the  Seymours 
to  have  been  strong  men,  trusted  in  affairs  and  looked  to 
for  counsel  in  times  of  trouble.  The  family  have  raised 
a  large  sum  of  money,  but  there  remains  one  hundred  dol- 
lars yet  to  be  subscribed.  The  whole  plot  is  in  as  fine 
condition  as  the  state  of  the  stones  made  possible.  The 
removal  of  trees  lets  in  the  afternoon  sun.  The  contribu- 
tors are  Mrs.  Nathaniel  Shipman,  Mrs.  J.  Hammond 
Trumbull,    Miss     Annie     Eliot    Trumbull,    Mrs.    Lewis 
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Cheney,  Miss  Eliza  S.  Eobinson,  Mrs.  ArcMbald  Loomis, 
Miss  Mary  K.  Talcott,  and  Mr.  Henry  C.  Robinson  and 
Mr.  Charles  Gross  of  Hartford ;  Mrs.  Maria  Watson  Pin- 
ney  Derby;  Professor  Thomas  Day  Seymour,  New 
Haven;  Miss  Catherine  S.  Day,  Hartford;  Mrs.  William 
Blair,  Chicago;  Mrs.  Henry  T.  Bulkeley,  Southport;  Rev. 
Storrs  O.  Sejanour,  Litchfield;  Miss  Emily  Seymour, 
Hartford;  Mr.  William  H.  Seymour,  New  York;  Mr. 
Charles  A.  Brooker  of  Ansonia ;  Hon.  Julius  H.  Seymour, 
N.  Y. ;  Bishop  George  F.  Seymour,  Springfield,  111. ;  Mrs. 
Frederick  N.  Stanley,  New  Britain;  Mrs.  Maria  Watson 
Pinney  of  Derby,  and  Mrs.  Henry  Gay  of  Winsted  have 
made  a  special  contribution  for  the  Watson  stones  in  this 
group. 

Three  stones  are  standing  to  the  Edwards  family. 
Richard,  who  married,  1692,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Colo- 
nel John  Talcott,  died  1718.  He  was  a  man  of  influence 
and  character,  but  became  still  more  widely  known 
through  his  famous  grandson,  Jonathan  Edwards.  Mary 
Talcott  Edwards  died  1723 ;  their  son,  Samuel,  1732.  The 
stones  have  been  restored  by  members  of  the  family- 
Mrs.  Frank  D.  Glazier,  South  Glastonbury ;  Mrs.  Bernard 
Williams,  and  Mr.  George  Goodwin  Williams. 

Thomas  Bruce,  whose  home  was  near  the  site  of  the 
Capitol,  was  an  original  member  of  the  Second  Church, 
and  through  all  the  subsequent  generations  his  descend- 
ants have  been  identified  with  its  history.  Thomas  served 
in  the  Pequot  War,  receiving  later  from  the  town  sixty 
acres  for  "good  service."  Of  his  many  descendants, 
there  are  but  five  stones  standing— Thomas,  who  died 
1711;  Elizabeth,  1741;  Joseph,  1750;  John,  1794;  Susan- 
nah. The  members  of  the  family  who  cared  for  them  are 
Mr.  Jonathan  B.  Bunce,  Mr.  Edward  M.  Bunce,  and  Mr. 
John  L.  Bunce  and  Mrs.  A.  A.  Welch,  all  of  Hartford. 

Richard  Lyman  came  as  a  proprietor  in  1636.  He  lived 
on  the  south  side  of  Buckingham  street,  five  lots  from 
Main.    The  records  speak  of  him  as  a  man  of  great  wealth 
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inasmuch  as  lie  kept  two  family  servants.  He  died  1640. 
His  will  is  the  first  on  the  records.  Of  his  descendants 
few  remain.  The  stone  to  Martha,  the  wife  of  Justin, 
has  been  cared  for  by  Mr.  Theodore  Lyman. 

By  the  research  of  Mr.  Henry  Taintor  we  learn  that 
Mr.  John  Howard,  of  whom  our  records  gave  nothing,  be- 
longed to  a  family  of  standing  in  Massachusetts.  For 
four  generations  they  lived  in  Ipswich,  then  removed  to 
Hampton,  Connecticut.  A  family  history  speaks  of  John 
as  living  in  Hartford  as  a  jeweller  and  cloak-maker.  A 
clock  of  his  make  is  still  doing  good  service  in  his  family. 
He  died  1804.  Mr.  Howard  Collins  put  it  into  our  power 
to  restore  the  marble  stone. 

The  stone  marking  the  grave  of  Andrew  Benton,  who 
died  1683,  was  found  this  spring  sunken  into  the  ground 
—almost  out  of  sight.  His  descendant,  John  Jay  Corn- 
ing, has  put  it  into  condition.  Andrew  Benton  was  an 
original  member  of  the  Second  Church.  He  was  twice 
married— first  to  Hannah  Stocking,  later  to  Ann  Cole— 
both  members  of  the  Second  Church.  He  left  nine  chil- 
dren.    His  home  was  on  Wethersfield  avenue. 

In  1784  the  Reverend  Benjamin  Boardman  left  his  pas- 
torate in  Middle  Haddam  to  settle  over  the  Second 
Church  here.  Benjamin  Boardman  graduated  at  Yale 
1758.  He  married  Ann  Johnson,  widow  of  Stephen  Hos- 
mer.  He  lived  in  Hartford  until  his  death,  1801.  He 
served  as  chaplain  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  at 
the  Lexington  alarm,  and  present  at  the  Boston  seige ;  in 
Washington's  army  in  1776 ;  present  when  the  British  took 
New  York.  On  account  of  the  strength  of  his  voice  and 
its  great  carrying  power,  he  was  called  by  the  soldiers 
"Big  Gun  of  the  Grospel  Boardman."  He  left  no  imme- 
diate family.  He  and  his  wife  lie  under  a  fine  table 
which  Mr.  George  C.  Boardman  of  San  Francisco,  deem- 
ing it  an  honor  to  be  associated  in  our  work,  asked  per- 
mission of  our  regent  to  restore. 

Mrs.  Huldah  Fish  was  a  daughter  of  Deacon  Ezra  Corn- 
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ing  and  Mary  Hopkins  Corning.  She  was  born  1765, 
married  to  Miller  Fish  of  Hartford,  1786.  She  died  1806, 
leaving  eight  children.  Her  marble  headstone  was  badly 
defaced.  Miss  Huldah  Fish  of  Hartford,  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Wheaton  of  Aurora,  111.,  have  been  interested  in 
its  restoration. 

There  are  seven  memorials  to  members  of  the  Marsh 
family.  John  died  1744;  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Pitldn 
Marsh,  1742.  John  was  a  grandson  of  John  Marsh,  a 
pioneer,  of  Hartford,  and  Hadley,  who  was  the  first  white 
man  to  explore  Litchfield.  For  this  service  he  received 
two  pounds  and  lands.  For  forty  sessions  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature.  Captain  Samuel  Marsh  was  a  son 
of  Nathaniel  and  Thankful  Goodwin  Marsh.  He  married 
Catherine  Chenevard,  was  a  merchant,  and  a  member  of 
the  first  board  of  Aldermen.  His  wife,  mother,  daugh- 
ters Caty  and  Catherine  Bull  are  buried  in  the  west  part 
of  the  ground.  The  cost  of  the  restoration  of  the  seven 
stones  was  borne  by  the  family— Mr.  H.  N.  Marsh,  Joliet, 
IIL;  Mrs.  Ellen  Marsh  Bishop,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Mrs.  J. 
S.  Boardman,  Newport,  R.  I. ;  Mrs.  Talbot  Mercer  Rog- 
ers, Philadelphia;  Mrs.  Caroline  Richardson,  East  Biller- 
ica,  Mass. ;  Mr.  Gr.  L.  Newman  for  his  granddaughter, 
Jane  E.  Lyman  of  Charlottsville,  Va. ;  Mr.  C.  H.  Kellogg, 
Cincinnatti;  Mrs.  George  F.  Edmonds,  Philadelphia,  and 
Mr.  John  S.  Marsh  of  Springfield. 

In  the  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  that  this 
was  the  only  or  principal  burying  place,  there  were  scores 
of  Goodwins  who  found  a  resting  place  here.  There  re- 
main but  thirteen  stones  to  their  memories.  The  oldest 
is  to  Sarah  Coles,  the  wife  of  Nathaniel  Goodwin,  the 
second  son  of  Ozias  and  Mary  Woodward  Goodwin,  the 
settlers.  The  others  are  descended  from  Nathaniel.  The 
family  is  prominent  in  the  history  of  Hartford  in  its  reli- 
gious, social  and  municipal  affairs.  The  subscribers  for 
the  fund  are  Mr.  James  J.  Goodwin,  Mr.  Francis  Good- 
win, Mr.  Lester  Goodwin,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Goodwin,  Miss 
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Anna  M.  Goodwin,  Miss  Caroline  A.  Goodwin,  Mrs.  John 
M.  Holcombe,  Miss  Emily  Marguerite  Holcombe,  Mr. 
Harold  Goodwin  Holcombe,  Master  John  M.  Holcombe, 
jr.,  Mrs.  Mary  Foster  Dickerson,  Mrs.  Albert  Palmer 
Pitkin,  Mrs.  John  D.  Parker,  Mrs.  Bernard  Williams  and 
Mr.  George  Goodwin  Williams  of  Hartford;  Mrs.  Frank 
D.  Glazier  of  South  Glastonbury;  Mrs.  Mary  Goodwin 
Colt,  Farming-ton;  Mrs.  P.  W.  Clement,  Eutland,  Vt.; 
Miss  Margaret  G.  Clement,  Mr.  Edward  Pratt  Goodwin, 
and  Miss  Harriet  L.  Goodwin,  New  York. 

Near  the  wall  in  the  extreme  west  of  the  ground  are  two 
marble  stones  to  the  memories  of  Moses  and  Sarah  Butler, 
great  grand-parents  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Butler  McCook.  The 
shade  from  the  wall  and  trees  have  given  them  a  dim  light, 
without  any  sunshine ;  falling  branches  broke  them  badly. 
In  all  the  restoration  there  has  been  nothing  more  difficult 
or,  for  their  size,  more  expensive  than  these  two  stones. 
Mrs.  McCook  gave  the  order  for  their  restoration.  The 
Butlers  are  descended  from  Richard,  the  settler,  and 
from  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stone,  through  his  daughter,  Sarah, 
who  married  Thomas  Butler  in  1688.  Moses  Butler  kept 
the  tavern  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Elm  streets.  Some 
of  the  tankards  used  by  the  worthies  of  many  years,  in- 
cluding George  Washington,  are  now  in  the  historical 
room,  and  some  of  its  furniture  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Mc- 
Cook. Mr.  Daniel  Butler,  a  son  of  Moses,  built  the  house 
on  Main  street  still  occupied  by  the  family.  He  was  a 
physician  of  large  practice.  His  account  books,  still  ex- 
tant, go  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Richard  Lord  came  with  the  Colony  in  1636.  His  home 
was  on  the  bank  of  the  river  on  Wells  street.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  general  court  and  commander  of  the  first 
troup  of  horse,  serving  in  the  early  Indian  wars.  He 
died  in  New  London,  but  left  a  family,  which,  with  its 
descendants,  has  been  a  noted  part  of  Hartford 's  history. 
It  was  to  this  first  Richard  that  Mrs.  Camp  two  years  ago 
erected  the  memorial.     The  second  Richard  married  a 
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grand-daugliter  of  William  Pynclieon  of  Springfield.  He 
was  a  rich  mercliant,  but  was  lost  at  sea  in  1685.  Ilis  son 
Richard  was  treasurer  of  the  colony  and  prominent  as  a 
man  of  wealth.  He  died  1712,  leaving  seven  children. 
These  married  into  the  leading  families  of  the  State  and 
were  large  land  owners,  giving  the  name  of  "Lord's 
Hill ' '  to  the  western  section  of  the  town.  Thirteen  memo- 
rials—three of  them  tables— have  been  restored  by  the 
family.  The  large  one  to  George  and  children  had  lost 
two  tablets.  Three  headstones  had  no  faces,  but  were 
identified  by  their  markers,  and  Dr.  Hoadly's  book  of  in- 
scriptions. The  family  who  have  paid  for  the  restora- 
tion are  Mrs.  John  Camp,  Miss  Alice  Stillman,  Morgan 
Or.  Bulkeley,  jr..  Miss  Eleanor  Houghton  Bulkeley,  Master 
Houghton  Bulkeley  of  Hartford;  Mrs.  W.  W.  Wilcox  of 
Middletown ;  Rev.  A.  M.  Lord,  Providence ;  Mr.  John 
Bliss,  Brooklyn;  Mrs.  Stephen  W.  Kellogg,  Waterbury; 
Mrs.  Harriet  Q.  Sabin,  Williamstown,  Mass. ;  Mr. 
William  Bingham,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Dr.  George  P. 
Cooley,  New  Britain;  Mr.  John  J.  Corning,  New 
York;  Mrs.  Eveljm  McCurdy,  Salisbury,  New  Haven; 
Miss  Julia  Chester,  Welles,  N.  Y. ;  and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Dav- 
enport, Colorado  Springs. 

The  Hansoms  were  natives  of  Dover,  New  Hampshire. 
One  member  of  the  family,  Joseph,  came  to  Hartford, 
where  he  and  his  two  infant  sons  are  buried.  Josej^h 
died  1803.  The  stone  was  one  of  those  supposed  to  be 
lost ;  the  thorough  search  of  this  season  brought  it  to  light. 
It  has  ben  restored  by  Joseph's  great  grand-children,  the 
Misses  Goldthwaite. 

In  1639  John  Pratt  was  living  on  his  estate,  which  ex- 
tended from  the  corner  of  Asylum  almost  to  Church 
street  on  the  west  side  of  Main.  He  died  in  1655,  leaving 
two  sons.  The  elder  removed  from  Hartford ;  the  other 
lived  on  his  estate  until  1691.  His  wife  Hannah  is  the 
first  of  the  family  who  has  any  memorial  standing.  She 
died  1682.    When  the  growth  of  the  town  made  it  neces- 
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sary  to  open  a  street  toward  the  west,  it  was  put  througli 
the  center  of  the  Pratt  place  and  given  their  name.  The 
family  in  more  recent  years  has  had  large  interests  here 
and  been  identified  with  its  growth.  The  subscribers  to 
the  Pratt  fund  are  Miss  Fannie  Pratt,  Mr.  James  T. 
Pratt,  and  Mr.  James  C.  Pratt  of  Hartford;  Mrs.  Lucy 
Brace  Pratt  Kennedy,  New  York ;  Mrs.  Adela  Pratt  Gird- 
ner.  New  York  City;  and  Dr.  George  K.  Pratt,  New  Or- 
leans. Miss  Fanny  Pratt  has  also  restored  the  stone  to 
Mrs.  Sarah  Phelps,  a  daughter  of  John  Pratt,  the  settler, 
who  died  in  his  ninety-seventh  year. 

Robert  Chapman  was  sent  from  Saybrook  as  represen- 
tative to  the  General  Court;  died  here  1711.  His  memo- 
rial has  been  restored  by  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Chapman,  Mr.  T. 
B.  Chapman,  Mr.  Robert  Chapman,  Hartford;  Mrs.  Annie 
McLean  Buckingham  of  Watertown,  and  Miss  Louise  C. 
Bean. 

Since  last  year  we  have  received  additional  subscrip- 
tions from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cass  Ledyard  Goddard  of  Col- 
orado Springs ;  Mrs.  William  Hodge,  and  Miss  Mary  E. 
Weld  of  Philadelphia;  Mi'S.  Charles  S.  Fairchild,  Cazeno- 
via;  and  Mr.  Ledyard  Cogswell  of  Albany,  for  the  Led- 
yard stones.  From  Mrs.  Jotham  Goodnow  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  for  the  Woodbridge  table;  Mrs.  Lucy 
Brace  Pratt  Kennedy  of  New  York  for  Aaron  Cooke; 
Mrs.  Frederick  Stanley  of  New  Britain  for  John  Talcott 
and  Aaron  Cooke;  for  the  Ozias  and  Mary  Woodward 
Goodwin  memorial,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Rogers  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

James  Ensign  and  his  wife  Sarah  were  original  mem- 
bers of  the  Second  Church.  They  lived  on  Elm  street. 
He  died  almost  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the 
church.  To  its  pastor,  Mr.  A'\Tiiting,  he  left  five  pounds. 
Six  poimds  for  the  "building  of  a  Meeting  House."  He 
had  four  daughters,  who  married  out  of  Hartford,  and 
one  son.  Four  of  his  descendants  are  buried  here.  Mr. 
Charles  S.  Ensign  of  Newton,  Mass.,  has  cared  for  the 
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stone  of  Moses  Ensign,  who  died  1757.  Mr.  John  Albree, 
Jr.,  of  Boston,  a  great  grandson  of  Lucretia,  the  wife  of 
Thomas,  has  cared  for  her  stone. 

Thomas  Bull  was  in  Hartford  1636,  living  in  the  south- 
east part  of  the  town— an  original  member  of  Second 
Church.  The  next  year  he  was  fighting  in  the  Pequot 
War.  In  '53  he  was  a  lieutenant  in  a  company  formed 
to  fight  the  Dutch.  He  was  in  command  of  the  fort  at 
Saybrook  when  Sir  Edmund  Andros  attempted  to  get  pos- 
session. His  descendants  showed  the  same  brave  martial 
spirit  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars.  Four  generations 
from  Thomas  came  Caleb  Bull,  who  became  the  father  of 
nine  sons,  who  all  lived  to  mature  life— prominent  citi- 
zens of  Hartford.  The  family  are  raising  a  fund  to  re- 
store the  thirteen  monuments  now  standing.  The  con- 
tributors thus  far  are  Mrs.  Mary  Bull  Bunce  (Mrs. 
Frank),  Hartford;  Mr.  Charles  Gross,  Mrs.  Bertha  0. 
Mies  (Bishop  Niles),  New  Hampshire;  Mr.  Martin  Van 
Buren  Bull,  Albany;  Mrs.  Edward  Kelsey,  West  Hart- 
ford; Eev.  Brady  Ellectus  Bacchus,  New  York;  John 
Quincy  Adams,  St.  Paul ;  Lorenzo  Bull,  Quincy,  111. ; 
Charles  H.  Bull,  Quincy,  111. ;  Stephen  Bull,  Racine,  Wis. ; 
Mrs.  William  A.  Mason,  Chicago. 

James  Eichards  was  the  son  of  Thomas  of  Plymouth. 
He  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  William  Gibbons.  He 
was  a  magistrate  from  1664  to  1680,  and  a  commissioner 
to  the  United  Colonies.  He  united  to  these  public  duties 
the  business  of  a  merchant,  and  dealt  in  real  estate.  He 
died  1680,  leaving  to  the  Latin  School  in  Hartford  fifty 
pounds,  and  twenty  to  the  poor  of  Hartford.  He  has  a 
large  table  monument,  which  at  its  head  has  the  Eichards 
arms  the  same  as  the  Somerset  County  family.  An  at- 
tempt at  restoring  the  monument  was  made  some  years 
ago,  but  only  emphasized  its  decay.  On  account  of  this 
failure  the  cost  of  its  present  restoration  is  the  greatest  in 
the  ground.  The  members  of  the  family  who  have  sub- 
scribed are  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Forest,  Hartford;  Mrs.  Ju- 
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nius  T.  Morgan,  Princeton;    General   Alexander   Perry, 
Washington ;  and  Hon.  Charles  Brooker,  Ansonia. 

Wlien  the  Talcott  stones  were  cared  for  two  years  ago 
nothing  was  done  for  Joseph's,  1762.  The  face  was  gone 
and  there  was  much  doubt  if  there  was  life  enough  in  the 
material  to  admit  of  treatment;  but  this  season,  under  the 
sanction  of  Mr.  James  Talcott  of  New  York,  it  is  restored. 

The  table  to  Eev.  Samuel  Stone  is  the  most  interesting 
one  in  the  ground.  The  quality  of  the  stone  has  pre- 
vented its  crumbling.  When  it  was  erected  there  was  no 
attempt  at  smoothing  or  polishing  the  foundation  above 
ground.  It  is  as  rough  as  when  taken  from  the  quarry. 
The  inscription  covers  the  entire  top.  The  letters  are 
quaint  and  the  spelling  correct  for  the  times.  The  upper 
table  had  lost  a  large  corner.  This  has  been  suplied,  the 
riveting  being  from  the  inside.  Samuel  Stone  was  the 
third  son  of  John  of  Hertford,  England.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Emanuel  College.  For  three  years  after  gradu- 
ating he  was  a  Puritan  lecturer  at  Toucester.  He  had 
come  to  Boston  in  1633 ;  at  the  organization  of  the  church 
in  Newtown  he  was  chosen  its  teacher.  This  office  he  held 
until  Mr.  Hooker's  death,  when  he  succeeded  to  the  pas- 
torate. On  the  arrival  of  the  Colony  in  Hartford,  Mr. 
Stone,  with  Mr.  William  Groodwin,  was  appointed  to  buy 
land  of  the  Indians.  In  1637  he  was  chaplain  of  the  little 
army  that  went  out  to  the  Pequot  War.  He  afterward 
received  a  large  grant  of  land  for  his  services.  His  wife 
died  1640— a  prey  to  melancholy.  He  later  married  Eliz- 
abeth Allyn  of  Boston.  Their  home  was  on  Arch  street, 
between  William  Goodwin's  and  Thomas  Hooker's.  Of 
his  three  sons,  two  died  unmarried.  The  other  returned  to 
England  after  completing  his  studies  at  Harvard.  From 
his  five  daughters  he  has  a  large  number  of  descendants. 
Those  interested  in  the  restoration  are  Mrs.  J.  J.  Mc- 
Cook,  Mrs.  William  N.  Pelton,  and  Miss  Marjorie  Still- 
man  of  Hartford;  Mrs.  Maria  Watson  Pinney  of  Derby; 
Miss  Alice  Farnliam,  New  York;  Mrs.  Celia  A.  Shephard 
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and  Miss  Celia  A.  Shephard,  New  Britain;  Miss  Helen 
Wliiting,  West  Hartford ;  Mr.  S.  Albert  Johnson,  Booms- 
ville,  N.  Y. ;  Mr.  William  W.  Lee,  Meriden,  Mr.  George 
Talcott,  New  Britain;  Mrs.  Frederick  N.  Stanley,  New 
Britain. 

Mr.  Frederick  Church,  the  artist,  has  cared  for  the 
memorial  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Church,  who  died  1751.  Her 
husband,'  Joseph,  was  descended  from  Richard  Church, 
an  original  proprietor  of  Hartford  and  Hadley. 

Daniel  Jones  was  interested  in  the  welfare  of  this  city, 
and  especially  in  perfecting  its  military  organizations. 
His  first  wife,  Olive  Tinker,  is  buried  by  his  side  in  the 
west  part  of  the  ground.  His  second  wife,  Rhoda 
Mather,  lived  until  burials  were  not  allowed  in  the  old 
ground.  Levi  Jones  was  one  of  the  victims  of  the  school 
house  explosion.  Amasa  and  Hope  Jones,  his  wife,  and 
Pantry  lie  in  other  parts  of  the  ground.  The  various 
stones  have  been  restored  by  Miss  Susan  M.  Day,  and 
Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Day,  New  Haven;  Mr.  Robert  Web- 
ster Day,  Buffalo;  Mrs.  Thomas  K.  Beecher,  Elmira; 
Thomas  Thatcher,  New  York;  and  Mr.  John  Pantry 
Jones,  Windsor. 

The  Hinsdale  family  were  interested  in  early  manufac- 
ture in  Hartford.  At  one  time  members  of  the  family 
owned  the  south  half  of  Charter  Oak  Place.  The  stones 
of  Barnabas,  who  died  1724,  and  his  wife  Magdaline  have 
been  cared  for  by  Miss  Cornelia  Hinsdale,  Lakewood, 
N.J. 

Dr.  Elikim  Fish  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Stillman  Fish,  have 
one  of  the  two  tables  of  which  the  tablet  for  inscription  is 
marble.  The  restoration  has  been  expensive  and  difficult. 
Mr.  George  C.  Buell,  of  Rochester,  a  great  grandson,  has 
defrayed  the  expense.  Elikim  Fish  was  born  1741,  grad- 
uated at  Yale  1760.  He  was  a  successful  physician  here 
until  his  death  in  1804.  He  was  the  first  president  of 
Hartford  County  Medical  Society.  His  only  child,  Becca, 
married  a  son  of  Colonel— later,  Hon.  Jesse  Root,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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Colonel  John  AUyn  was  the  eldest  son  of  Hon.  Matthew 
AUyn  of  Windsor.  He  married  in  1651  Ann  Smith, 
granddaughter  of  William  Pyneheon,  founder  of  Spring- 
field. For  a  wedding  present,  his  father  gave  him  a 
large  tract  of  land  in  Hartford.  He  held  almost  every 
office  in  the  gift  of  the  colony,  except  that  of  Governor. 
He  was  a  deputy  and  magistrate,  officer  from  cornet  to 
colonel  in  the  troops,  secretary  of  the  Colony  for  thirty- 
five  years,  appointed  by  Winthrop  together  with  Samuel 
Wyllys  and  John  Talcott,  to  have  the  custody  of  the  char- 
ter, a  commissioner  of  the  United  Colonies.  He  and  Gov- 
ernor Treat  constituted  the  Colonial  representatives  of 
Andros  's  council,  and  he  was  Judge  of  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  Hartford  County.  He  translated,  with  addi- 
tions and  alterations,  John  Mason's  history  of  the  Pe- 
quots.  Late  in  life  he  married  the  widow  of  Samuel 
Welles,  and  died  1696,  leaving  six  daughters,  one  of 
whom  married  a  New  Haven  Allyn.  His  descendants 
who  have  cared  for  the  stone  are  Miss  Fanny  Pratt,  Miss 
Alice  Stillman,  Mr.  Francis  Richards,  and  Mr.  James  T. 
Pratt  of  Hartford ;  Mrs.  Frederick  N.  Stanley,  New  Brit- 
ain; Mr.  Ralph  Ensign  of  Simsbury;  Mr.  Edward  Har- 
land  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Brace  Pratt  Kennedy,  N.  Y. ;  and  Mr. 
J.  William  Allyn  and  Captain  W.  B.  Hotchkiss,  New 
York.  At  the  foot  of  Colonel  Allyn 's  table  is  the  grave 
of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Anna,  wife  of  Joseph  Whiting,  and 
that  of  his  grandson  Joseph.  Mr.  Joseph  Whiting,  treas- 
urer of  the  Colony  from  1678-1719,  was  buried  at  New 
Haven. 

The  first  Eggleston  in  Colonial  history  was  Bagot,  born 
1590;  married  in  England  Sarah  Talcott,  supposed  to  be  a 
sister  of  the  Worshipful  John  Talcott  of  Hartford.  He 
was  in  Dorchester  1630,  in  Windsor  1635.  He  died  there 
1674.  His  son  James  was  in  the  Pequot  war.  The  fam- 
ily intermarried  into  the  Enos  and  Olcotts.  Elihu's  wife 
was  Elizabeth  Olcott.  He  died  1803.  Miss  Oliva  Eggles- 
ton Phelps  Stokes  of  New  York  has  cared  for  his  stone. 
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Tlie  name  Beauchamp  was  extinct  here  in  1740,  when 
John  died,  aged  eighty-eight.  He  left  descendants  who 
married  Sheldons,  Chenevards,  Sigonmeys  and  Law- 
rences. His  wife  Margaret  died  1737.  They  are  buried 
in  the  west  of  the  ground— cared  for  by  Miss  Elizabeth 
Sheldon  of  this  city. 

Hezekiah  Brainerd,  son  of  Daniel  and  Hannah  Spencer 
Brainerd,  was  a  representative  in  the  General  Assembly, 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  a  member  of  the  Senate.  The 
Legislature  gave  him  for  services  three  hundred  acres  in 
Goshen.  He  married  Dorothy  Hohert  Mason,  daughter  of 
the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Hohert  of  Haddam.  Hezekiah  died 
while  attending  Legislature  in  Hartford  1727,  aged  forty- 
six.     Stone  restored  by  Mr.  John  C.  Sims  of  Philadelphia. 

Of  the  Wadsworth  family  it  is  almost  unnecessary  to 
speak.  Hartford  itself  is  their  memorial.  There  is 
hardly  a  benevolent,  financial,  or  patriotic  object  which 
originated  in  the  times  of  the  Colonial  and  early  Ameri- 
can years  in  which  their  influence  was  not  a  leading  fea- 
ture. Colonel  Wadsworth 's  record  in  the  Eevolutionary 
War  is  a  part  of  history.  Several  of  their  monuments 
were  renovated  by  the  family  in  recent  years.  The  Rev. 
Daniel's  and  Abigail  Wadsworth 's  table  was  cared  for 
when  those  of  the  clergymen  of  the  First  Church  were 
done.  Dr.  Gurdon  Russell  has  assumed  the  renovation 
of  Mrs.  Millicent  Wadsworth 's,  his  grandmother.  The 
broken  shaft  at  the  entrance  to  the  ground  is  being 
cared  for  by  Mrs.  H.  B.  Closson  of  Orange,  N.  J. ;  Miss 
Julia  W.  Closson,  Washington;  Mrs.  Frederick  N.  Stan- 
ley, New  Britain. 

Two  years  ago  members  of  the  Beach  family  restored 
several  family  stones.  This  season  they  have  done  the 
remaining  ones— Elizabeth  Nabby  and  Ashbel  Steel,  and 
the  large  monument  to  Mrs.  Whitman. 

Some  work  has  been  done  in  each  of  the  family  groups. 
There  is  none  where  more  money  is  needed,  and  in  all 
family  interest  is  at  work  to  raise  it. 
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Southwest  of  the  central  shaft  are  memorials  to  fami- 
lies connected  by  marriage— Smiths,  Strongs,  Goodrichs 
and  Cottons.  A  large  table  commemorates  Solomon  and 
Anna  Hyde  Smith.  By  its  side  is  an  iimisTially  tall  head- 
stone to  Solomon,  Jr.  Long  ago  this  lost  its  face.  AVhen 
it  came  to  be  cared  for  the  entire  back  was  found  standing 
against  a  thin  shell— all  that  was  left  of  the  stone.  Its 
complete  restoration  is  very  pleasing.  To  the  west  is  a 
table  to  the  two  wives  and  son  of  the  Rev.  Nathan  Strong, 
the  predecessor  of  Dr.  Hawes.  The  first  Mrs.  Strong  was 
a  daughter  of  Solomon  Smith.  Another  daughter,  Mrs. 
Abigail  Goodrich,  wife  of  Chauncey,  left  no  children. 
Mrs.  Emily  Goodrich  Curtis  has  been  instrumental  in  re- 
storing it.  Mrs.  Curtis  has  miniatures,  portraits,  and 
pieces  of  silver  that  belonged  to  the  family.  Chauncey 
Goodrich  has  no  memorial.  He  was  a  man  of  influence. 
He  graduated  at  Yale  1779,  was  in  the  State  Legislature, 
mayor  of  the  city,  delegate  to  Hartford  Convention  1814, 
and  in  Congress  six  years,  where  he  showed  himself  a 
man  of  ability.  President  Jefferson  said  of  him,  "That 
white-headed  Yankee  from  Connecticut  is  the  most  diffi- 
cult man  to  deal  with  in  the  Senate."  Solomon  Smith 
was  a  deacon  in  the  First  Church.  In  1812  his  son  Reu- 
ben gave  to  the  church  in  memory  of  his  father  a  pulpit 
Bible.  It  had  gold  clasps  and  comers,  valued  at  $100. 
In  time  these  disappeared  and  were  replaced  by  the 
church  with  silver  ones.  As  the  Bible  is  now  used  there 
is  no  metal  upon  it.  Mr.  Eustace  Smith  of  Peoria,  111.,  a 
grandson  and  great-grandson  of  the  Smiths,  has  restored 
the  stones.  He  wrote  many  interesting  details  of  his  fam- 
ily and  of  a  visit  he  made  to  the  late  James  Hosmer  when 
the  settlers'  shaft  was  new,  but  in  that  early  day  many 
stones  had  crumbled  beyond  recognition.  To  complete 
this  group  without  the  assistance  of  the  Chapter  requires 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  most  remarkable  piece  of  work  done  is  the  restora- 
tion of  a  headstone  to  Austin  Ledyard.     It  lay  upon  tlie 
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ground  in  small  pieces.  Mueh  of  it  returned  to  sand. 
The  parts  were  picked  up,  placed  upon  a  table  and 
matclied  like  a  dissected  map— the  design  of  the  carving 
picked  out  line  by  line  and  a  sketch  made  of  it.  The  dif- 
ferent parts  were  joined  and  a  new  face  wrought  into  it. 
As,  it  stands  now  it  seems  impossible  that  it  can  have  been 
made  from  the  wreck.     It  was  quite  expensive. 

Two  brothers  named  Spencer  lived  in  Cambridge  until 
1637-9,  when  they  removed  to  Hartford.  They  both 
served  in  the  early  wars.  William  was  a  founder  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  of  Boston.  Later  he 
was  on  the  committee  to  revise  the  laws  of  Connecticut. 
His  descendants  were  people  of  influence.  The  stones  of 
Obadiah,  1741,  and  Abigail,  1725,  have  been  cared  for  by 
a  collateral  relation. 

To  Dr.  Hoadly  we  give  our  thanks,  not  only  for  the  use 
of  his  invaluable  book  of  epitaphs,  without  which  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  do  the  work ;  but  for  the  many  in- 
teresting bits  of  local  history  with  which  his  memory  is 
stored.  To  Mr.  Charles  P.  Cooley  for  much  work  on  our 
behalf,  and  to  Mr.  Horace  Mather  for  genealogical  infor- 
mation too  involved  for  our  solution.

A  little  Hebron  history  may  be  preserved  by  extracts 
from  a  sermon  preached  in  Grilead,  Nov.  17,  1842,  by  the 
pastor,  Rev.  Charles  Nichols ;  text,  Psalms,  145-4 :  "One 
generation  shall  praise  Thy  works  to  another  and  shall 
declare  Thy  mighty  acts :"  He  states  that  he  will  place 
before  them  some  incidents  and  facts  connected  with  the 
history  of  the  town  and  parish  in  which  "we  have  our 
location. ' ' 

"Before  entering  upon  the  subject  it  is  proper  that  I 
should  notify  you  that  the  sources  of  accurate  informa- 
tion respecting  the  early  history  of  this  town  are  very 
few,  and  there  is  much  that  would  probably  be  of  great 
interest  to  us  which  has  transpired  since  its  settlement 
is  entirely  lost.  There  are  no  town  records  to  be  found 
anterior  to  the  year  1708  and  but  one  record  of  that  date. 

"Respecting  the  original  state  of  all  that  tract  now  in- 
cluded in  the  limits  of  Hebron,  we  suppose  it  was  one 
dense  and  unbroken  forest,  in  which  roamed  the  beast  and 
the  wild  and  savage  nations  of  the  country.  Relics  of  the 
Indians  are  still  found  occasionally  in  our  fields.  The 
original  owner  of  this  soil  previous  to  any  settlement  of 
white  inhabitants  in  this  town  was  an  Indian  sachem  by 
the  name  of  Joshua.  The  first  settlers  received  the  land 
as  Joshua  Sachem  legatees.  The  first  settlement  was 
commenced  in  the  town  of  Hebron  by  men  from  Windsor, 
Saybrook,  Northampton  and  Long  Island  in  the  year 
1704.  No  records  can  be  found  anterior  to  1708  a  part  of 
this,  and  all  that  was  made  anterior  being  lost. 

"In  December,  1709,  it  appears  that  there  was  a  town 
meeting,  that  Nathaniel  Phelps  was  chosen  town  clerk, 
Stephen  Post,  Timothy  Phelps  and  Samuel  Palmer, 
selectmen ;  and  Edwin  Sawyer  was  chosen  constable. 
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' '  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  on  the  petition  of 
Stephen  Post  and  others  in  behalf  of  the  legatees  of 
Joshua  Sachem,  incorporated  the  town  of  Hebron,  but 
with  limited  privileges,  in  the  year  1707.  In  the  year 
1710  the  town  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  for  lib- 
erty to  tax  all  the  land  in  Hebron  township  for  civil  and 
religious  use.  The  facts  in  the  case  seem  to  have  been 
these:  Joshua's  legatees  and  his  assigns  claimed  all  the 
land  within  the  limits  of  the  present  township,  except  a 
piece  at  the  north  and  south  end,  and  these  two  tracts 
north  and  south  of  the  town  were  claimed  by  Major  John 
Mason  and  his  assigns.  Between  these  claimants  fre- 
quent and  grevious  controversies  arose  respecting  their 
lines  and  boundaries,  and  probably  Mason's  men  refused 
to  pay  the  taxes  to  Joshua's  legatees,  and  this  was  the 
ground  for  the  forementioned  petition  'for  liberty  to  tax 
all  the  land  in  the  township. ' 

"One  of  the  first  objects  of  the  town  after  the  settle- 
ment was  commenced  was  that  of  establishing  Gospel  in- 
stitutions employing  a  minister  and  preparing  them  a 
place  for  the  public  worship  of  God ;  and  we  have  a  dis- 
tinct record  as  early  as  1712  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  town  to  procure  a  minister  and  agree  upon  his 
salary. 

"In  1714  a  committee  was  appointed  to  agree  upon  a 
place  to  build  a  meeting  house.  The  people,  however, 
were  not  united  as  to  the  location  of  the  meeting  house, 
and  the  consequence  was  some  altercations  and  contro- 
versy among  them.  On  this  point  it  is  proper  to  remind 
you  that  at  this  time  (1714)  Hebron,  Gilead,  Andover  and 
Marlborough  were  all  included  in  Hebron,  and  that  all  the 
Ecclesiastical  Societies '  business  as  well  as  civil  business, 
was  transacted  in  town  meeting— the  society  was  the  town 
—and  I  conclude  every  legal  voter  in  town  was  also  a 
voter  with  respect  to  society  matters. 

"We  can  easily  see  then  that  when  the  town  had  de- 
cided the  previous  question  to  build  them  a  house  of 
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prayer,  the  other  question,  where  the  house  should  stand, 
would  give  occasion  for  strife  and  division.  In  1716  the 
town  applied  to  the  General  Assembly  with  reference  to 
this  question— where  their  meeting  house  should  stand. 

"The  Assembly  in  those  times  held  the  power  in  re- 
ligious matters  as  well  as  civil,  and  stood  in  the  relation 
of  a  sort  of  father  to  the  churches,  a  thing,  of  course,  that 
we  at  this  day  should  regard  as  very  singular  and  highly 
improper. 

"On  the  application  of  the  town  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture to  decide  for  them  where  their  meeting  house  should 
stand,  a  committee  was  apointed  who  came  out  to  Hebron, 
examined  the  ground,  and  finally  pitched  upon  the  place 
on  Hebron  Green  for  a  meeting  house,  where  still  a  meet- 
ing house  was  standing  till  within  the  last  ten  or  twelve 
years.  In  1715  Mr.  John  Bliss  was  employed  as  the  first 
minister  for  the  town  and  continued  his  labors  to  1734. 
In  1716  the  first  meeting  house  was  erected.  In  dimen- 
sions the  house  was  40  feet  by  30  feet  with  19  feet  post, 
but  though  raised  and  covered  the  house  was  not  com- 
pleted for  several  years,  petitions  being  presented  to  the 
town  meeting  from  time  to  time  for  liberty  to  build  new 
pews  in  the  galleries  and  finally  over  the  gallery  stairs, 
for  want  of  room,  as  late  as  May,  1730. 

"It  appears  by  records  that  Elizabeth  Curtis,  Sybil 
Post  and  five  more  ladies  presented  their  humble  peti- 
tion to  the  town  meeting  showing  that  'the  seats  in  the 
back  part  of  the  gallery  are  much  shattered  and  broken 
so  that  it  is  very  uncomfortable  sitting  there  on  the  Sab- 
bath, '  praying  for  liberty  to  build  a  pew  for  themselves, 
provided  they  shall  take  a  suitable  number  to  fill  it,  '  and 
if  any  shall  leave  the  pew  and  sit  somewhere  else,  it  shall 
be  kept  full,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  vacancy  there  and 
the  house  crowded  somewhere  else.'  The  petition  was 
granted  on  the  above  conditions. 

"The  society  of  Andover  was  incorporated  in  May, 
1747,  and  fro^i  that  time  the  society  records  in  Hebron 
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were  kept  separate  from  the  town  records.  It  became 
necessary  for  want  of  room,  either  to  build  a  new  house  of 
worship  or  enlarge  the  old  one.  The  latter  course  was 
finally  voted  and  timbers  were  drawn  and  prepared  to 
enlarge  the  old  house.  This  was  in  1747.  In  the  night 
of  October  8,  1747,  the  old  meeting  house  was  set  on  fire 
by  an  incendiary  and  burned  down.     Afterwards  it  was 

found  to  have  been  done  by .     He  was  prosecuted 

and  committed  to  jail  and  afterwards  sold  to  Samuel  Gil- 
bert, Esq.,  in  service  to  pay  damages  and  costs. 

"We  come  now  to  the  date  when  the  parish  of  Grilead 
was  set  off  from  Hebron  and  incorporated,  May,  1748. 
The  first  record  made  is  that  of  a  society  meeting  June 
13,  1748.  Capt.  Joseph  Phelps  was  chosen  moderator; 
WiUiam  Sumner,  society  clerk;  Capt.  Benoni  Trumbull, 
Mr.  Josiah  Mack  and  Ensign  Sam  Gilbert,  society's  com- 
mittee; Mr.  Ichabod  Phelps,  collector. 

"In  Sept.,  1748,  the  vote  was  passed,  with  only  one  in 
the  negative,  to  build  a  house  for  worship  and  somewhere 
between  that  date  and  May,  1749,  the  meeting  house  was 
framed  and  raised. 

"Rev.  Elijah  Lothrop  was  ordained  and  installed  pas- 
tor April  1,  1752,  and  was  pastor  more  than  forty-five 
years,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Aug.  3,  1797,  ae.  72 
yrs.,  8  mos.,  15  days.  On  the  grave  stone  is  the  follow- 
ing: 

'Behold  our  Reverend  Sire  assends 
Swift  to  the  Reims  of  endless  day 
Celestial  Choirs  his  flight  attend 
An  Mark  for  him  his  glorious  way. ' 

"He  was  connected  in  marriage  with  Silence  Leonard 
(of  Raynham,  Mass.,)  daughter  of  Zephaniah  Leonard. 
She  survived  her  husband  a  little  over  two  years  until 
Oct.  15,  1799.  On  her  tombstone  we  find  this:  'She 
filled  her  sphere  with  becoming  dignity— tenderly  nursed 
her  numerous  offspring— persevered  to  the  end  in  the 
Christian  faith  and  died  in  the  hope  of  an  endless  life. 
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"Tliey  had,  I  am  told,  eleven  children,  ten  of  whom 
were  daughters.  The  son  was  Elijah  Leonard  Lothrop, 
and  his  son,  a  grandson  of  Parson  and  Madame  Lothrop, 
was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  a  man  of  more  than  ordi- 
nary talents. 

"The  next  pastor  was  Rev.  Nathan  Gilbert,  who  was 
ordained  Nov.  13,  1799,  and  honorably  dismissed  by 
mutual  consent  Jany.  28,  1824.  The  next  pastor  was  Rev. 
Charles  Nichols,  ordained  Sept.  28,  1826. 

"The  year  1830  will  ever  be  remembered  as  an  especi- 
ally distressing  one:  twenty  deaths  occurred  that  year; 
the  mortality  in  the  Ellis  family  was  unusual  and  heart- 
rending—from Sept.  4th  to  Oct.  20th,  six  were  carried 
from  the  house  to  the  grave. 

"The  year  1838  will  for  a  long  time  be  a  memorable 
year,  as  that  in  which  we  built  and  dedicated  to  the  triune 
God  this  house  of  worship. 

"We  are  reminded  daily  that  names  which  were  once 
familiar  here  are  now  known  no  more  in  the  place,  for 
example  our  Polly  corner,  our  Jagger  lane,  our  Asher 
lot,  our  Buell  road,  our  Dunham  lane,  and  Sulton  corner, 
our  Townsend  and  Wilcox  farms,  but  where  are  the  per- 
sons to  whom  these  places  are  entitled  for  their  names? 
Gone! 

"I  pass  to  the  subject  of  education.  Facts  justify  me 
in  saying  that  the  people  of  this  parish  have  from  the  first 
shown  a  high  regard  for  the  education  of  their  children. 
Several  have  taken  their  degrees  at  college : 

"Aaron  Hutchinson  grad.  Yale,  1747;  settled  as  a  min- 
ister in  Vt. 

"Clement  Sumner  of  Yale,  1742;  settled  in  New  Hamp- 
shire.   His  brother  William  died  while  in  Yale  College. 

"Benj.  Trumbull,  D.  D.,  grad.  Yale,  1759,  settled  in 
North  Haven,  Conn.;  a  distinguished  divine  and  author 
of  History  of  Conn,  and  other  valuable  works. 

"John  T.  Peters,  grad.  Yale,  1789;  one  of  the  judges 
of  this  State ;  was  a  native  of  Gilead. 
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"Hon.  Sylvester  Gilbert,  grad.  Dartmouth,  1775;  was 
elected  to  the  General  Court  before  he  was  twenty-five 
years  of  age  and  was  chosen  thirty  times  to  represent  the 
town  in  the  legislature,  at  that  time  meeting  twice  a  year. 

' '  Prince  Bryant  Hall,  grad.  Yale,  1769 ;  became  a  mer- 
chant in  Vt.,  and  John  Hall,  his  uncle,  grad.  1769,  and  be- 
came a  minister. 

"Daniel  Bishop  Brown,  grad.  Yale,  1800;  Elijah  L. 
Lothrop,  1787;  Henry  Brown  in  1808;  Charles  Cham- 
pion Gilbert  in  1817 ;  Edwin  Randolph  Gilbert  in  1829. 

"Carter  Hutchinson,  Brown  University;  James  Way, 
Washington  College,  and  many  others  have  been  fitted 
for  the  learned  professions,  among  the  number  Absalom 
Peters,  John  Dunham,  John  S.  Peters,  Alfred  Townsend, 
Augustus  Brown,  Ephraim  Brown,  Ira  Hutchinson, 
Fletcher  Sumner  and  Tudor  Sumner.  All  obtained  a  lib- 
eral education  and  few  probably  have  at  any  time  been 
found  in  this  place  who  could  not  both  read  and  write. 

"Great  changes  have  occurred  since  the  settlement  of 
the  town— the  spelling  of  names  has  changed  in  some  in- 
stances. Eollo  was  spelled  originally  Raleigh;  also  Row- 
ley, now  RoUo.  Horton  was  spelled  Houghton  and  Her- 
ton,  Gilbert  spelled  Gilbard,  Leothrop  also  Lathrop. 

"Fashions  with  respect  to  dress  and  equipage  have 
undergone  many  changes.  The  day  has  gone  by  for 
ladies  to  appear  in  the  house  of  God  in  linen  short  gowns 
of  their  own  manufacture  as  did  our  good  grandmothers. 
We  do  not  see  now  a  man  and  his  wife  riding  the  same 
horse  to  meeting— the  wife  upon  the  pillion,  and  main- 
taining her  balance  by  means  of  her  right  arm  thrown 
around  her  husband.  The  minister  does  not  now  as 
formerly  appear  with  his  small  clothes,  buckles  large 
white  wig,  and  cocked  hat,  those  emblems  of  dignity  have 
passed  away  before  the  improvements  of  the  age,  as  dark- 
ness before  the  rising  sun.  The  style  of  building  is 
changed,  also  the  manner  of  cultivating  the  soil. 

"Once  every  man  must  be  called  by  his  title  as  Ser- 
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geant,  Ensign,  Lieut.,  Captain  being  more  common  in 
ancient  records  than  Mr. 

"Last  but  not  least,  the  days  of  strong  drink  have  in 
some  good  measure  passed  away.  Early  in  1800  a  family 
would  not  be  considered  as  supplied  with  the  necessaries 
of  life  if  it  were  not  furnished  with  its  decanter  well  filled 
with  which  to  cheer  the  hearts  of  visiting  friends.  Who 
now  thinks  of  showing  in  this  way  his  hospitality  to  neigh- 
bors and  friends  ? 

"Respecting  the  lands  in  this  jolace  most  of  them  have 
passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  original  holders. 

"Respecting  sickness  and  death,  the  year  1775  was  one 
of  distressing  mortality,  there  being  thirty-one  deaths, 
three  by  the  name  of  Mack— and  I  have  previously  spoken 
of  the  year  1830— the  mortality  in  the  Ellis  family."

Beautiful  for  situation  is  the  home  of  Wm.  E.  Hunger- 
ford of  Hadlyme  overlooking  the  valley  of  the  Connec- 
ticut where  have  dwelt  for  many  generations  the  Hunger- 
ford descendants  of  their  English  ancestors,  Lord  Wal- 
ter and  Lady  Hungerford  of  Wiltshire,  England.  Their 
"twin-tombs"  with  brass  effigies  can  be  seen  today  in 
the  Salisbury  Cathedral.  A  brother,  Lord  Robert,  re- 
poses in  the  same  cathedral  to  which  he  had  added  what 
was  known  as  the  Hungerford  Chapel,  with  the  family 
coat-of-arms  and  "Knight  of  the  Garter,"  inscription, 
in  relief  upon  the  walls.  Later  we  find  them  as  builders 
of  Hungerford  Square,  now  Trafalgar,  and  a  bridge  of 
the  same  name  spanned  the  Thames.  Prom  "London 
Town"  to  "New  London  Town,"  in  Connecticut  and  pari 
of  the  grounds  of  Fort  Trumbull  of  today  v.'eYe  in  the 
"land-grants"  to  the  Hungerfords,  1650,  show  the  rec- 
ords. 

The  first  selectman  on  the  town  books  of  Haddam— 
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1704— is  a  Hungerford.  The  family  and  cliurcli  burying 
plots  show  massive  shaft  and  slab  by  the  scores,  includ- 
ing many  a  ' '  Son  of  the  Revolution. ' ' 

For  generations  the  town  of  East  Haddam  has  been 
the  home  of  the  Hungerfords,  since  the  first  of  the  name 
crossed  the  sea  in  16-10.  In  the  early  days,  after  securing 
land  grants  in  Hartford,  they  drifted  southward  to  Pe- 
quot,  now  New  London,  and  the  present  Fort  Trumbull 
site  was  included  in  a  timber  reservation  of  the  Hunger- 
fords. 

The  Hungerfords  were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Had- 
dam and  Lyme,  from  which  comes  the  twin  combination, 
"Had-lyme, "  as  applied  to  this  village.  In  Eevolution- 
ary  times.  Captain  Zac  Hungerford  was  in  command  of 
both  Fort  Trumbull  and  Fort  Griswold. 

Thomas  Hungerford  moved  from  New  London  with 
his  family  to  Hadlyme  as  early  as  1692.  He  was  a  black- 
smith and  in  consideration  of  his  trade  the  society  of  East 
Haddam  gave  him  a  section  of  land  and  he  was  the  first 
selectman  of  the  town  of  East  Haddam.

"In  the  same  ship  with  Col.  Fenwick  and  the  'Guilford 
Company'  came  the  Rev'd  Henry  Wliitfield,  their  first 
pastor  and  teacher,  Francis  Bushnell  the  elder,  Francis 
Bushnell  the  younger,  his  dau.  Sarah  and  Joseph  Ingham 
to  Guilford,  June  1,  1639,  the  name  of  Joseph  Ingham 
appears  third  on  the  plantation  covenant  of  Guilford. 
{This  last  statement  is  incorrect.)  Francis  Bushnell  the 
elder,  who  was  the  common  father  of  the  Bushnells  in 
this  country,  died  in  Guilford,  in  1G46.  Deacon  Francis 
Bushnell,  his  dau.  Sarah,  and  Joseph  Ingham  removed  to 
Saybrook  in  1648,  where  Deacon  Bushnell,  who  was  a 
miller,  built  the  first  mill  in  that  town,  afterward  called 
Jones  Mill.

Henry  Lord  Mack  had  an  aunt  and  uncle  in  New 
Britain,  Charlotte  Russell  and  Leverett  Kussell,  and  an 
aunt  in  Middletown,  Conn.,  Euth  Derby. 

Christian  L.  Mack,  65,  died  after  an  illness  of  14 
months  Monday  afternoon  at  3 :50.  He  had  been  ailing- 
more  or  less  during  the  past  three  years,  but  kept  around 
and  worked  occasionally  to  within  about  14  months. 
He  was  a  caster  by  trade,  and  came  to  this  town  about  31 
years  ago,  working  for  A.  N.  Woolson  until  1894,  when 
he  left  the  factory  on  account  of  poor  health.  He  was 
a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  and  served  in  Company  G, 
Sixth  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers.  He  was  the 
last  of  his  regiment  to  leave  Fort  Wagner,  and  then  he 
took  two  wounded  men  out  with  him.  He  was  wounded 
in  the  left  arm  at  the  battle  of  Drury's  Bluff.  He  was 
born  in  Wuertemberg,  and  came  to  this  country  when  16 
years  old,  and  settled  in  New  Britain.  Here  he  married 
Miss  Hatty  Wells.  In  1876  he  married  Mrs.  Mary  Gil- 
bert. He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  son,  Louis  Frederick, 
and  a  sister  in  New  Britain.  The  funeral  will  take  place 
from  his  late  residence  next  Thursday  afternoon  at  2  p. 
m. ;  d.  in  1902,  Watertown,  Conn. 

Norman  E.  Mack,  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Buffalo 
Times,  is  one  of  the  best  known  newspaper  men  in  the 
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State  of  New  York,  and  in  politics  his  fame  is  national, 
as  a  leader  in  the  councils  of  the  Democratic  party. 

Mr.  Mack  was  born  July  24, 1857,  and  is  in  the  full  flush 
of  virile  and  vigorous  manhood.  He  established  the  Buf- 
falo Sunday  Times  in  1879.  The  paper  had  for  some  time 
an  uphill  struggle.  The  Buffalo  public  was  not  educated 
up  to  Norman  E.  Mack's  idea  of  calling  a  spade  a  spade 
and  of  handing  men  and  measures  without  gloves.  They 
soon  found  out,  however,  that  the  Sunday  Times  was  just 
the  paper  that  they  were  looking  for  and  that  the  only 
fault  that  it  had  was  that  it  only  came  to  them  once  in  a 
week,  which  seemed  like  once  in  a  lifetime.  This  fault 
was  remedied  in  1883,  when  the  Buffalo  Evening  Times 
first  saw  the  light. 

From  its  initial  number  the  daily  gained  in  circulation 
and  influence  and  was  soon  recognized  as  the  organ  of 
the  Democratic  party  in  Western  New  York. 

It  was  then  that  Mr.  Mack  commenced  to  devote  to  poli- 
tics all  the  time  he  could  spare  from  the  demands  of  the 
paper  upon  his  every  hour,  and  to  shaping  out  for  himself 
a  political  career.  He  has  now  been  active  in  politics  for 
over  fifteen  years,  and  has  been  the  leader  of  his  party  in 
Western  New  York  for  the  past  five.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Democratic  State  Committee  for  a  number  of 
years  and  was  chosen  delegate  to  the  National  Conven- 
tion in  1896  and  1900.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee  from  this  State,  at  the 
last  convention  held  in  Kansas  City.

Sewell  Tiffany  Mack  came  to  America  from  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  about  1770  (possibly  earlier)  and  settled  in  Staf- 
ford, Connecticut.  He  there  married  a  sister  of  Rev. 
Isaac  Foster,  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  of 
that  town  for  many  years.  He  had  two  sons,  one  of  them 
named  Sewell  Mather  Mack  who  married  Hannah,  daugh- 
ter of  Deacon  Jedediah  Cady,  of  Stafford.  The  Cady 
family  was  very  numerous  in  Tolland  county.  Jedediah 
Cady  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier;  served  in  Captain 
Roswell  Grant's  company  of  Colonel  Obadiah  Johnson's 
Regiment,  Connecticut  Militia,  enlisting  Jany.  7,  1778,  at 
Stafford,  Conn.  He  also  served  in  Ebenezer  Per- 
kins' Company  First  Connecticut  Regiment,  com- 
manded by  Col.  Josiah  Starr,  enrolled  July  1, 
1780.  (Authority  Record  and  Pension  Office,  War 
Dept.,  Washington,  D.  C.)  His  brother,  Abner  Cady, 
also  served  in  one  of  the  same  regiments  and  in  another. 
Sewell  Mather  Mack  had  four  children:  Sewell  Mather, 
Lydia,  Isaac  Foster  and  John.  The  exact  date  of  Sewell 
Mather  Mack's  birth  I  have  not,  but  he  died  in  1812  leav- 
ing a  widow  and  the  four  children  named.  Isaac  Foster 
Mack,  was  born  in  1806  at  Stafford,  and  died  in  Chicago 
in  August,  1886,  in  his  eightieth  year.    He  was  educated 
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in  part  at  Munson  Academy,  Massacliusetts.  He  took  a 
partial  course  at  anotlier  academy  and  in  1825  went  to 
Rochester,  New  York,  where  he  taught  a  private  school 
for  some  time.  He  was  then  elected  a  member  of  the 
j.oard  of  Aldermen  of  Rochester  and  founded  the  first 
public  school  or  common  school  in  that  city.  Subsequently 
another  free  school  was  opened  and  he  was  chosen  super- 
intendent of  public  education  and  served  for  many  years 
until  he  removed  to  "Wisconsin,  in  1848.  He  renewed  his 
active  work  as  an  educator  in  a  little  town  where  he  set- 
tled in  Wisconsin  and  in  1870  removed  to  Englewood,  now 
a  part  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  He  was  chosen  superin- 
tendent of  the  public  schools  of  Englewood  and  served 
in  that  capacity  until  Englewood  was  incorporated  in  the 
City  of  Chicago.  Isaac  Foster  Mack,  the  son  of  Sewell 
Mather  Mack,  married  Clarissa  Beebe,  daughter  of  Dea- 
con Asa  Beebe,  Jr.,  of  Monroe  County,  New  York. 

Asa  Beebe,  Jr.,  son  of  Asa  Beebe,  was  born  in  Colches- 
ter, Connecticut,  removed  to  Winhall,  Vt.,  in  1772  or  1773. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Colonial  Council  and 
was  chosen  representative  from  Bennington  County  to  the 
first  Legislature  of  Vermont.  Later  he  removed  to  Mon- 
roe County,  New  York. 

Clarissa  Beebe  was  on  her  mother 's  side  and  also  on  her 
father's  mother's  side  a  lineal  descendant  of  Robert  Day, 
one  of  the  founders  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  whose  name 
is  on  the  founders'  monument  of  that  city.  Her  mother 
was  Lydia  Day,  and  her  father's  mother  was  a  Day. 
Isaac  Foster  Mack  had  by  his  first  wife  seven  sons,  four 
of  whom  are  living,  viz. :  Westcott  Beebe  Mack,  of  Brod- 
head,  Wisconsin;  William  C,  of  Chicago;  Isaac  Foster 
and  John  T.,  of  Sandusky,  Ohio.  By  his  second  wife, 
Frances  Day,  he  had  four  children  now  living,  one  of  them, 
a  son,  Franklin  D.  Mack,  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York 
Life  Insurance  company  in  New  York.  Wescott  B. 
Mack  is  a  contractor  and  builder;  William  C.  Mack  is  con- 
nected with  a  manufacturing  establishment  in  Chicago, 
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and  Isaac  Foster  and  Jolm  T.  Mack  are  the  publishers  and 
proprietors  of  the  Sandusky  Register,  the  former  its 
editor  and  the  latter  its  business  manager.  Isaac  Fos- 
ter Mack  enlisted  in  the  spring  of  1861,  while  a  student 
in  Oberlin  College,  in  Co.  C,  7th  Regt.,  0.  V.  I.,  was  taken 
prisoner  after  the  battle  of  Cross  Lanes,  W.  Va.,  in  Au- 
gust of  that  year,  and  was  confined  for  about  a  year  in 
Libbey  Prison,  Richmond,  Va.,  Perish  Prison,  N.  C,  being 
Libbey  Prison,  Richmond,  Va.,  Parish  Prison,  New  Or- 
leans, and  at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  being  paroled  while  in  the 
last  named  prison.  He  served  for  some  years  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  Home, 
later  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Ohio  Hospital  for  Epileptics,  and 
in  1892-3  as  Commander  of  the  Ohio  Department  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  John  T.  Mack  is  now  serv- 
ing his  third  term  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, and  his  fourteenth  year  as  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Ohio  Dailies.     (Nov.,  1901.)

There  are  few  of  the  early  New  England  families 
more  difficult  to  trace  and  distinguish  between  than 
those  of  the  Martins,  and  especially  of  the  John  Martins. 
At  an  early  period  there  were  in  Massachusetts  at  least 
six  distinct  persons  bearing  this  latter  name,  viz:  John 
of  Swansea,  John  of  Pehoboth,  John  of  Chelmsford,  John 
of  Marblehead,  John  of  Boston  and  John  of  Charlestown. 
Having  spent  considerable  time  in  looking  up  the  family 
of  the  latter,  the  results  may  be  of  interest  to  others. 

John  Martin  settled  in  Charlestown,  1635.  He  was  prob- 
ably a  son  of  Richard,  who  died  in  Ottery,  St.  Mary, 
Devon.  England,  1633,  and  a  brother  of  Abraham,  Robert 
and  Richard  Martin  of  Rehoboth,  and  of  Elizabeth  Up- 
ham  of  Maiden.  He  was  a  ship  carpenter,  and  with  his 
wife  Rebecca  was  admitted  to  the  Charlestown  Church, 
1639.  His  second  wife  Sarah,  after  his  decease,  married 
Randall  Foster  1665.  His  children  by  first  wife  were: 
Sarah,  bapt.  1639 ;  Mary,  bapt.  1641 ;  John,  bapt.  1642, 
and  Mehitabel,  bapt.  1643.  He  had  land  set  off  to  him 
in  Maiden  1638.  In  1650  he  sells  land  in  Maiden  to 
John  Greenleaf,  and  his  wife  Sarah  releases  dower. 

John  (2)  Martin  (John  1)  bapt.  1642;  married  April 
14,  1671,  Mary  Mudge,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary 
Mudge  of  Maiden.  He  afterwards  lived  in  Swansea,  Bris- 
tol, R.  I.,  and  Lebanon,  Conn.  He  was  a  soldier  in  Cap- 
tain Samuel  Moseley's  company  in  King  Phillip's  War, 
1675 ;  also  under  Captain  John  Cutter,  1676.  He  was  ad- 
mitted with  his  wife  Mary  to  the  Congregational  Church 
in  Bristol,  R.  I.,  1695.  He  purchased  land  in  Lebanon, 
Coim.,  1717.  His  will  was  proved  in  New  London,  June 
19,  1719.  His  children  as  recorded  in  Bristol  were: 
Mary,  b.  April  19,  1674,  in  Maiden;  Thomas,  b.  June  8, 
1675,  in  Maiden ;  John,  b.  Sept.  14,  1679,  in  Maiden ;  Abi- 
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gail,  b.  July  19,  1681,  in  Swansea;  Joseph,  h.  Jany.  15, 
1684-5,  in  Bristol;  Benjamin,  b.  May  24,  1686,  in  Swansea; 
Ebenezer,  b.  Sept.  28,  1689,  in  Swansea;  Martlia,  b.  Feb. 
11,  1691,  in  Swansea.  The  latter  married  Joshua  Fin- 
ney. 

John  (3)  Martin  (John  2,  John  1),  married  about  1701 
Hannah  Darling  or  Hannah  Pierce.  In  the  Rehoboth  Rec- 
ords appears  the  marriage  of  John  Martin  and  Hannah 
Darling,  Dec.  25,  1701.  The  residence  of  the  groom  does 
not  appear,  but  I  can  find  no  other  John  who  is  the  prob- 
able person.  In  the  "Pierce  Genealogy"  appears  the 
record,  Hannah  Peirse,  born  at  Warwick,  R.  I.,  1680 
(Ephraim  2,  Michael  1),  married  John  Martin  (John). 
I  find  no  record  of  this  Hannah  in  Warwick,  and  am  un- 
able to  determine  which  of  the  two  names  is  correct.  The 
children  of  John  and  Hannah  Martin,  born  in  Bristol,  R. 
I.,  were  :  John,  b.  May  14,  1703 ;  Mary,  b.  Jany.  7,  1704-5, 
and  Thomas,  b.  Aug.  18,  1706.  The  latter  probably  mar- 
ried Dec.  3,  1727,  Ann  Munroe  of  Bristol.  John  (3)  Mar- 
tin died  before  his  father.  His  son  Thomas  was  bapt.  in 
1711,  and  the  record  states  his  father  was  dead.  His 
widow  Hannah  married  Abraham  Crane  of  Swansea,  Mar. 
27,  1719. 

,  John  (4)  Martin  (John  3,  John  2,  John  1),  cordwainer,' 
removed  to  Attleboro  and  married  Feb.  9,  1726-7,  Experi- 
ence, the  widow  of  Henry  Rew  of  Dighton.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Experience  (King)  Pratt  of 
Norton,  previously  of  Weymouth.  She  was  born  April  3, 
1703,  and  admitted  to  the  Norton  Church  in  1724.  The 
children  of  John  (4)  and  Experience  Martin,  as  recorded 
in  Attleboro,  were :  Mary,  b.  May  27,  1730 ;  Sarah,  b.  July 
17,  1733,  and  Anne,  b.  May  2,  1736.  Perhaps  there  were 
others.  I  am  unable  to  place  a  John  Martin,  Jr.,  of  Nor- 
ton, born  in  1760,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  1770  to  1781, 
who  married  Feb.  24,  1785,  Rachel  Cobb.  She  was  living 
in  Calais,  Me.,  in  1845,  ag-ed  seventy-nine  years.

In  connection  with  answer  printed  June  18,  Jath- 
niel  (3)  Peck  (Joseph  2,  Joseph  1)  may  be  found 
in  the  "Peck  Genealogy"  (1868),  page  33.  He  was  born 
July  24,  1660 ;  married  Feb.  28,  1688-9,  Sarah  Smith,  and 
died  April  5,  1742,  in  eighty-second  year ;  his  wife  Sarah 
died  June  4,  1717,  in  forty-seventh  year.  Joseph  (2),

MIDDLEFIELD,  MASS. 

The  town  was  incorporated  March  12,  1783.  It  was  the 
result  of  a  rearrangement  of  other  townships.  To  this 
territory,  central  to  them  all  and  belonging  about  equally 
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to  Ham]3sliire  and  Berkshire  counties  was  appropriately 
given  the  name  of  Middlefield. 

David  Mack  was  the  leader  in  the  enterprise  of  organ- 
ization. He  undertook  the  work  of  a  survey  and  of  an 
application  to  the  Legislature  with  the  agreement  to  pay 
his  own  expenses  if  the  project  failed.  The  plan  was  suc- 
cessful. At  that  time  there  were  sixty-eight  families  in 
town.  Among  the  early  residents  we  find  the  names  of 
Allen,  Bissell,  Blish,  Blossom,  Bolton,  Carrier,  Chapman, 
Cheeseman,  Church,  Churchill,  Dickson,  Durant,  Eggles- 
ton,  Emmons,  Ford,  Graves,  Ingham,  Jones,  Leonard, 
Loveland,  Mack,  McElwain,  Newton,  Pease,  Phelps, 
Rhodes,  Rohbins,  Root,  Smith,  Spencer,  Taggart,  Taylor, 
Wardwel],  Wright  (probably  others  not  now  recalled).

Yale's  Oldest  Graduate. 

The  oldest  living  graduate  of  Yale  College  is  Eev.  Sam- 
uel Bissell,  of  Twinsburg,  a  small  village  near  Akron,  0. 
Rev.  Bissell  is  in  his  99th  year,  but  enjoys  comparatively 
good  health  and  will  doubtless  reach  the  century  mark. 
Although  it  is  more  than  three  score  years  since  he  gradu- 
ated from  that  institution  of  learning,  Rev.  Bissell  is 
still  its  loyal  friend  and  delights  to  hear  of  the  success  of 
Tale  students  in  sports  or  studies. 

Rev.  Bissell  was  born  in  Middlefield,  Mass.,  in  1797. 
He  went  with  his  father's  family  to  Ohio  in  1806,  and 
attended  school  at  intervals  and  helped  his  father  to  make 
a  home  in  the  forests.  In  1816,  determining  on  a  better 
education,  he  made  his  way  on  foot  and  alone  to  Yale  Col- 
lege. There,  with  but  a  few  dollars  on  which  to  com- 
mence his  college  life,  he  completed  the  full  course,  with 
no  aid  save  his  own  head  and  hands.  He  graduated  with 
honor  in  1823.  Soon  after  returning  to  his  home  he  took 
charge  of  the  Congregational  Church  at  Twinsburg,  and, 
exceiDt  for  a  few  years  spent  as  pastor  of  other  near-by 
charges,  Twinsburg  has  since  been  his  home.  His  aged 
wife  is  still  living.

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  President  of  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  a  firm  well  known  throughout  the  United 
States  as  reliable  manufacturing  chemists. 

Hervey  C.  Parke  attended  a  private  school  at  Bloom- 
field,  which  was  presided  over  by  the  late  J.  D.  Standish, 
of  this  city,  and  Judge  A.  C.  Baldwin,  of  Pontiac,  respec- 
tively. When  16  years  old  young  Parke  was  sent  to  Buf- 
falo, N.  Y.,  by  his  parents,  where  he  attended  High  school 
for  a  year,  after  which  he  entered  the  employ  of  an  up- 
holsterer named  Garrett  V.  Mooney,  with  whom  he  re- 
mained for  a  couple  of  years. 

In  1846  Mr.  Parke  returned  to  Michigan  and  for  a  few 
months  taught  in  the  school  at  West  Bloomfield.  Then  he 
engaged  as  a  clerk  in  the  hardware  store  of  George  L. 
Bidwell,  at  Adrian,  and  held  that  position  until  late  in 
1848,  when  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  W.  M.  Mc- 
Connell  at  Pontiac,  where  he  remained  until  1850.  Then, 
his  health  failing  him,  he  accepted  a  position  with  a  min- 
ing company  at  Eagle  River,  Lake  Superior.  The  climate 
agreeing  with  him,  he  remained  in  that  section  of  the 
State  until  1865.  During  that  year  he  removed  to  Detroit, 
where  he  has  resided  ever  since. 

In  1866  Mr.  Parke  bought  out  the  interest  of  the  junior 
partner  in  the  firm  of  DufBeld  &  Conant,  manufacturing 
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cliemists,  whose  establishment  was  located  on  Sibley 
street  between  Clifford  and  Cass  streets.  The  concern 
was  operated  under  the  firm  name  of  Duffield,  Parke  & 
Co.— Samuel  P.  Dufiield,  M.  D.,  now  of  Dearborn,  Mich., 
being  the  senior  partner— until,  in  1870,  the  interest  of 
Dr.  Duffield,  having  been  purchased  by  George  S.  Davis, 
John  R.  Grout  and  William  H.  Stevens  united  with  Mr. 
Parke  in  the  organization  of  a  new  partnership  and  the 
firm  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  came  into  existence. 

Five  years  later  the  partnership  was  incorporated  as  a 
company,  with  a  paid  up  capital  of  $100,000,  and  with  the 
following  officers:  Hervey  C.  Parke,  president;  Geo.  S. 
Davis,  vice-president  and  general  manager;  H.  A.  Wet- 
zel, secretary  and  treasurer.  Later  the  capital  was  in- 
creased to  $1,200,000.  Mr.  Parke  remained  as  president 
of  the  company  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  the  other  offi- 
cers at  present  being  D.  C.  Whitney,  vice-president;  H.  A. 
Wetzel,  secretary ;  J.  H.  Smedley,  treasurer,  and  Wm.  M. 
Warren,  general  manager. 

Mr.  Parke  had  a  superior  personality,  being  tall,  well 
proportioned,  dignified  and  courteous  and  socially  he  was 
rational  and  companionable.  In  his  charitable  acts  he  was . 
very  liberal  and  unostentatious,  while  as  a  citizen  he  was 
public  spirited,  generous  and  enterprising.  In  politics  he 
was  a  Eepublican,  but  submitted  to  no  strict  party  dic- 
tion. In  brief,  he  was  a  broad-minded,  loyal  citizen  of 
exceptional  ability,  and  sterling  rectitude,  a  townsman 
the  city  can  ill  afford  to  lose  and  a  friend  whose  depar- 
ture will  be  mourned  in  many  homes,  among  the  poor  as 
well  as  among  the  wealthy.

Hervey  C.  Parke,  of  this  city,  whose  death  at  his  winter 
home  in  Southern  California  was  announced  yesterday, 
was  a  native  of  Michigan  who  did  not  find  it  necessary 
to  go  beyond  the  borders  of  the  State  to  achieve  a  notable 
business  success.  Michigan  and  Detroit  are  honored  by 
the  record  of  this  worthy  pioneer,  who  passed  through 
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all  the  rugged  and  disciplining  experiences  of  self-reliant 
youth  and  of  diligent  and  aspiring  after  years  in  building 
up  a  conspicuously  substantial  commercial  career.  The 
institution  of  which  he  became  the  head  after  a  series  of 
business  connections  and  enterprises  in  different  parts 
of  the  State  is  one  of  the  most  widely  known  enterprises 
of  Detroit,  and  a  conspicuous  example  of  widening  oper- 
ations and  prestige.  Along  with  all  of  his  activities  in  the 
business  field,  Mr.  Parke  was  a  devoted  and  influential 
churchman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  faith,  his  helpful 
participation  in  the  work  of  St.  John's  church  having 
been  long  and  deeply  valued.  His  benevolences,  however, 
were  not  bounded  by  denominational  lines.  His  desire 
to  distribute  a  portion  of  the  fruits  of  his  splendid  business 
success  for  the  good  of  humanity  found  expression  in 
various  charities.

is  to  say,  he,  the  said  Matthew^  Smith,  is  to  pay  all  the 
just  debts  due  from  said  estate,  and  to  enjoy  the  lands  be- 
longing to  ye  estate  of  ye  said  Thomas  Smith,  deceased, 
as  his  own  inheritance,  to  h,im,  the  said  Matthew  Smith, 
his  heirs  and  assigns  forever :  the  remainder  of  the  estate 
to  be  divided  after  the  following  method :  Ye  said  Mat- 
thew Smith  is  to  have  one  undivided  or  half  part  of  the 
movables  to  his  own  proper  use  and  behoof  forever:  ye 
said  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Hungerford  and  said  Mary 
Smith  are  to  have  the  other  half  of  ye  movable  estate  of 
ye  said  Thomas  Smith,  deceased,  equally  divided  between 
them,  upon  the  receipt  whereof  we,  the  said  Thomas  Hun- 
gerford, Elizabeth  my  wife,  and  Mary  Smith,  do  hereby 
engage  fully  and  wholly  to  acquit  and  discharge  ye  said 
Matthew  Smith,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever;  and, 
whereas,  the  said  Thomas  Smith  was  out  in  the  late  expe- 
dition to  Albany,  the  said  Matthew  Smith  is  to  talte  care 
to  get  his  wages,  and  it  is  to  be  divided  in  the  same  man- 
ner with  the  rest  of  ye  movables,  they  all  bearing  an  equal 
share  in  the  charges.

"My  grandfather,  John  Smith,  also  his  wife  Frances 
Tune,  came  from  England  before  their  marriage,  but  I  do 
not  know  the  year.  They  settled  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and 
died  there.  My  father,  John  T.  Smith,  was  born  and 
raised  in  Baltimore.    He  had  one  sister  living  when  his 
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parents  died,  who  was  taken  by  grandfathers,  two  bro- 
thers to  Zanesville,  Ohio,  when  only  two  years  old,  and  we 
lost  all  trace  of  them.  My  father,  on  account  of  their 
harsh  treatment,  never  tried  to  find  his  uncles,  but  /  have 
always  longed  to  know  more  of  my  father's  family. 

They  had  a  beautiful  home  in  Baltimore  at  the  time  of 
their  deaths,  which  occurred  very  close  together,  when 
my  father,  the  oldest  child,  was  eight  years  old. 

These  uncles  of  father's  carried  away  with  them  all 
documents  relating  to  the  family,  so  father  had  only  his 
remembrance  of  some  things  to  go  ui3on. 

My  father  was  such  a  good  man,  a  preacher  of  God's 

word,  and  a  man  of  some  ability,  but  he  was  a  frail  man 

for  some  years  before  he  died  in  1861,  aged  57  years.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Courant: 

The  old  building  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Talcott 
streets,  so  soon  to  be  demolished,  has  a  history  dating 
much  further  back  than  the  period  mentioned  in  the  ar- 
ticle which  appeared  in  "The  Courant"  a  short  time  since. 
The  structure  stands  on  land  which  belonged  to  the  Tal- 
cott family  from  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  Hartford, 
and  it  is  known  that  the  house  was  built  by  Governor 
Joseph  Talcott  about  1725,  on  the  site  of  the  old  house 
built  for  his  grandfather,  John  Talcott,  in  1635,  and  that 
some  of  the  timbers  used  in  the  old  structure  were  incor- 
porated into  this  one.  Lieutenant-Colonel  John  Talcott 
says  in  his  "memorandum  book": 

"The  kitchen  that  now  stands  on  the  north  side  of  the 
house  I  live  in  was  the  first  house  that  my  father  built  in 
Hartford  in  Connecticut  colony,  and  was  done  by  Nicholas 
Clark  the  first  winter  that  any  Englishman  rought  or 
built  in  Hartford,  which  was  the  year  1635.  My  father 
and  mother  and  his  family  came  to  Hartford  in  the  year 
1636  and  lived  first  in  said  kitchen  which  was  first  on  the 
west  side  of  the  chimney.  The  east  side  of  this  house  that 
we  live  in,  and  was  my  father  Talcott 's,  deceased,  was  built 
with  the  porch  that  is,  in  1638,  and  the  chimneys  were 
built  in  1638.  The  great  barn  was  built  in  the  year  1636 
and  underpinned  in  1637,  and  was  the  first  barn  that  was 
raised  in  the  colony." 

Lieutenant-Colonel  John  was  father  of  Governor  Jos- 
eph Talcott,  who  was  born  in  1669,  held  many  offices  in 
the  town  and  colony,  and  finally  that  of  Governor,  from 
1725  until  his  death  in  1741.  His  son.  Colonel  Samuel 
Talcott,  inherited  the  property  and  lived  in  the  house 
until  he  built,  about  1770,  a  new  one  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  street,  pulled  down  about  two  years  ago.  Colonel 
Samuel's  daughter,  Mary,  was  the  wife  of  James  Watson, 
naval  officer  of  the  port  of  New  York,  member  of  Con- 
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gress  and  Senator  from  tlie  State  of  New  York.  This 
couple,  in  1800,  sold  the  property  to  the  Eev.  Joseph 
Steward,  and  with  her  the  place  passed  out  of  the  Talcott 
name,  after  an  occupancy  of  165  years.  The  street  laid 
out  through  their  land  still  perpetuates  the  memory  of 
their  ownership. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steward,  then  of  Upton,  Mass.,  married 
March  31,  1789,  Sarah,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Mose- 
ley  of  Hampton,  Conn.,  and  after  1800  he  appears  to  have 
retired  from  all  active  ministerial  duties.  He  was  by 
way  of  being  an  artist  and  painted  portraits,  and  appar- 
ently possessed  tastes  not  frequently  cultivated  by  clergy- 
men of  that  day.  The  museum  was  probably  one  result 
of  these  tastes,  and  I  have  heard  descriptions  of  it  from 
old  people.    One  was  as  follows : 

"In  the  south  half  of  the  second  story  was  located  the 
original  Hartford  museum.  There  were  many  curiosities 
in  the  collection.  Among  them  was  a  huge  East  Indian 
tiger's  head,  said  to  have  been  brought  from  East  India 
by  Captain  William  Ely.  There  were  wax  figures  in  one 
corner.  One  figure  was  that  of  an  Indian  in  the  act  of 
scalping  children.  It  was  horrible.  There  were  peep- 
holes through  which  pictures  of  a  variety  of  subjects  were 
visible.  This  museum  was  removed  after  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Steward  (who  had  continued  the  show  after  the 
death  of  her  husband)  to  a  building  in  Central  Row,  the 
second  story  of  the  block  fronting  the  City  Hall,  built  by 
Henry  L.  Ellsworth. ' ' 

From  such  descriptions  as  we  have  of  this  it  must  have 
been  enlarged  very  much  beyond  the  Steward  collection, 
as  it  contained  many  stuffed  animals,  implements  of  war 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  a  model  of  a  French  guillo- 
tine, wax  figures  of  Indians  and  New  Zealanders,  etc.,  etc. 

After  Mrs.  Steward's  death  her  i)roperty  was  inherited 
by  her  heirs,  the  Moseley  family,  and  therefore  this  piece 
of  ground  has  been  owned  by  only  two  families,  the  Tal- 
cotts  and  the  Moseleys,  since  Hartford  was  settled,  265 
years  ago.  M.  K.  T. 
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John  Talcott  (who  m.  Dorothy  Mott),  emigrated  to 
America  in  the  ship  "Lion,"  sailed  from  England,  June 
22,  1632,  and  arrived  in  Boston  Sept.  16,  1632.  This 
company  (Rev.  Mr.  Hooker's)  settled  in  Newtown,  now 
Cambridge,  Mass.  John  Talcott  was  the  fifth  greatest 
proprietor  of  houses  and  lands  in  the  town.  After  the 
company  obtained  permission  to  remove  to  the  Connec- 
ticut River  he  sold  all  his  possessions  May,  1636,  to  Nich- 
olas Danforth,  and  started  the  next  month  and  went  on 
foot  through  the  wilderness  and.  founded  Hartford,  Conn. 
He  was  styled  "the  worshipful  John  Talcott."  He  was 
one  of  the  chief  magistrates  of  the  colony  until  his  death, 
besides  being  Treas.  He  was  one  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed May  1,  1637,  to  take  into  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  a  war  with  the  Pequot  Indians,  and  upon  whose 
recommendation  a  war  was  accordingly  declared. 

The  year  previous  to  his  removal  to  Hartford  he  sent 
a  carpenter,  Nicholas  Clark,  to  build  him  a  house.  (It 
stood  on  the  ground  near  or  what  is  now  Talcott  street.)

The  father  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Talcott,  Hon.  Elizur  Hol- 
yoke,  was  a  prominent  man  in  the  colony  of  Massachu- 
setts and  held  various  offices  of  trust,  under  the  govern- 
ment. The  mother,  Mary  Pynchon,  was  daughter  of  Hon. 
William  Pynchon,  original  settler  of  colony  of  Mass. 
chosen  asst.  magistrate  by  the  general  court  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts company  in  London,  Oct.  20,  1629 ;  came  to  this 
country  in  1630,  settled  in  Eoxbury,  Mass.,  subsequently 
the  treasurer,  removed  to  Springfield,  Mass.,  being  one 
of  the  original  proprietors.  He  returned  to  England  in 
1652  and  d.  Oct.,  1662,  at  Wraisburgh  on  the  Thames.

Dea.  Almiron  Daniel  Francis,  92,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  prominent  men  in  Pittsfield,  died  at  9  o  'clock  at  his 
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home  on  Henry  avenue,  after  an  illness  of  several  months. 
Dea.  Francis  had  a  shock  the  latter  part  of  September, 
and  never  rallied  from  its  effect,  but  was  able  to  con- 
verse with  his  relatives  and  friends  up  to  about  a 
week  before  his  death.  Before  his  last  illness  he  was 
quite  vigorous  for  a  man  of  his  years  and  his  mental  fac- 
ulties were  unimpaired.  Dea.  Francis  was  one  of  the  old- 
est members  of  the  First  Baptist  church,  and  had  been 
a  deacon  for  42  years.  He  enjoyed  the  esteem  and  friend- 
ship of  the  whole  community,  won  by  uprightness  of  con- 
duct, kindliness  of  heart  and  uniform  courtesy  of  manner. 
He  was  specially  endeared  to  the  First  Bai)tist  church,  of 
which  he  had  been  a  zealous  and  consistent  member,  and 
a  faithful  and  efficient  officer. 

Almiron  D.  Francis  was  born  in  Pittsfield  May  11,  1807, 
son  of  Dea.  Daniel  H.  and  Mahala  (Chapman)  Francis, 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Wethersfield,  Ct.  At  an  early 
age  he  attended  the  district  school  and  resided  on  the 
farm  until  his  18th  year,  when  he  began  to  work  at  the 
carpenter's  trade.  In  1852  he  gave  that  up  and  entered 
the  machine  shop  of  a  Mr.  Dodge,  and  remained  there 
three  years,  and  then  formed  a  partnership  with  his  for- 
mer employer  under  the  firm  name  of  Dodge  &  Francis. 
Subsequently  the  firm  bought  out  Gordon  McKay,  the 
famous  sewing  machine  manufacturer,  and  carried  on 
the  business  for  about  three  years  at  the  location  of 
the  E.  D.  Jones  &  Sons  Company's  plant.  Mr.  Dodge 
later  sold  his  interest  to  David  Clarey  and  the  new  firm 
of  Francis  &  Clarey  thus  formed  was  for  many  years  the 
only  concern  in  Western  Massachusetts  manufacturing 
engines  and  printing  presses.  Mr.  Francis  eventually 
sold  his  interest  to  Mayor-elect  H.  S.  Russell,  who  was  in 
turn  succeeded  by  the  E.  D.  G.  Jones  Company.  Mr.  Fran- 
cis was  for  many  years  a  prominent  stockholder  in  the 
Pittsfield  National  Bank,  but  he  steadily  declined  all  pub- 
lic office,  although  repeatedly  urged  to  run  for  selectman. 
Mr.  Francis  married  April  28,  1829,  Miss  Lucy  Churchill, 
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who  died  October  30,  1865,  leaving  one  son,  James  DwigM 
Francis.  After  a  few  years  he  married  Mary  E.  Merrill, 
widow  of  Hosea  M.  Merrill.  Her  death  occurred  April  14, 
1892.  On  April  26,  1893,  he  married  Mrs.  Margaret  B. 
Eay,  widow  of  Eobert  E.  Eay.  She  died  in  1898.  His 
son,  James  D.  Francis,  was  for  a  number  of  years  super- 
intendent of  the  Pontoosuc  mills,  and  died  Sept.  9, 
1866.  The  funeral  was  held  with  private  services 
at  the  house  at  1:30  o'clock  and  public  services 
at  the  Baptist  church  at  2  o  'clock.  Eev.  Mr.  Spaulding  of 
Boston,  a  former  Pittsfield  pastor  officiated,  assisted 
by  Eev.  James  Grant  of  the  Morningside  Baptist  church.

This  is  the  title  of  a  volume  by  Rev.  Samuel  Whaley  of 
Riverhead,  N.  Y.  A  general  outline  of  this  record  may 
be  of  interest  to  those  of  his  family  in  various  parts  of 
this  country,  and  to  others  interested  in  biography.  "No 
man  of  well  regulated  mind, ' '  says  Cobden,  ' '  can  feel  an 
indifference  respecting  the  genealogy  of  his  family." 
The  genealogy  of  this  family  has  been  remarkably  well 
preserved.  Mr.  John  Nichols,  F.  S.  A.,  in  his  "Antiqui- 
ties of  Leicester  County,  England, ' '  has  given,  in  a  lineal 
design,  the  successive  generations  of  this  family  down  to 
the  Commonwealth— a  period  of  six  hundred  years.  All 
English  records  make  the  founder  of  this  family,  Wyama- 
rus  Whaley,  who  came  over  with  William  the  Conqueror, 
the  Duke  of  Normandy,  who  invaded  and  conquered  Eng- 
land in  the  year  one  thousand  sixty-six.  In  the  decisive 
battle  of  Hastings  he  so  distinguished  himself  that  Wil- 
liam, in  the  settlement  of  the  kingdom,  honored  him  with 
the  Lordship  of  Whaley  in  the  Wapentake  of  Blackburn, 
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in  the  County  of  Lancaster.  From  liim  all  the  English 
families  of  his  name  claim  descent.  The  records  show 
that  a  slight  change  was  common  in  the  spelling  of  this 
name.  Some  used  one  "I,"  others  two.  The  latter  is 
supposed  to  have  been  the  original  spelling.  The  varia- 
tion was,  however,  so  frequent  on  public  records  and  mon- 
uments, and  so  often  applied  to  the  same  person,  it  seems 
to  have  been  a  matter  of  indifference. 

From  the  original  Wyamarus  Whaley  to  the  days  of  the 
regicides,  twelve  generations  are  given.  The  law  of 
primogeniture,  brought  from  the  Continent  by  William 
the  Conqueror,  was  made  the  general  law  of  England. 
By  this  law  the  eldest  of  each  generation  was  recorded 
in  the  Heraldry  Office,  and  the  family  coat  of  arms  was 
transferred  to  him.  He  became  the  legal  representative 
of  the  family  and  the  estate.  Through  him  the  lineage 
was  transmitted.  This  volume  has  a  valuable  outline  his- 
tory of  Heraldry,  from  which  we  copy  the  following : 

"Among  the  innumerable  bearing  or  emblems  used  on 
the  '  Coat  of  Arms '  in  this  family  the  whale  predominates. 
Many  other  animals  and  emblems  were  adopted  by  per- 
sons of  this  name.  But  the  largest  number  have  the 
whale  on  their  family  Coat  of  Arms.  The  origin  of  this 
cannot  be  from  the  resemblance  of  the  name.  Nor  did 
the  name  originate  from  the  animal.  Long  before  a  Coat  of 
Arms  was  devised  the  family  name  was  prominent  in  Eng- 
land. The  sentiment  of  some  of  the  mottoes  attached  to 
Coats  of  Arms  belonging  to  this  family  affords  conclusive 
evidence  that  the  whale  became  an  emblem  for  the  same 
reason  that  the  lion  has  long  held  a  like  place  in  the  armo- 
rial bearings  of  the  English  crown.  One  is  the  strongest 
of  all  animals  that  inhabit  the  land :  the  other  the  strong- 
est of  all  that  inhabit  the  world  of  waters. ' ' 

The  family  became  numerous  and  held  high  and  hon- 
ored positions.  Their  names  are  found  as  officers  in  the 
army,  Members  of  Parliament,  and  holding  various  pre- 
ferments   in    the    civil,    religious    and    literary    world. 
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Nichols,  in  his  "Antiquities,"  says  of  Eev.  John  Whaley, 
D.  D.,  that  he  was  ' '  Master  of  Peter  House,  Cambridge, ' ' 
and  "Regius  Professor  of  Divinity."  This  professor- 
ship in  Cambridge  University  "was  the  richest  in 
Europe. ' '  In  this  honored  position  he  succeeded  the  cele- 
brated Rev.  Richard  Bentley,  D.  D.,  who  was  said  to  be 
the  "best  scholar  England  ever  produced."  On  the 
death  of  Dr.  Bentley  in  1742,  the  Rev.  John  Whaley,  D. 
D.,  was  elected  to  this  high  preferment  in  the  University. 
He  held  this  chair  with  honor  till  his  death  in  1748.  Of 
his  three  sons — John  Whaley  became  an  officer  in  the 
army;  Thomas  Sedgwick  Whaley,  D.  D.,  was  distin- 
guished for  his  scholarship,  and  was  rector  at  Bath; 
Richard  Wlialey,  the  youngest,  having  studied  at  Rome, 
became  a  historical  painter. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Civil  War  most  of  this  large  fam- 
ily remained  loyal  to  the  king.  Edward,  the  regicide,  was 
the  son  of  Richard  Wlialey,  of  the  eleventh  generation  in 
the  pedigree  of  the  family,  who  is  spoken  of  as  a  man  of 
"munificence  and  energy."  His  mother  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  Henry  Cromwell.  He  was,  therefore,  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  Cromwell  family.  In  the  con- 
flict between  Charles  the  First  and  the  Parliament,  he 
took  up  arms  in  defense  of  the  liberty  of  the  subject.  He 
distinguished  himself  in  many  battles  and  sieges,  es- 
pecially in  the  hottest  contest  when  the  king  led  his  own 
forces  in  person,  and  finally  fled  the  field  for  safety. 

For  this  valor  and  skill  in  routing  such  superior  num- 
bers he  was  promoted  and  received  the  thanks  of  Parlia- 
ment. On  this  occasion  he  gave  origin  to  that  noted  ex- 
pression which  has  since  been  the  watchword  of  freedom, 
"Resistance  to  tyrants  is  obedience  to  God." 

Dr.  Leonard  Bacon  says  in  his  introduction  to  "The 
Three  Judges, "  by  J.  P.  Warren : 

"Colonel  Whaley  was  a  Puritan  of  the  Puritans,  of  de- 
vout piety  and  unimpeachable  integrity.  An  intimate 
friendship  existed  between  him  and  his  chaplain.  Rev. 
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Richard  Baxter.  It  continued  after  he  became  one  of  the 
chief  officers  of  the  Commonwealth.  Baxter,  who  wrote 
many  books,  dedicated  one  of  liis  works  to  him  in  an  epis- 
tle which  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  examples  of  such 
composition. ' ' 

On  the  restoration  of  the  Monarchy,  he,  with  his  son- 
in-law,  Col.  Wm.  Goff,  fled  from  the  wrath  of  Charles  the 
Second  and  found  a  refuge  in  this  country.  Here  he 
spent  fourteen  years  eluding  the  king's  pursuers.  On 
the  death  of  his  son-in-law,  about  1674,  he  drops  out  of 
history.  Nothing  authentic  has  been  heard  of  him  in  New 
England. 

The  question  of  his  subsequent  life  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed not  long  ago  in  a  pamphlet  by  Robert  P.  Robins  of 
Maryland,  who  claims  to  have  descended  from  the  rigi- 
cide,  Edward  Whaley.  The  pamphlet  is  of  such  weight 
as  evidence  on  this  question  that  it  is  inserted  in  the 
"Whaley  Record."  It  was  also  fully  discussed  at  the 
time  in  the  "Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  History  and  Bi- 
ography. ' '  Mr.  Robins '  strongest  evidence  is  from  a  doc- 
ument writen  by  Thomas  Robins  of  Worcester  County, 
Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland,  in  the  year  1769. 

It  appears  that  Edward  Whaley,  the  regicide,  left  Mas- 
sachusetts on  the  death  of  his  son-in-law  and  went  to  Vir- 
ginia. Here  some  of  his  children  met  him.  But  for 
greater  safety  he  settled  in  Maryland.  There  are  many 
persons  well  known  in  the  States  of  Delaware,  Virginia  and 
South  Carolina  who  call  themselves  his  descendants.  A 
will  from  the  records  of  Worcester  County,  Maryland,  is 
given,  which  Mr.  Robins  claims  to  be  that  of  Edward 
Whaley,  the  regicide,  dated  June  18,  1718.  Families  bear- 
ing this  name  have  been  found  in  about  fifteen  different 
States.  They  have  no  knowledge  of  each  other.  They 
have  come  from  different  parts  of  Great  Britain  and  set- 
tled in  widely  separated  sections  of  this  land.  The  writer 
of  the  "Record,"  from  which  this  abstract  is  taken,  is  de- 
scended from  the  Plymouth  Branch,  so  called  because  of 
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its  first  family  landing  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  1722.  It 
consisted  of  the  parents  and  six  sons.  When  at  Plym- 
outh the  third  son  enlisted  in  the  expedition  of  the  Col- 
ony Troops  to  Cape  Breton  for  the  capture  of  Louisburg 
in  1745.  The  French  had  made  it  the  strongest  fortress 
in  America.  After  fifty  days'  siege  the  troops  entered 
the  gates  in  triumph.  It  awakened  rejoicings,  and  bon- 
fires were  lighted  all  over  New  England  and  in  New  York 
and  Philadelphia.     But  he  gave  his  life  in  this  conflict. 

Two  of  the  sons  settled  in  New  York  and  vicinity,  and 
one  in  Fairfield,  Conn.;  the  other  two  in  North  Parish, 
New  London,  Conn.  It  was  afterward  made  the  town  of 
Montville,  Conn.  This  family  were  from  the  North  of 
Ireland.  They  had  been  educated  in  the  Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  were,  of  course,  tenacious  of 
their  views  of  doctrine.  An  able  preacher  of  this  church 
was  then  pastor  at  North  Parish.  The  attraction  of  the 
family  to  him  as  a  fellow-countryinan  of  like  faith  was 
such  that  the  eldest  and  youngest  sons  of  the  family, 
together  with  their  mother,  left  Plymouth  and  settled  in 
his  parish. 

In  the  War  of  the  Revolution  their  sons  were  in  the 
vigor  of  life.  Three  of  them  were  in  the  Continental 
army.  Of  these  one  was  in  the  battle  when  New  London 
was  taken  and  burned.  Some  of  the  grandchildren  of  the 
original  settlers  emigrated  to  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  in 
1802,  where  their  children  grew  to  mature  years  and  have 
found  homes  in  various  parts  of  this  country.  This 
Record  brings  down  the  history  of  the  family  so  far  as 
possible  to  the  present  day.

In  Hollister 's  History  of  Connecticut  is  this : 
"In  the  78th  year  of  his  age,  but  with,  judgment  un- 
clouded and  his  usefulness  unimpaired,  the  venerable 
Henry  Wolcott,  one  of  the  chief  magistrates  and  advisers 
of  the  Colony,  quickly  followed  his  friend  and  comrade 
(Gov.  Haynes)  to  the  grave.  Henry  Wolcott,  Esquire, 
the  ancestor  of  all  the  Wolcotts  of  this  State,  was  of  a  very 
ancient  family  and  the  owner  of  a  large  estate  in  Somer- 
setshire (Eng.),  born  1578,  son  and  heir  of  John  Wolcott 
of  Golden  Manor.  In  1628  came  to  America  to  examine 
the  country.  Came  a  settler  in  1630,  died  at  Windsor, 
Conn.,  1655.  His  monument  of  red  sandstone,  built  by 
the  same  hands  that  fashioned  the  Fenwick  Tomb  of  Say- 
brook,  has  been  always  a  shrine,  to  tempt  toward  it  the 
feet  of  his  numerous  descendants,  who  have  piously 
guarded  it  and  lovingly  adorned  it  for  two  hundred 
years." 
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True,  we  have  not  been  wont  to  attach  mucli  importance 
to  nobility  of  descent  in  this  republican  country,  but  there 
is  a  good  deal  in  ancestry  in  pedigree  notwithstanding. 
Not  only  is  character  hereditary,  but  the  example  of  a 
high  charactered  ancestry  should  excite  the  descendants 
to  the  effort  to  maintain  such  character  and  deter  them 
from  becoming  "degenerate  sons  of  noble  sires."
